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RADICAL CHANGES IN ADMINIS- 
TRATION OF PURE FOOD 
AND DRUG ACT. 


The announcement in our current 
Washington correspondence of radical 
changes by officials of the Department 
of Agriculture which have resulted in 
the abolition of the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection, invested with judicial 
and administrative powers under the 
Pure Food and Drugs Act, marks one 
of the most vital changes in the act’s 
operative phases since its adoption, 
nearly eight years ago. Primarily the 
purpose of the changes is one of con- 
centration of authority and adminis- 
trative details which is justified on the 
ground of more prompt and efficient 
consideration and action in the enforce- 
ment of the act as well as in fulfilling 
its worthiest powers and functions. As 
our Washington correspondent indi- 
cates, the department Officials realize 
that the new plan of operation is cal- 
culated tu stir considerable criticisin, 
and probably the first point of unfavor- 
able comment may be suggested in the 
purpose to centralize judicial powers 
Within one-man authority, at least so 
far as the head of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry is concerned. 

A treatment of the various stages of 
the administration of the Food and 
Drugs Act is in ofder to afford a more 
comprehensive basis to determine tte 
plausible effects of the new methods of 
carrying out the provisions of the act. 
The Board of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion has been in existence almost from 
the inception of the act and has been 
composed of three members, the chief 
of the Bureau of Chemistry acting as 
chairman. The board has generaily 
been regarded as a body to determine 
issues upon hearings before the local 
laboratories, subject to the approval 
of the solicitor of the Department of 
Agriculture on questions involving 
legal and technical interpretation and 
te the general sanction of the Secre- 
tary of the Depariment. 

The original Board of Food and Drug 
laspection consisted of Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, Dr. Frederick L. I-unlap, both 
of whom were recognized as chemical 
experts, and George P. McCabe, of le- 
€.l traininy. Before a board of this 
character many of the legal representa- 


tives of shippers, involved in charges 
under the act, preferred to conduct the 
cases for their clients rather than be- 
fore the local officials, believing that 
the Washington board was in broader 
touch with the general proceedings an: 
woenld be disposed to give a 
liberal construction of the commercial 
as well as the technical side of the 
questions in issue. Until the recent 
changes the board has been composed 
of Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, Dr. A. S. 
Mitchell and Dr. H. M. Loomis. Dr. 
Alsberg’s position as chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry is not nominally af- 
fected, but his associates, it is an- 
nounced, will be assigned to other 
duties in the department.

Under the new system of operations 
the powers and functions of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection will be 
delegated chiefly to the different divi- 
sion laboratories, the representatives 
of which will be clothed with judicial 
as well as administrative authority. 
There is also provision for relieving 
the Washington end of much of the 
analytical and technical work con- 
nected with the different cases under 
consideration, and on the determina- 
tion of the merits of the cases heard 
before the local laboratories, recom- 
mendations either for prosecution or 
dismissal will be sent to the Bureau 
of Chemistry at Washington. The 
findings of the laboratories will be 
checked upon by further research work 
by the bureau, and if the recommenda- 
tions for prosecution are established 
the legal branch of the department 
will take up the work. The duties of 
practical administration under the new 
plan have been apportioned into three 
divisions, the Eastern, with headquar- 
ters in Washington and covering New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Buffalo 
and Savannah; the middle, with head- 
quarters in Chicago and embracing 
that city, St. Paul, Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and New Orleans, and the West- 
ern, with headquarters at Denver and 
extending to San Francisco and Se- 
attle. 

Relieved of many of the perfunctory 
and routine details of procedure, the 
Bureau of Chemistry will unquestion- 
ably be strengthened in its opportuni- 
ties for more general research and sci- 
entific studies and educational and 
propaganda work with a view of bring- 
ing the results of the investigations to 
their best effects upon pure food and 
drug matters. It was principally for 
the purpose of conducting special ana- 
lytical and technical experiments that 
President Roosevelt appointed what 
has been known as the Remsen Board. 
The work of this board has been most 
intimately associated with decisions 
on benzoate of soda, saccharin and 
copper sulphate in their relations to 
food and drug products. In its broader 
and more authoritative position, the 
Bureau of Chemistry may find itself 
qualified to undertake the future work 
of the Remsen Board. On behalf of 
the new system of pure food and drug 
administration, it is pointed out that 
Dr. Wiley, who as chief of the*Bureau 
of Chemistry was recognized as one 
of the most zealous advocates of the 
act, favored the abolition of the Board 
of Food and Drug Inspection, whose 
powers were considered as a check 
upon Dr. Wiley’s vigorous policies in 
carrying out the provisions of the law. 

The new system of Pure Food and 
Drug administration will necessarily 
signify sweeping changes in the meth- 
ods and practices of conducting cases 
and while these may involve difficul- 
ties on the part of shippers and manu- 
facturers, as well as their legal rep- 
resentatives, it is only fair to be- 
speak a reasonable opportunity in 
which the new conditions can be 
adapted to practical and effective op- 
eration. So long as the changes are 
designed and calculated to bring about 
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a fairer and more creditable applica- 
tion of the law to serve its worthiest 
and most beneficent purposes, what- 
ever troubles may be experienced in 
the earlier stages of administrative 
procedure under the new rules are of 
relatively minor consideration

FEDERAL LEGISLATION PROPOSED 
TO REGULATE LINSEED OIL 
TRAFFIC. 


Following in several of its more ma- 
terial aspects the provisions of the 
Federal Pure Food and Drugs Act, a 
bill has been presented in the United 
States Senate by Senator Kenyon of 
Iowa for the purpose of preventing in- 
terstate shipments of adulterated or 
misbranded linseed oil and to clothe 
the proposed act with practical admin- 
istrative powers, there are regulations 
for the establishment of standards and 
labeling requirements. Another provi- 
sion of the bill is in line with a more 
radical move to strengthen the Food 
and Drugs Act in extending the opera- 
tions of the Government to the manu- 
facture within territdrial jurisdiction 
of products that would be subject to 
condemnation in interstate traffic or 
transportation. So far as is known 
the Federal linseed oil bill is the 
most vital measure to extend the prin- 
ciples of the Food and Drugs Act to 
producis of a strictly manufacturing 
character. The pertinency of the bill 
can be appreciated from the fact that 
considerable agitation has been stirred 
during the last year by shipments be- 
tween various States of linseed oil 
which provoked serious charges as to 
quality and character, and what few 
State laws were in effect were clearly 
incapable of being resorted to for re- 
lief once the goods were beyond the 
borders of limited authority. In some 
eases of State litigation complications 
arose as to the effectiveness of stand- 
ards by which questions of adultera- 
tion and misbranding were attempted 
to be determined, and these problems 
served to impair the practical adminis- 
tration of the State acts. So far as 
interstate shipments were concerned, 
Federal legislation alone could be de- 
pended upon to remedy the condemn d 
practices, and it is significant that 
Senator Kenyon, the author of the bill, 
is from a section of the country which 
is believed to have been inflicted with 
some of the worst cases of adulterated 
oil. 

The term “linseed oil” is made to 
cover the following specifications in 
addition to its general application “raw 
linseed,” “raw linseed oil,’’ “boiled lin- 
seed,” ‘‘boiled linseed oil’? and ‘‘boiled 
cil.” These are the regulation provi- 
sions defining the package or label re- 
quirements and covering the removal 
of the original contents of the pack- 
ages practically along the lines of the 
Food and Drugs Act specifications. In 
one significant particular, however, the 
linseed oil bill stands on a distinct 
basis, namely, as to the question of 
standards, in which respect the in- 
terests of the trade are most vitally 
concerned. There was natural recourse 
to the United States Pharmacopoeia 
for the purpose of meeting this impor- 
tant requirement, but that authority 
recognized only raw linseed oil, for 
which the U. S. P. is made the official 
standard. There remained to the au- 
thors of the bill the more serious ques- 
tion of providing a standard for that 
grade in which important manufactur- 
ing and consuming interests are 
largely concerned, namely, boiled oil. 
This problem has been met by the 
establishment of a standard of original 
and specific determination, which, how- 
ever, bears the stamp of trade co- 
operation and approval. The seven 
different specifications covering boiled 
oil constitute section 10 of the act, and 
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on account of their importance and 
novelty are given in full as follows:— 

First. Its specific gravity of 20.4 de- 
grees centigrade shall be not less than 
935. 


Second. Its saponification number 
shall be not less than 160. 
Third. Its iodine absorption number 


shall be not less than 160. 
Fourth. Its acid value shall not ex- 


ceed 10. 
Fifth The volatile matter expelled 
at 100 degrees centigrade shall not 


exceed one-half of 1 per cent. 

Sixth. No mineral oil snall be pres- 
ent, and the amount of unsaponified 
matter as determined by standard 
methods shall not exceed 2 per cent. 

Seventh. The film left after flowing 
the oil over glass and allowing it to 
drain in a vertical position must dry 
free from tackiness in not to exceed 
twenty hours at a temperature of about 
20 degrees centigrade. 

If no other advantage were to follow, 
the purpose of the bill in its single in- 
stance of standardizing provisions for 
a pure boiled linseed oil is commend- 
able and calculated to fulfill a distinct 
and practical service. Regulations for 
the administration of the proposed act 
and the duties and functions of the 
various officials are practically in line 
with the provisions of the Food and 
Drugs Act. 





PROPOSED FOOD AND DRUG 
AMENDMENT TO COVER MAN- 
UFACTURING OPERATIONS. 


Through a bill introduced in the 
United States Senate by Senator 


Chamberlain of Oregon, it is proposed 
to effect a drastic amendment to the 
Pure Food and Drugs Act by the gov- 
ernment regulation of the manufac- 
ture, traffic and transportation of 
adulterated or misbranded products 
within such territory as is under gov- 
ernment jurisdiction. The radical ef- 
fect of such enactment is realized by 
the further provision for a year’s: im- 
prisonment for every conviction, as 
contrasted with the liberal terms im- 
posed by the present act, a fine of not 
less than five dollars nor more than 
five hundred dollars, or imprisonment 
not exceeding six months or both, The 
limitation upon the effectiveness of 
the proposed act to violations within 
any Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia evades any possibility of intrusion 
upon State rights, but so far as the 
attempted extension of Federal author- 
ity to manufacturing operations is con- 
cerned, question may be reasonably 
raised as to whether private rights 
would not be violated to equally dis- 
qualifying effect. It is in this phrase 
of proposed regulation that the bill 
may provoke the strongest and most 
plausible criticism and opposition, and 
granting that the measure may find 
constitutional lodgement, the practica- 
bility of its provisions and regulations 
is so unmistakably involved as to merit 
negligible support by Congress. The 
Senators to whose attention the bill has 
been called have already expressed 
doubt that action will be taken upon it 
by the committee to which it has been 
referred because the measure is so 
framed as to require determination at 
the time of manufacture, whether an 
article is adulterated or misbranded. 
The force of this argument would seem 
to admit of no dispute, for the condi- 
tions upon which this determination 
are predicated are in the strongest con- 
trast with the applicatio: of the pres- 
ent law to adulterated anc n.‘sbranded 
commodities when they are aciurlly 
entered into interstate commerce. I? 
the proposed amendment were content 
to provide for the regulation of sale 
and transportation of the goods in 
question within Federal jurisdiction, no 
reasonable objections might be raised, 
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for then there could be no question of 
invasion of private rights, and the 
broad principle of the law in its present 
form would seem to be recognized and 
strengthened. As our Washington cor- 
respondent indicates, Senator Cham- 
berlain, author of the bill, is a member 
of some of the most important and 
hard working committees of the Sen- 
ate, and unless he can find time to 
give his personal attention to the meas- 
ure it is considered doubtful whether 
it will receive much consideration in 
committee, We shall be glad to watch 
the progress of the bill, with the full 
realization of its possible significance 
upon our trade’s interests, but in its 
present stage there is apparently little 
oceasion for any serious misgivings 
over its developments. 


OUR TRADES SHOW GAINS IN 
NOVEMBER IMPORTS. 


The record of the country’s foreign 
trade relations for November bears 
with particular interest on details of 
imports, as the statistics cover the 
first full month of operations under 
the new tariff act. The general re- 
turns indicate a gain in the total valu- 
ation for November, as compared with 
the October summary, although it fail- 
ed to meet the record for November, 
1912. In the Reporter’s trades the No- 
vember, 1913, valuation aggregate of 
imports surpasses that for the previous 
month as well as for the correspond- 
ing month of the former year. While 
the country’s imports for’ eleven 
months of last year mark a disparag- 
ing relationship with the total for the 
corresponding period of 1912, our trades 
again are more creditably represented 
in the later returns. So far as the 
export statistics are concerned, losses 
are shown in the comparisons of No- 
vember, 1913, with the former month 
and the same month of 1912 in the to- 
tals of the general and the Reporte’s 
industries, but in both respects the 
records of eleven months stand to the 
advantage of the 1913 summaries. 

The Reporter’s and general foreign 
trade relations for November and 
eleven months of the last two years

Our treatment of the details of par- 
ticular interest is based on the statis- 
tics covering the eleven months’ per- 
iods, with first consideration to the 
import data. Of the twenty-one classi- 
fications composing our trades, in- 
creases are noted in eleven instances, 
including bristles, the general chemi- 
cal schedule, clays and earths, fertili- 
zers, unmanufactured gelatin, glue, 
glass and glassware, mineral and vege- 
table oils, paints and perfumepies. 
The commodities in which losses are 
registered comprise dyewoods, grouse 
and heavy technical oils, animal oils, 
oleo stearine, soap, spices, crude tan- 
ning materials, castor beans, flaxseed 
and sulphur ore as pyrites. The items 
composing the chemical schedule repre- 
sent in the aggregate the leading 
grouping of our imports, and our de- 
pendance upon foreign services for the 
eleven months of last year was great- 
er by $92,843,117, as compared with $79,- 
384,262, for the same period of 1912. 
Contributing to the more creditable 
showing have been alizarin dyes, 
arsenic, quinine, creosote oil, crude 
glycerin, refined and synthetic cam- 
phor, chicle, copal, kauri and damar 
gum, __ shellac, calcined magnesite, 
opium, saltpeter and waxes. Falling 
below their former records are am- 
monia muriate, cinchona bark, coal- 
tar colors, fusel oil, gambier, indigo, 
iodine, bleaching powder and sulphur. 

Of next importance are the returns 
covering imports of fertilizers, includ- 
ing sulphate of ammonia and nitrate 
of soda, in which for eleven months 
of 1913 is shown a total of $20,047,560, as 
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against $19,363,266, for the correspond- 
ing period of 1912. It is chiefly due 
to the nitrate of soda statistics that 
this gain has been realized. In this 
item our requirements grew from 466,- 
441 tons (15,833,546) to 588,685 tons ($20,- 
345,029). In the secondary fertilizer 
material, muriate of potash, there was 
a loss from 445,975,469 pounds ($6,683,073) 
to 414,721,540 pounds ($6,187,456). The 
figures on sulphate of ammonia indi- 
cate more of a dependance upon 
foreign production over the 1913 period 
by 104,356,188 pounds ($3,154,429), as 
against 102,036,267 pounds ($2,962,669) 
previously, although a comparison of 


the 1913 record with that for 1911, 
amounting to 164,113,474 pounds ($4,- 
350,258) is more suggestive of the ex- 


tending scope of home production. 

In the third grouping of our trades’ 
imports, that of vegetable oils, there is 
indicated a gain during the eleven 
months of last year of $28,216,188 as 
against $26,300,734 for the _ corre- 
sponding interval of 1912. Cocoanut 
oil, first among the items for technical 
use, takes principal credit for the in- 
crease in the general summary, en- 
larging its field in this country from 
41,663,753 pounds ($3,444,094) to 58,- 
835,009 pounds ($5,168,995). <A signifi- 
cant comparison in this classification 
is that of cottonseed oil, showing an 
extraordinary growth in imports from 
1,773,588 pounds ($98,850) to 11,228,228 
pounds ($713,686). The heavy volume 
of imports was experienced last sum- 
mer when all possible sources of sup- 
ply for either reclaimed domestic or 
foreign oil were eagerly scoured to re- 
lieve the stringency in this country. A 
marked expansion in mineral oil im- 
ports, from 271,033,564 gallons ($5,441,- 
855) to 680,420,556 gallons ($11,773,- 
309) is practically accounted for by the 
heavy inroad of Mexican crude oii last 
year. Another noteworthy comparison 
among the import records of our trade 
is that of flaxseed, indicating a less- 
ened dependance upon foreign markets 
by 5,030,575 bushels ($6,017,745) against 
7,636,052 bushels ($13,924,594). 

Treating the subject of exports in the 
Reporter’s field for the eleven months’ 
periods of the last two years we find 
gains in fifteen instances, the chemical 
schedule, fertilizers, glass and glass- 
ware, glucose and grape sugar, lubri- 
cating and soap stock grease, oleo oil, 
tallow, lard, mineral oils, perfumeries, 
flaxseed soap, alcohol, sponges and 
starch, while losses are shown in glue, 
oleomargarine, neutral lard, lard com- 
pounds, naval stores, oil cake and 
meal, animal and vegetable oils, paints, 
paraffin wax and cottonseed, 

Mineral oils stand in a class by 
themselves in their relation to other 
of our trades’ exports and their lead 
has been sharply strengthened over 
the 1913 period by 1,919,963,413 gallons 
($135,510,877) as against 1,737,420,318 
gallons ($114,416,505) previously. The 
subject of our mineral exports has 
been the occasion of special editorial 
consideration, and in this connection 
no further reference need be given be- 
yond the fact that value gains have 
been the signicant development of last 
year’s trade, surpassing in all respects 
the volume records. 

Shipments of lard, representing the 
next important specification, amounted 
to 487,682,388 pounds ($55,167,943) dur- 
ing the eleven months of 1913, compar- 
ing with 451,601,521 pounds ($47,247,- 
715) as the former record. The foreign 
trade in neutral lard and lard com- 
pounds was on a smaller scale the 
former’ declining from 52,351,537 
pounds ($5,782,732) to 37,748,936 pounds 
($4,311,649) and the latter from 66,048,- 
770 pounds ($5,706,355) to 39,097,437 
pounds ($5,335,605). 

Despite a gain in the volume record 
of oil cake and meal exports, from 
1,732,336,629 to 1,768,809,335 pounds, the 
1913 value summary registered a loss, 
$25,206163 as against $25405800 form- 
erly. The most creditable showing was 
in the linseed products scoring a con- 


sistent increase from 638,697,749 
pounds ($10,593,292) to 795,640,435 
pounds ($11,860,353). The principal 


decline was in cottonseed cake and 
meal, from 1,022,061,550 pounds ($13,- 
765,634) to 900,911,490 pounds ($22,283,- 
626). 

Based on the eleven months* yalue 


statistics, last year has been one of 
disappointment in the naval stores ex- 
port trade. Over this period the move- 
ment has aggregated $20,640,030, as 
against $23,495,073 for the correspond- 
ing period of 1912. The most serious 
depreciation was in the rosin record, 
from $14,700,536 to $12,724,908, although 
on the volume comparison indicated 
a gain from 2,160,904 to 2,420,153 bar- 
rels. There was a consistent shrink- 
age in spirits of turpentine, from 18,- 
834,603 gallons ($8,593,114) to 18,443,- 
483 gallons ($7,469,663). 

Our chemicals, drugs, dyes and medi- 
cines are gaining steadily in foreign 
consumption, although the aggregate 
value of exports is only about one- 
quarter of that of our imports of the 
items composing the chemical schedule. 
The total of exports is $24,382,116 for 








the 1913 period, or $467,747 in excess of 
the former record. 

Of the specified articles, patent and 
proprietary medicines lead, although 
the later summary marks a value de. 
cline, $6,317,815, as against $6,945,535 
previously. Second in value, but wel] 
in first volume place, is acetate of lime, 
in which is noted an expansion from 


70,067,233 pounds ($1,723,562) to 70,. 
199,477 pounds ($2,062,186). 
Of remaining consideration is the 


record of vegetable oil exports, jn 
which there was a decline from $21,. 
989,109 to $18,821,151. Cottonseed 
maintains its strong prestige in this 
grouping, although for eleven months 
of 1913 its foreign trade was dispar. 
aged by the previous returns, 237,725. 
899 pounds ($16,075,970), comparing 
with 317,000,551 pounds ($19,392.970),

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Further Endorsement of Harrison Bill 
(Spe :ial to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 2, 1914. 


In response to a request made by the 
Drug Trade Section of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation that 
all the leading commercial bodies of this 
country place themselves on record as 
advocating the passage by the United 
States Senate and enactment of the Har- 
rison bill, for federal regulation of the 
sale of narcotics, known as H. R. bill 
6282, the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
has adopted the following resolution:— 

Resolved, By the directors of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce that, whereas a_ bill 
known as H. R. Bill 6282, passed by the House 
on June 26, 1913, and now pending in the 
Senate, provides for the placing of all narcotic 
drugs under the control of the Internal Reve- 
nue Department of the United States, and 

Whereas, the indiscriminate sale of these 
drugs has wrought great injury to the Ameri- 
ean people, and this would be minimized by 
the enactment and enforcement of this bill, 
and 

Whereas, this government, through its Opium 
Commissioner, Hamilton Wright, has used its 
influence effectively to secure the enactment 
of similar laws by other nations, and 

Whereas, to be consistent and to bring the 
same benefits to our own people, it is necessary 
that similar legislation be enacted by the 
Congress of the United States without delay; 
therefore, be it 

Resolver, by the directors of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, that we unanimously 
indorse this measure and request the Senators 
from our State to use their best efforts for 
its passage. 





Paint Jobbers’ Association. 


The following call for a meeting of the 
Paint Jobbers’ Association of the United 
States to be held in Chicago March 10 
and 11 was issued last week. This organ- 
ization was started at the last convention 
of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association and it is their purpose to 
have the association operate as a section 
of the N. P., O & V. A. The letter fol- 
lows: 

Your co-operation in giving notice of the 
proposed meeting of paint and varnish jobbers 
is earnestiy solicited. You will note this work 
has been sanctioned by the National Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Association through its Jobbers 
Committee and that at the present time it is 
proposed that the organization shall be a sec- 
tion of the National Association. 

At the Minneapolis convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Association the 
Jobbers’ Committee made some recommenda- 
tions which resulted in all the jobbers in 
attendance at the convention holding a special 
meeting of their own, with a view of bring- 
ing the jobbers of the country closer to- 
gether in trade relations. As a result of this 
meeting a committee was appointed by the 
jobbers themselves to effectually push the job- 
bers’ section of the National Association. The 
committee appointed was composed of the fol- 
lowing:—R. F. Rainey, R. V. Thomas, George 
E. Watson, George F. Hunt, Edward R. Drake. 

The committee upon organizing elected B. 
F. Rainey, chairman, and Edward R. Drake, 
secretary. 

Since the Minneapolis convention this com- 
mittee has been actively at work in carrying 
out the plans which were outlined at this 
special meeting held in Minneapolis. At a re- 
cent meeting of this committee it was de- 
cided to prepare a call of all jobbers who 
could possibly attend to meet in Chicago on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, March 10 and 1l. A 
number of acceptances have already been re- 
ceived from jobbers throughout the country 
from points as remote as Boston, Salt Lake 
City and Duluth, The jobbers from these re- 
mote points will ba willing to meet in Chi- 
cago on the dates above mentioned to or- 
ranize a paint jobbers’ section indicates in the 
strongest possible manner their belief in the 
necessity of an organization of this kind.

Hydrogen Peroxide Subject to National 
Insecticide Act. 


iXvidence that the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Insecticide and 
Fungicide Board considers that peroxide 
of hydrogen is subject to the national in- 
secticide law has just been supplied by 
the Eastern Drug Company, of Boston, 
Mass., of which Charles A. West, chair- 
man of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association’s Commitee on Legislation, is 
vice-president. The Eastern rug Com- 
pany recently had some correspondence 
with the Insecticide and Fungicide Board 
in Washington, D. C., on the question of 
the necessity for labeling hydrogen per- 
oxide, in the course of which it received 
the following letter:— 

Washington, D. C. 

; We are of the opinion that hydrogen perox- 
ide is a bactericide, and that it is subject to 
the provisions of the Insecticide Act of 1910. 
Section 8 of the Insecticide Act of 1910 is 
specific in requiring a statement on the face 
of the principal label of the correct names and 
percentage amounts of each and every inert 
ingredient and the fact that they are inert, or 
in lieu of this a statement of the correct 
names and percentage amounts of each ana 
every active ingredient and the total percent- 
age of inert ingredients. We are of the opin 
ion that the statement ‘‘U. S. P. 3 per cent. 
10 volumes’? does not not fulfill the above 
requirements. Whether or not the various 
claims made on your label are in accordance 
with fact, we of course are unable to say 
in the absence of tests. 

For your information we are enclosing Cir 
cular 34, which contains a copy of the Insecti- 
cide Act of 1910, together with certain regula- 
tions used in enforcing the same. We especial- 
ly call your attention to Section 8 of the act 
and to regulation 16 for information relative 
to ingredients required to be stated on the 
label. Respectfully,

It is apparent, therefore, from the 
above letter that the Government authori- 
ties now rule that peroxide of hydrogen 
is a bactericide and that consequently it 
must be labeled in accordance with the 
national insecticide act of 1910. This au- 
nouncement has been made to all mem- 
bers of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association in the February bulletin of 
that organization, which was issued by 
its secretary, J. F. Toms, last week. 





Drug Trade Section Seeks Amend- 
ment of Postal Regulation on 
Admissibility of Poisons 
to Mails, 


In the belief that manufacturers and 
other shippers of medicinal preparations 
containing poisons are unnecessarily 
handicapped in the use of the domestic 
mails by the ambiguous and almost un- 
intelligible wording of the Postal Regu- 
lations of the United States Post Office 
Department, members of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of Trade 
and Transportation voted at their latest 
monthly meeting, held last Wednesday 
afternoon, to authorize that organiza- 
tion’s Committee on Legislation to present 
a proposed amendment, as a_ substitute 
provision for paragraph 4 of the regula- 
tions, under Section 272 of the Postal Law, 
which will permit the mailing of such 
preparations, when in combination with 
other ingredients for use exclusively as 
curative or remedial substances, which 
are not dangerous or injurious, if enclosed 
In packages and properly labeled by the 
manufacturer or licensed person pres- 
cribing them. 

This proposed amendment follows:— 

Medicinal preparations which contain poisons 
in sufficient quantity and form, in combina- 
tion with other ingredients, to be used exclu- 
sively as a curative or remedial substance, and 
which are not dangerous or injurious to life, 
satety, health or property, may be admitted 
tv the mails for transmission in the domestic 
mails, when inclosed in packages, in conform- 
ity with the conditions prescribed in Section 
474; provided, that the article mailed bears 
the label or superscribtion of the manufacturer 
thereof, or dealer therein, or of the licensed 
physician, pharmacist, dentist or veterinarian 
preparing or prescribing the same. 

Members of the section also placed 
themselves on record as opposing the en- 
actment, in its present form, of the 
Blauvelt bichloride of mercury Dill, re- 
cently introduced into the New York 
State Senate, which seeks to make it un- 
lawful for any person to sell bichloride 
of mercury, except upon a _ written 
prescription, which shall be retained by 
the dispenser, and that, When sales are 
thus made upon such prescription, the 
article must be in the form of cubes, col- 
ored green. As this measure would pro- 
hibit all transactions between manufac- 
turers and wholesalers, also among job- 
bers and between wholesalers and re- 
tailers, and would also prohibit the dis- 
pensing of bichloride of mercury by phar- 
macists in all forms except green cubes, 
the Drug Trade Section authorized the 
sending of a telegram to the chairman of 
the State Senate’s Committee on Codes, 
to which the bill has been referred, ask- 
ing for a hearing on this measure, In ad- 
dition to that which was being held 
while the  section’s meeting was in 
progress, and at which it was represented 
by one of its members. 

The section’s telegram to the chairman 
of the State Senate’s Codes Committee 
sonewe: February 4, 1914. 
Anthony J. Griffin, Chairman, Committee on 

Codes, Senate, State of New York, Albany, 
N. Y.:— 

The Drug Trade Section of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation is in ac- 
cord with the purpose represented by the 
Blauvelt bill in relation to the sale of bichlo- 
ride of mercury. The bill, however, is incom- 
plete and lacks essentials. We therefore ask 
for another hearing and opportunity to sug- 
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gest amendments looking to perfection of the 
measure before its report by Codes Committee. 


The section's Committee on Legisla- 
tion was also authorized by the members 
at this meeting to take all necessary 
steps to amend the New York city Board 
of Health's bichloride of mercury ordi- 
nance, in accordance with the sugges- 
tions made and the proposed amendment 
prepared by this committee and the New 
York Pharmaceutical Conference. ‘The 
Legislative Committee was also instruct- 
ed to consult with the District Attorney’s 
office on the subject of the Suffern bill, 
recently introduced into the New York 
State Assembly, which seeks to amend the 
Walked cocaine law so as to permit the 
dispensing of cocaine by pharmacists to 
licensed dentists upon the written orders 
of the latter in addition to allowing such 
dispensing on _ written prescriptions of 
physicians; provided that the pharma- 
cist shali not dispense on dentists’ or- 
ders more than 30 grains at one time. 
The present cocaine law permits the pur- 
chase of cocaine by dentists only in orig- 
inal packages, 

Mention was also made by the section's 
secretary, William F. McConnell, of the 
receipt of letters from the Cuban Secre- 
tary of Public Health, Dr. Enrique 
Munez, and from the United States Sec- 
retary of State, William Jennings Bryan, 
in response to the applications made to 
these officials for a repeal or modification 
of the new Cuban pharmaceutical regula- 
tions, compelling the registration of all 
medicinal preparations and the labeling 
thereof with their ingredients as a pre- 
requisite for their sale in Cuba. In these 
replies from Dr.-Munez and Secretary 
Bryan, it was stated that no action look- 
ing toward a repeal or amendment of 
these regulations along the lines desired 
by the section could be taken until the 
Cuban Congress meets. The attention of 
the section's committee on Legislation 
was also directed to the Nelson bill, in the 
New York State Assembly, seeking to 
create a pure food and drugs department 
and to the Ashhurst bichloride of mer- 
cury bill in the United States Senate, both 
of which were referred to this comimttee 
for suitable action, 

Announcement was also made of the re- 
ceipt of copies of resolutions adopted by 
commercial bodies throughout the country 
indorsmg the Harrison bill. in response 
to requests made to them by the section, 
and an account was also given by the 
secretary of anti-narcotic legislation con- 
ference, held in Justice Swann’s cham- 
bers in General Sessions, on ——. 30, 
by jurists, penal institution authorities, 
physicians and wholesale and retail drug 
interests which resulted in the appoint- 
ment of a committee of five to consider 
the advisability of amending the exist- 
ing cocains and opium laws of this State 
or of drafting ne measures of a drag- 
Toa or omnibus character on this sub- 
ect. 


Appointment of the following commit- 
tees for 1914-1915 was then announced by 
President Euler:—

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Feb. 4. 


Flax prices are creeping closer to the 
futures daily and there is a good de- 
mand prevailing for the light spot and to 
arrive offerings. All of the crushers are 
buying and after the daily applications 
on sales to arrive are made there is very 
little stuff to be had in the spot market. 
Owing to the very light movement from 
country elevators and first hands in the 
Northwest the interest in the less de- 


sirable seed is much better than it has 
been at any time on the crop and the 
spread between the best and lower 


grades is quite a bit narrower. Some ele- 
vator seed was purchased by the crushers 
in the last day or two and it brought 
good prices, selling at 2%c. under the 


ay. 

The situation in the Northwest is un- 
changed. There is very little seed left 
in the Northwest to market and most 
of that retained by the producers is be- 
ing held for a higher market. On the 
whole the situation is strong, but the 
futures are not acting very ambitious at 
the moment and dealers look for a very 
light and straggling movement until 
prices have reached a higher level. 

Despite the stubbornness of holders of 
Minnesota seed several lots of it were 
bought to arrive during the week. No 
doubt the narrowing of the discounts 
was responsible for the selling. Min- 
nesota seed that was selling at 6@61,c. 
under the Duluth May price within the 
month is now selling at 24%4,@4\%c. under. 
Where the shipper had a hedge out 
against his holdings it let him out at 
a good profit and he was inclined to ac- 
cept. 

Receipts of bulk-head and sack lots are 
very moderate, very likely because the 
general movement is very light. Line ele- 
vator companies say they have practicai- 
ly nothing in their country houses and at 
the present rate of deliveries it would 
take the balance of the crop year to fill 
out a carload at stations. 

There is considerable seed in local ter- 
minals for sale, but holders are gener- 
ally stubborn and want more money than 
the crushers are willing to pay for it. 
However, if the country movement con- 
tinues to dwindle as it has in the last two 
weeks they stana in a fair way to get the 
comparative prices they demand. 

Most of the Minnesota seed that was 
offered at $1.50 at country stations is 
still owned by the producers and they are 
stubornly awaiting an advance. A number 
of fair sized lots are waiting to be dis- 
posed of to arrive when the proper basis 
is reached. 

Montana and North Dakota. seed sells at 
1c. under Duluth May price, Northern 
Minnesota at 2@214c. under and South Da- 
kota at 14%4,@21%4c. under. 


LINSEED OIL. 


No particular change is reportable con- 
cerning the oil market. The bigger buy- 
ers are asking quotations regularly, but 
fail to do any extensive trading at prices 
demanded, While the general run of 
crushers quote figures given below it is 
claimed that they will shade quotations 
considerably to get good sized orders. 

A good share of the trading is being ac- 
complished in smaller sized lots to the 
jobbing trade. Retail orders are coming 
in steadily and besides ordering out stuff 
on old contracts the jobbers are making 
some new deals right along. Quotations 
range from 46 to 48c. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL. 


The demand for meal is quite as brisk 
as it was a week ago and crushers are 
not in as good a position to supply the 
demand. The output is already engaged 
and it will be some little time before most 
of the crushers are caught up on old 
orders. The best demand is for meal to 
be shipped promptly and a promise of 
prompt shipment is to be had only now 
and then when a crusher has a breathing 
spell. she Northwest and Iowa is buying 
freely and trade with the Southwest is 
good. Quotations range from $28 to $29. 


The cake market is still narrow and un-_ 


interesting with no offers. The demand 
for meal is too strong to permit of giv- 
ing the cake market any attention at all 
and with bids a dollar or so out of line 
there is little liklihood of any trade at 
present. Asking prices are around $27 
and bids are still about $2 less.

THE DULUTH MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Duluth, Minn., Feb. 4, 1914. 


In the face of light receipts and, gen- 
erally speaking, light offerings and strong 
cables, the flax market in Duluth has 
been sagging for the last two days after 
a gradual rise during the last three days 
of last week. As an illustration of the 
narrowness and lack of stability of the 
seed at this time the prices fell 1144 cents 
when 10,000 bushels were offered. No- 
body would take it either. The market 
failed to respond to its natural strength 
and the loss of yesterday’s session was 
l cent. To-day the market again fell of a 
eent after having gained a little through 
crushers buying; and closed a quarter un- 
der yesterday. The close to-day was % 
cent under a week ago to-day. 

That this is a speculators’ market there 
is no question. The crushers go in 
spasmodically, and usually buy on de- 
clines, but most of the time none of their 
representatives are on the trading floor. 

The bond receipts are better than dur- 
ing the corresponding period last year, but 
the domestic receipts show a very heavy 
falling off, being this past six days, for 
instance, not 50 per cent. of those of last 
year. As to shipments, there is very lit- 
tle going forward by rail, although it is 
understood that a good deal of Canadian 
flax is being shipped by rail for export 
at the seaboard. The stocks in store are 
practically one-half what they were a2 
year ago this time, and it is believed 
that they will not increase a very great 
deal before spring; in fact, it is believed 
that there is not a very great amount of 
seed left in the country elevators. 


New quantities of the seed is being 
found in the Canadian Northwest, in por- 
tions just reached by the _ railroads. 
Farmers settled as far as eighty miles 
from a railroad last spring and not until 
now have their crops come into the mar- 
ket. Just what amount has been found is 
not yet known, but it is said to be con- 
siderable.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 
(&pecia! to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Feb. 5, 1914. 

The period just closed showed no 
change in conditions or circumstances 
surrounding the trade in flaxseed at this 
point. Crushers located at Chicago or at 
points near this market again showed no 
inclination to enter this market with re- 
quests for flaxseed, nor was there any ag- 
gressiveness shown by cash handlers to 
solicit shipments. Users of flaxseed in 
this section of the country were reported 
as fair buyers in the Northwest, the de- 
clining tendency of prices early in the 
week drawing them into the market on a 
larger scale than they have been of late. 
They .educed their orders later in the 
period, however, because of hardening in 
prices. The news received here from the 
Northwest was of a mixed character dur- 
ing the greater part of the period, al- 
though advices on the whole favored the 
bear side of the market. 

Considerable discussion was 
dulged in by crushers and others inter- 
ested in flaxseed at this point. Many 
arguments are being advauced by those 
favoring lower prices, but those advanced 
by the believers in higher prices seem to 
be of a stronger character. The fact that 
receipts are falling off daily in the North- 
western markets, and also-at Canadian 
points, is taken as an indication that the 
bulk of the flax has been shipped from 
the farms and that there is little more of 
this seed left in growers’ hands. The 
bulk of the flax is said to be in the hands 
of some of the larger grain houses of 
the Northwest, save that which has been 
taken on by crushers, and these people 
are likely to place their props under the 
market at every show of weakness and 
prevent sharp price declines from being 
recorded. The stock of flaxseed at Du- 
luth was increased 79,000 bushels last 
week, while there was a falling off of 
11,000 in the holdings at Minneapolis. ‘The 
amount of flaxseed held at those points 
is considerably smaller than for a cor- 
responding time last year and this is al- 
so being used in arguments for higher 
prices. While the clearances of flax 
from Argentine ports wus quite liberal, 
a special cable received here during the 
week claimed a small foreign demand and 
arrival from the interior as quite large. 

Despite the lack of offerings of flax- 
seed in the open market at Chicago, ar- 
rivals here during the period totaled 
8,000 bushels, which showed a falling off of 
2,000 bushels as compared with the pre- 
ceding week. During a corresponding 
time last year receipts at this point 
totaled 53,000 bushels. There were no 
shipments from this point, as was the 
case during the preceding week, while 
for a like period last year the shipments 
were 7,000 bushels.

LINSEED OIL. 

There was a quiet trade in linseed oj] 
and general conditions surrounding the 
market remained without change during 
the week. Users of this oil continue to 
take hold in a very small way, in fact 
the amount absorbed by these people was 


smaller than during several preceding 
periods. The greater number of these 


people incline to the belief that the fiax- 
seed market is to sell lower, which will 
result in lower prices for linseed oil. Thig 
feeling is responsible for the slow man- 
ner in which they are coming forward 
with requests for oil. The prices asked 
during last week were identical with those 
ruling during few preceding periods, pur 
they were unattractive to users and 
holders were unwilling to make large 
enough concessions to draw them into the 
market. Holders seem quite firm in their 
stance on the price question, a fact that 
is realized by many users who believed 
they would be enabled to secure fair 
quantities of this oil by approaching those 
in possession of good supplies with bids 
somewhat below asking price. These of- 
fers have been turned down on several 
occasions of late, only a few cases being 
noted where holders were willing to part 
with any of their supplies. Where trades 
were effected under these conditions, the 
amount involved was generally small. 
Crushers claim that the takings of lin- 
seed oil by users have been light and 
that these people will have to enter the 
market in the near future and secure 
enough oil to meet their future require- 
ments, which will result in advanced 
prices when the buying is on in earnest, 
unless conditions surrounding the flaxseed 
market suffers a complete change. Some 
of the more conservative people in the 
trade here in arguing on an advance in 
prices pointed out that crushers and the 
larger grain houses have absorbed prac- 
tically the entire flax crop and that they 
are not likely to dispose of their hold- 
ings at lower prices than now rule. With 
the flaxseed out of farmers’ hands, and 
in possession of these people, and with 
the future needs of users of linseed oil 
only partly taken care of, they are un- 
able to see how oil can be secured at 
lower levels. Traders in futures seem 
as far apart as ever and little change is 
looked for until concessions are made by 
either buyers or sellers. Single barrel 
lots were traded in lightly during the 
week at 53c. a gallon for the raw and 
54c. a gallon for the boiled description.

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

There was little interest shown in lin- 
seed oil cake at Chicago, a noticeable fea- 
ture at this point for some time past. 
Feeders are showing a _ preference for 
meal and little change from the dullness 
which characterizes the trade in linseed 
oil cake at the present is looked for un- 
til the attention of feeders is diverted 
from linseed meal. Owing to the extreme 
dullness of the cake situation at Chicago 
it was impossible to secure a realiable 
price at this péint. 





THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Weakness was developed in the flax- 
seed market at Buenos Aires early in the 
period and this caused a falling off in 
the business in this seed, as traders are 
inclined to stand aloof when general con- 
ditions favor the bears. There were free 
offers of seed in the open market during 
the great part of the period, the bulk 
of them being long lines taken on some 
lime ago and which were being disposed 
of by timid holders who feared a further 
break in values. In addition to this sell- 
ing there were short lines put on on the 
falling off in the export demand. The 
fact that actual clearances from Argen- 
tina ports are liberal is offset by free ar- 
rivals from the interior. The advices re- 
ceived from the flax growing sections of 
Argentina were again of a mixed charac- 
ter and favored both sides of the market 
at various times. The reports received, 
however, were not’ sufficiently strong 
enough to bring about any marked 
change in prices and closing rates for the 
period were around those ruling a week 
ago. 

The factor most prominent in develop- 
ing the weak undertone in the market at 
Buenos Aires was the falling off in the 
export demand. Handlers of flaxseed 
have been enabled to dispose of their sup- 
plies of flaxseed in a steady manner of late 
and the failure of the export demand to 
continue of an urgent character is hav- 
ing a depressing influence not only on 
value but also on the volume of business 
passing here at the moment. Reports 
regarding the returns are still conflicting 
in character, but those received from 
sources considered reliable favor the bull 
side of the market. The news received 
from American and Canadian markets al- 
so had a depressing effect on the market 
at Buenos Aires. 

Actual clearances from Argentine ports 
were considerably larger than for any 
like period of late, beimg placed at 
2,216,000 bushels, as contrasted with 1,073,- 
000 bushels for the preceding week and 
758,000 bushels for the corresponding pe- 
riod last year. The total amount of flax 
shipped from this country since January 
is placed at 4,867,000 bushels, compar 
with 2,500,000 bushels for a like period last 
year,

Good 
eall is reported for varnish gums. 
Window glass manufacturers and sell- 
ers have stimulated business by guar-

lyn, and 63,000 pounds, delivery at Nor- 
folk, the low bid was on a basis of 
5.7519e. per pound. On 106,000 pounds 
white lead in oil for delivery at Mare 
Island, the low bid was on a basis of 
6.389c. per pound. On 5,000 pounds dry 
white tead, delivery at Philadelphia, 
the low bid was on basis of 5c. per 
pound Trading in white lead in the 
local market has been moderate during 
the week. Values are firm, due to the 
higher prices quoted for the metal. 
Dry white lead is quoted at 5%4c. per 
pound in round lots, and lead in oil is 
quoted at 6%c. per pound. Some de- 
mand has been reported for English 
lead in oil, with call running to com- 
paratively small lots, and on these buy- 
ers have been able to do 9%c, per 
pound. Exports of white lead from 
New York last week were valued at 
$19,763, most of this going to the United 
Kingdom. Official returns place total 
exports of white lead from the United 
States in December at 1,269,378 pounds, 
vulued at $76,034, and exports for the 
year ending December were 15,062,384 
puunds, valued at $905,398. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SULPHATE).

Paint, Oil and Extract Drawbacks. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb, 6, 1914. 

Drawback is allowed in a letter ad- 
dressed by the Treasury Department to 
the coliector of customs at New York on 
paints known as ‘“‘Sani-Flat Wall Finish,’”’ 
manufactured by the Benjamin Moore 
Company, Brooklyn, N. Y., with the use 
of imported lithopone. The’ certified 
statement of the manufacturers is to be 
determining the allowance of 
drawback upon the exports. 

The collector of customs at New York 
is also notified that drawback is allowed 
on flavoring extracts manufactured by 
Richard Frank & Co.. New York, with 
the use of tax-paid domestic alcohol. 


The collector of customs at Philadel- 
phia is notified of the allowance of draw- 
back on marine engine oil manufactured 
by the Union Refining Company of Phila- 
delphia, with imported rapeseed oil. The 
manufacturers’ record is to be kept in 
connection with these exports and a 
sworn abstract is to be filed with the 
drawback entry. The maximum allow- 
ance for drawback shall not exceed 25 
per cent. by volume.

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Review of the Flaxseed Situation 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Mamn., Jan. 30, 1914. 

In the last week or ten days American 
ftaxseed markets have remained fairly 
steady in the face of continued declines in 
foreign oil markets and weakness in the 
Buenos Ayres market. Winnipeg has dis- 
played more strength than Duluth, and 
the spread between the May deliveries in 
these two markets at this writing is 19%4c. 
From the standpoint of the American 
crusher the Winnipeg May is higher than 
either Duluth or Buenos Ayres, 

As this is written Argentine seed is 
offered c. i. f.. New York, pure basis, Out- 
turn guaranteed, bags free to buyer, at 
$1.44 a bushel, or $1.41% when the value of 


the bags is considered. It would cost ap- 
proximately $1.44 to put Canadian No. 1 
seed in New York to-day, even if no com- 
missions here were included, basis of our 
May deliverv 

On a basis of 5 per cent. dockage, the 
American crusher must pay a duty of 21 
cents on the net imports. With a spread 
of 19%c. between the Duluth and Winni- 
peg May deliveries our May, conse yuent- 
ly, is not attractive to the American 
buyer. . 

The comparative strength in the Wim- 
nipeg May is wholly speculative. There 
is a supply of about 2,250,000 bushels of 
flaxseed in country elevators, practically 
all of which is hedged in our May, the 
holders securing a profitable return for 
earrying the seed in their country houses. 
The hedges are owned by the speculative 
element. There is very little, if any, 
American seed or oil hedged here. Prob- 
ably a quarter of a million bushels of seed 
in transit and on farms is hedged here.° 
Country owned stock at the lake front 
amount probably to 750.000 bushels, un- 
hedged. About 200,000 bushels is owned by 
others. unhedged, leaving approximatelv 
1,400,000 bushels hedged in our May. Total 
hedges carried by the speculative ele- 
ment, therefore, amount to more tham 
3,500,000 bushels. Speculative shorts are 
scarce here, and the speculative short in- 
terest probably, at this writing, does not 
amount. to more than 75,000 or 100,000 bush- 
els. 

Speculative buying in this market has 
been induced by the belief that the bulk 
of the Canadian crop has been marketed 
and that receipts from now until the 
crop of 1914 will be excessively light. This 
belief. insofar as receipts are concerned. 
has beer. confirmed by the following:—Re- 
veipts week ending December 19. 656.964 
bushels; December 26, 305,555 bushels; 
January 2,276,919 bushels; January 9, 256,- 
858 bushels; January 16, 93,523 bushels; 
January 23, 114,090 bushels. These figures 
refer to the receipts of flax into terminal 
eaentes at Fort William and Port Ar- 
thur. 

Speculative interest in our May is wide- 
spread. Eastern speculators, both Can- 
adian and American, are heavily commit- 
ted. Chicago and Duluth speculators have 
been frequent buyers here, although Du- 
luth is not long much May here now, 
having transferred commitments to Du- 
luth when the spread mnarrowe1. The 
country is heavily long, commission men 
having encouraged customers to buy the 
May delivery against sales of the cash 
article. The country is well margined and 
cannot be shaken out easily. Local spec- 
ulators, including the pit element, are 
bullish and are long May, but the major- 
ity of the pit speculators attempt to go 
with the market. and on any indication of 
pronounced weakness considerable liqui- 
dation doubtless would ensue. The pro- 
fessional talent is inclined to become a 
heavy buyer on rallies from weak spots. 
and this market is very easily influenced 
upward. ‘ 

So-called legitimate buyers have _ not 
been active here. There has been a little 
all-rail business to Eastern Canada since 
the close of navigation, about 100,00) bush- 
els having been shipped to ‘Canadian 
crushers. A leading American crusher is 
reported to have been here a few days 
ago on a weak spot, but when the mar- 
ket gave evidence of weakening further 
the crusher dropped .out. He is reputed 
to have given some support to the Du- 
luth May lately, having taken in one day 
as high as 25,000 May in that market. 

Buying at Duluth is largely speculative, 
although crushers have been moderately 
involved in the market, according to re- 
ports received here. On several days the 
support given to the Duluth market came 
from Minneapolis, and it was assumed 
that the buying was from sellers of cash 
seed to the Minneapolis mills who were 
taking in hedges. At this writing crush- 
ers have withdrawn from the Duluth mar- 
ket, probably being influenced by the 
sharp declines in the Buenos Ayres seed. 
On any pronounced break well informed 
people believe that they will become fair- 
ly liberal buyers, the general sentiment 
among crushers being bullish, it is said. 

The yield of the Canadian crov in 1913 
is still a matter for discussion. The sper- 
ulative element here believed the yield 
would not go over 13,000,000 bushels, and 
that the commercial crop would not ex- 
ceed 12,000,000 bushels. At this writing the 
total number of cars of Canadian flax in- 
spected at all points is about 9.000, or 
9,900,000 bushels. There is about 2,250,000 
bushels in country elevators and prob- 
ably 100,000 bushels has gone to Duluth 
and Minneapolis on which duty was paid 
and American inspection had. This would 
make a total of 12,250,000 bushels market- 
ed to date, exclusive of seed in transit 
and taken by the interior Canadian oil 
mills. Just how much of this is old-crop 
seed is difficult to say. Probably 1,090,000 
bushels—at least half a _ million—was 
shipped from reserves from the crop of 
1912. If 1,000,000 bushels is correct stu- 
dents of the market can figure that 1l,- 
250,000 bushels of the 1913 crop has been 
removed from first hands. 

In attempting to estimate the amount 
of seed to come forward one cannot take 
into consideration the large volume of 
seed marketed in the last eight months of 
the last crop year, when 12,737 cars were 
marketed, compared with 8,261 in the first 
four months. ese figures include cars 


received at Inspection points only and do 


not take into account seed in transit or 
in country houses. The crop of 1912 was 
late and hai'vested under climatic diffi- 
culties. Transportation facilities were 
seriously congested and grain frequently 
was en route to terminals for several 
months before arriving at the proper des- 
tination. 

The last crop was harvésted and 
shipped under the most favorable condi- 
tions. On account of the financial strin- 
gency farmers were compelled in many 
instances to market their products, the 
result being a heavy volume of receipts 
at the lake front prior to the close. of 
navigation. Commission and eevator 
men generally agree that the country is 
now “shipped out.’’ This applies not 
only to flaxseed but to other grains. The 
speculative element regaids this opinion 
favorably. Some well informed people be- 
lieve that thé country may hold about 
2,000,000 to 4,500,000 bushels in addition to 
the seed in country houses. jased upon 
the supposed reserves on farms in the 
United States this proportion seems iarge. 

Present prices for flaxseed, however, are 
not governed by conditions prevailing, 
either here or in the United States. a!- 
though the two markets, especialiy that 
in Winnipeg, have drawn away from for- 
eign conditions to some extent lately. 

the future trend of prices seems to 
hinge upon the course of the Argentine 
market and the attitude of the European 
toward it; also the manner in which the 
American oil buyer takes hold of crush- 
ers’ offerings. 

‘the controlling forces im the narrow 
Buenos Ayres market—narrow not in the 
volume of trading but in the facility with 
which it is controlled by the few ex- 
porters selling to the European buyer— 
endeavored to boost price in the forepart 
of the present month. Holders’ apathy 
permitted them to put up the market with 
comsiderable success. The European, 
however, took hold gingerly, and when 
Argentine receipts began to increase 
rapidly the result was a series of declines 
that has carried the Buenos Ayres mar- 
ket to a level lower than the Winnipeg 
market, and has produced a weak under- 
tone that, at this writing, indicates fur- 
ther declines. Argentina is now shipping 
more than a million bushels a week to 
Europe, which seems to contradict the 
rumcrs that the Argentine crop would be 
slow in coming to market. In the face 
of these increasing shipments stocks are 
becoming larger. It had been reported 
that the marketing of crops in Argentina 
was delayed by wet weather, but this re- 
port seems to have been groundless. 

With liberal Indian shipments in view 
the European is not disposed to advance 
bids for Argentine seed. The financial 
stringency which forced farmers in the 
United States and Canada to market their 
crops early appears to prevail, also, in 
Argentina, and it is not regarded as likely, 
by many people, that Europe will appear 
anxious for Argentine seed in the face of 
conditions which may force the Argentine 
holder to dispose of his seed. 

Any sustained European demand would 
hinge entirely on the speculative and 
consumptive demand abroad. The opin- 
ion ot the Kuropean and his attitude 
toward the markets are two different ele- 
ments entirely. The Kuropean crusher 
is bullish, just as the average Canadian 
and American crusher believe in higher 
pri.es at a period later in the season, but 
the HPuropean buyer taking seed for his 
mulls 1s quite a different person from the 
European buyer, airing his speculative 
opinion. 

Stocks of oil in the United Kingdom and 
in France are said to be very large. Hull 
reports liberal supplies of oil, but an au- 
thority there predicts a shortage im seed 
in the present year. Continued weakness 
in foreign oil markets has attracted the 
attention of American buyers. The result 
is slow American domestic business with 
American crushers moderately eager to 
sell, although they generally believe. av- 
parently, that their holdings will be worth 
considerably more money at a later date 
Their tanks are practically filled, how- 
ever, and some are icharginy ptorage 
against oil sold on contracts but not de 
livered. 

Whether the foreign soap buyer will 
continue to be as heavy a purchaser of 
flax as he was last year is problematical. 
owing tu the comparatively higher prices 
this year amd the lower values of com- 
peting vils. Abroad and in the United 
States competing oils have been sold to 
varnish and linoleum makers since the 
first of the new year. The new harden 
ing process for oils may enable substi- 
tute oils to be used more freely, although 
this invention is too new to be discussed 
intelligently with respect to its effect on 
prices. 

In the face of strength here and at Du- 
luth the American crusher has had diffi- 
culty in holding up oil prices. On large 
lots prices are shaded, and there is little 
stability to the market, although the de- 
maid lately is said to have shown some 
improvement. Some crushers are willing 
to quote oil for shipment as far ahead as 
next August. Leading Eastern sellers have 
been endeavoring to maintain values, but 
a Buffalo crusher is reported to have of- 
fered oil for prompt shipment to New 
York at slightly under the card rates of 
several of the Eastern sellers. The lead- 
ing seller of oil, and a lead and oil com- 
pany are reported to have been willing 
to meet large buyers more than half way. 

The natural and speculative strength in 
the Duluth and Winnipeg options as com- 
pared with the weakness in foreign oil 
markets and the declines in the Buenos 
Ayres seed market make it difficult for 
the American crusher to hold oil prices 
‘anywhere within reach of the prices of 
seed. The interest manifested by oil buy- 
ers in foreign markets makes the Amer- 
ican crusher apprehensive that foreign 
oil quotations may de‘line to a level that 
will throw foreign oil into competition 
with the domestic product. 


If a demand for American oil.develops 
the seed markets doubtless would reflect 
this inquiry immediately. The receipts at 
ill markets are light and hedging is at 
a minimum. The sales are confined 
chiefly to profit-taking by the lones and 
the speculative element, both at Duluth 
and Winnipeg, especially Wimnipeg, is 
exceedingly aggressive. 


Linseed Oil Regulations Introduced in 
U. S. Senate. : 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 


A notable bilt defining what shall be 
regarded as standard linseed oil in the 
markets of the United States, and pro- 
viding penalties for shipping in interstate 
commerce adulterated and misbranded lin- 
seed oil, has been presented in the Sen- 
ate of the United States by Senator 
Kenyon, of Towa. The bill is S. 4295 and 
has beeti referred to the Committee on 
Manufactures, 

The Kenyon bill is intended to prevent 
the manufacture, sale or transportation 
of adulterated or misbranded linseed oil, 
for regulating traffic in the product, es- 
tablishing standards, and making require- 
ments with respect to labeling, 

It is provided in the first section of the 
bill that it shall be unlawful to manufac- 
ture within the territory of the District 
of Columbia any linseed oil which is 
adulterated within the meaning of the 
proposed measure, and the penalty of a 
fine not to exceed $500, or fine and im- 
prisonment for one year, and increased 
punishment for the second offense. 

In section 2 of the bill there are pro- 
visions in regard to prohibition of the 
shipment of linseed oil that has been 
adulterated or misbranded, and also 
against shipments of such products in ex- 
port trade. In section 3 the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and the Secretary of Commerce, 
are authorized to make rules and regula- 
tions under which the law is to be carried 
into effect. 

Sections 6. 7 and then they hthe then 

Sections 6, 7, 8 and 9 of the bill, with 
subdivisions, define linseed oil and es- 
tablish a standard. These sections of the 
bill are as follows:— 

Sec. 6. That the term ‘‘linseed oil’’ as used 
in this act shall include the products known 
as “‘linseed oil,’’ ‘‘raw linseed,’’ ‘‘raw linseed 
oil,"’ ‘‘boiled linseed,’’ ‘‘boiled linseed oil,’’ or 
‘‘boiled oil.”* 

Sec. 7. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adulterated if it 
does not conform to the standards established 
by this act. 

Sec. 8. That for the purpose of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be misbranded:— 

First. If the package or label of which shall 
bear any statement, design, or device regard- 
ing such article, or the ingredients or sub 
stances contained therein, which shall be false 
or mis‘eading in any particular, or which is 
fa'sely branded as to the State, Territory, or 
country in which it is manufactured or pro- 
duced. 

Second. If the package or label thereon fail 
to bear a plainly legible statement given the 
name of the article, together with the name 
and place of business of the manufacturer, 
jobber, or dealer. 

Third. It it be an imitation of or offered for 
eale under the distinctive name of another 
article. 

Fourth. If the contents of the package as 
originally put up shall have been removed. 1+ 
who'e or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package. 

Fifth. If the package shall be filled without 
first removing therefrom any labels or stamps 
bearing the mame or address of any other 
manufacturers or dealers, also any statement 
or design which might identify the package as 
having been used by other parties. 

Sixth. If the package or label shall bear 
any statement, design, or device regarding the 
value or action of such article, or any of the 
ingredients or substances contained therein, 
which is false, fraudu'ent, or misleading in 
any particular. 

Sec. 9. That for the purpose of this act the 
following standard is hereby established:— 
Linseed oil, raw linseed, or raw linseed oil is 
the fixed oil obtained from the seeds of the 
flax plant (Linum usitatissimum) and fulfills 
all the requirements recognized for linseed oil 
by the United States Pharmacopoeia official at 
the time of the sale in question. 


Section 10 is also of great importance 
in the general terms of the bill, in that 
it gives a definition of what should con- 
stitute boiled linseed oil, etc., and fixes 
specific requirements which must be con- 
formed to in the trade in this product. 
These provisions of the bill in section 
10 are as follows:— 


Sec. 10. That for the purpose of this act 
‘‘boiled linseed,’’ ‘‘boiled linseed oil,’’ or ‘‘boil- 
ed oil’’ shall be deemed to be adultered unless 
the same shal! have been prepared by heating 
pure raw linseed oil to a temperature of at 
least one hundred and seven degrees centi- 
grade, with or without the incorporation of a 
dryer not to exceed three per centum by 
weight. 

And for the purpose of this act it shall also 
be deemed a violation hereof if boiled lin- 
seed oi] does not conform to the following re- 
quirements:— 

First. Its specific gravity at 20.4 degrees 
centigrade shall be not less than 0.935. 

Second. Its saponification number sha!]l be 
not less than one hundred and eighty-six. 

Third. Its iodine absorption number shall be 
not less than one hundred and sixty. 

Fourth. Its acid value shall not exceed ten. 

Fifth. The volatile matter expelled at one 
hundred degrees centigrade shall not exceed 
one-half of one per centum. 

Sixth. No mineral oil shal] be present, and 
the amount of unsaponifiable matter as de- 
termined by standard methods shall not exceed 
two per centum, 

Seventh. The film left after flowing the oil! 
over glass and allowing it to drain in a ver- 
tical position must dry free from tackiness 
in not to exceed twenty hours at a tempera- 
ture of about twenty degrees centigrade, 

The provisions of sections 3 and 4, 
which relate to the making of rules eni 
regulations respecting the trade in lin- 
seed oil, and investigations and examin- 
ations of specimens by the Bureau of 
Chemistry in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, are as follows:— 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of Agriculture and the Secretary 
of Commerce shall make uniform rules and 
regulations for carrying out the provisions of 
this act, including the collection and examina- 
tion of specimens of linseed oil manufactured 
or offered for sale in the District of Columbia, 
or in any Territory of the United States, or 
which shall be offered for sale in unbroken 
packages in any State other than that in which 
they shall have been, respectively, manufac- 
tured or produced, or which shall be received 
from any foreign country, or intended for ship- 
ment to any foreign country, or which may be

or the District of Columbia, or at any do- 
mestic or foreign port through which such 
product is offered for interstate commerce, or 
for export or import between the United States 
and any foreign port or country.

No Repeal or Amendment of Cuban 
Pharmaceutical Regulations Until 
Its Senate Meets. 


Replies to the applications made by the 
Drug Trade Section of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation for a 
repeal or modification of the new Cuban 
puarmaceutical regulations, and especial- 
ly se tions 46a and 47 thereof, compelling 
reg. stration of ail medicinal products ang 
preparations and a labeling of such goods 
with “the components to which they owe 
their medicinal properties,’ have. just 
Leen received by thai organization from 
Dr. Enrique Nunez, secretary of Public 
Health and Charities of Cuba, and from 
William Jennings Bryan, United States 
Secretary of State. The section's applica- 
tion to br. Nunez was made late in ‘De- 
cember of last year, and that to Secre- 
‘ury isryan early in January of this year. 
Both of these officials state that no action 
can be taken looking to a repeal or 
amendment of the Cuban regulations un- 
til oe —— Congress meets.

Dear Sir:—In answer to your writing of 
December 27, 1913, regarding amendment 
of arttele 46-A and 47 of the Pharmacy 
Law, I have the honor to transcribe the 
following report from the Inspector-General 
of Pharmacies of this board:— 

“We understand that to the material in- 
terests of agents or manufacturers of phar- 
maceutical specialties, domestic or foreign, 
it is convenient that there shonld be ho 
legal restrictions of any kind, so tnat they 
may, by means of pompous and attractive 
adv: rtising, suggest the use of their prep- 
arations to the sick, even when such prepa- 
rations are absolutely of no value or in- 
jurious to the consumer, and that such 
should be used only on the strength of the 
recommendation of its manufacturer based 
on no scientific reason whatsoever. We also 
understand the duty of the government to 
protect its people and to shield them against 
possible exploitaticns by those who would 
sell to them articles of little or no thera- 
peutic. value with promises of wonderful 
cures, which cannot be said of such prepara- 
tions, were their principal ingredients 
known; or, worse still, when such prepara- 
tions cause irreparable damage to the health 
and life of the people, which evidently are 
more sacred than the spoils of those who 
practice the manufacture of secret reme- 
dies and in which secret, in many cases the 
worthlessness of same is hidden, For ex- 
aniple, take those daily advertisements in 
newspapers relating to ointments, and quack 
medicines said to cure, among other ail- 
ments, cancers, bites of poisonous snakes, 
bites of mad animals, ete. From such an- 
nouncements and under cover of their 8€- 
crecy a patient is led to spend his money 
for cintments, and waste his time, so that, 
when he finally resorts to the only means 
of getting cured, i. e., a surgical operation, 
this also would be too late or, in case & 
poor farmer should be bitten by a mad dog 
and applies a plaster instead of taking the 
‘asteur treatment’ in due time, he becomes 
threby the victim of that terrible ill 
Threfore, the desired object of article 46-A, 
which is supported by the ‘committee in 
charge” of the pharmacy law cannot be 
more just or moral. Article 47 must be 
maintained as on same it must be depended 
that there should not be sold to the public, 
even for a limited time, a preparation that 
does not conform to the requirements 0 
the law, without prior registration, it 
would ltad to the easy introduction into 
the country of fraudulent specialties and en- 
tail a very painful and tedious inspection.

It is also convenient to bring to the atten- 
tion of the Minister the fact, that the laws 
of almost every country prohibit the mar- 
keting or selling of sceret medicines, also 
that the most important of foreign manu- 
foeturers selling large quantities of spe- 
cialties in this country do not owe their 
sales to secrets of their preparations, but 
to scientific propaganda and arguments on 
the purity of products that enter into the 
preparation, and to the confidence thereby 
inspired in the physician and the sick, and 
not to the claiming for some of wonderful 
virtues but only of facts that can be scien- 
tifieally demonstrated bv their component 
parts. As worthy examples to bear in mind, 
it can be pointed out that Parke, Davis & 
Co. Sharp & Dohme, and Mulford, of the 
United States, mention on their labels all 
ingredients entering into their medicines, as 
well as the quantity of each, and in case 
they discover a new substance, they do not 
obscure the same under a veil of mystery, 
but, a8 was shown in case of ‘adrenalin,’ 
they disclose its origin and chemical for- 
mula. The firms of Erba, of Italy, and 
Comar, of France, also describe the compo- 
nent parts of their specialties on labels and 
sych is the cas® with a very large number 
ef products of similar character circulating 
in Our market. To prove the above. we 
ovote below a copy of the Italian Pharmacy 
Law of the 23d of May, 1913. which makes 
it compulsory to state on labels the quan- 
titative ard qualitative analysis of products 
and prohibits claims to properties for spe- 
elaities that cannot be attributed to their 
ingredients. That is to say, not even what 
may be called a secret which might signify 
only a technical name or chemical formula 
is nermitted. Here are the articles:— 
“Article 18. Article 57 of the Sanitary Code 
of August Ist, 1907, to be superseded by the 
following:— ‘It is not permitted (but only to 
pharmacists, to sell medicines to the public in 
doses and such can be done only in drug stores 
under guarantee of the druggists’ license. 
Medicines in doses are considered all com- 
pounds and specialties put up by the trade 
already prepared or conditioned according to a 
formula. Such compounds or specialties must 
bear on labels the designation of their exact 
compononts and doses, and such designations 
must be according to medical usage apart 
from chemical formula. Infraction of this law 
is punishable by a fine of not less than 5,000 
liras besides forfeiture of the product, and for 
& second offense their license will be recoked. 
All those that sell or cause to sell or cause 
to distribute medicines or compounds or medi- 
cinal specialties describing same as containing, 
either !on their labor or in public advertise- 
ment, components different from the real, or 
claim therapeutic values for them that have 
no relation to their true character, will be 
fined not less than 500 liras. Forfeiture of 
the product and three months in jail is the 
penalty for a second offense.’’ 
In relation to expenses ‘in connection with 
printing of new labels, this argument is so 
childish that we leave it to the consideration 
of the Minister. On the other hand, by vir- 
tue of another law of the Nation, a committee 
in charge of pharmacy laws has been ap- 
pointed and a'‘vote of confidence extended to 
one of its members so that, together with the 
Secretary of the Board of Health and Chari- 
ties. a study and reply may be given to a 
similar request from the Minister of the 
United States made previous to the enactment 
of this law, which law has since been modi- 
fied together with other articles. Decree 699, 
blished in the Gazette under date of Sep- 
mber 2, stated the opinion of said member 
of the committee, as accepted by the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Health. This terminated 
the mission of the representative of sald com- 
mittee, which has since been discharged. It 
is now up to congress to legislate on the

Hearing on New York Mercury 
Bichloride Bill. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Albany, February 5, 1914. 

After a hearing yesterday afternoon be- 
fore the Senate Codes Committee on the 
Blauvelt bichlorate of mercury bill, its 
sponsor announced that he would amend 
the measure as to confine the prohibition 
to the retailer, and to permit the drug- 
Bist to use crystal mercury in filling pre- 
Scriptiogs. As drawn, the bill forbids the 
Sale of the drug except upon the written 
Prescription of a physician, and requires 
that it shall be sold only in the form of 
green cubes. It also prohibits the refill- 
ing of prescriptions. 

At the hearing Charles E. Gibson, of 
Albany, representing the National Asso- 
Cation of Wholesale Druggists, ovposed 
the bill because it would prevent the dis- 


tribution of the crude article by wholesale 
druggists. 


It was pointed oft that bi¢hicride of 
mercury is now easily Obtdinable in tab- 
let form of sevén dnd a. Half #@ra'fis arid 
that it was in this f6érm, that. many had 
used it in the past year. While the State 
law provides that the sale of such tablets 
should be re orded it appedrs that litt'e 
records of such sdlés are bein#§ made.

Appeals to the United States Secretary 
of the Treasury, to the chairman of the 
Huuse of Representatives’ Cémmittee on 
Ways aiid Means, wh6 was ¢hiefly re- 
sponsible fér the drafting of the new 
tariff law, as well as to the Japanese eorn- 
sul-general at the port 6f New York, have 
been made within the weék by importers 
ot foreign refined campuor, foléwine a 
conference of these: in.@érests, fér reef 
from the assessment for duty of ta.s com.

preparations in tablet form weighing two 
and a half pounds or less. 

Although foreign refinei camphor is 
specifically provided for as «autiable at 
only 5 cents per pound, in‘the provisions 
of paragraph 36 of the tariff law the ap- 
praiser at the port of New York has 
recently assessed it for duty at the mu h 
higher rate namel in the second part of 
paragraph 17, which amounts to an im- 
port tax of about S'% cents per pound, 
with the resvtlt that the importers of 
Japane-e refined camphor cannot meet 
the competition of the American refiners 
and are experienceing no little difticulty 
n making deliveries om contra ts with 
their customers.

We would ask you to kindly take this tat- 
ter up at once With the appraiser at this port 
and authorize him to reverse the decision 
There are large shipments of Japan refined 
camphor now on the way and the action of 
the appraiser at this port is jeopardizing tae 
interests of all_ concerned. 

Refined camphor has alWays been imported 
in the form of tablets running from 4 oufice 
to 2%-pound blocks, and if the appraiser's ac- 
tion is upheld the intent of the Administration 
is stultified.

LINSEED OIL. 


Prices for oil have held fairly steady 
through the week. Demand has not 
been active and total business was 


not large. Spot oil was sold in con- 
sessesions, due rather to the slow con- 
suming demand than to /any change 
in condition. In some cases oil for 
immediate shipment sold under 48c., 
and the latter figure was freely offered 
by some sellers. Shipments through 
April are quoted at 49c., and April 
forward varies according to _ seller. 
Some are holding steady at 5lc. for 
May-September shipments, but 50c. 
can be done in other quarters. Lots of 
five pounds were offered /during the 
week for immediate shipment at 48c., 
but this did not cause buyers to place 
many orders as it was regarded as a 
sign of weakness. Foreign markets 
were firmer and closed at advances 
over last week. 3 

Developments in seed markets dur- 
ing the past week were not important 
and the situation ‘n domestic markets 
may be summed up by saying that 
receipts are small and demand equally 
so. There is a difference of opinion 
regarding the ownership of seed in 
the interior. Some reports state that 
the majority of this seed is held by 
elevator men and not by the farmers, 
Ultimately it will find its way to mar- 
ket and the only !importance in its 
ownership consists in the fact that 
elevator men are more likely to hold 
cut for higher prices before selling. 
When the final figures for the Can- 
adian crop come to hand at the close 
of the crop year, there is likely to be 
a surprise for those who have steadily 
maintained that the total yield was 
but 12,000,000 bushels. It is probable 
that the Canadian crop will be ap- 
proximately as large as that of the 
United States. Stocks of seed in the 
Argentine are growing larger and de- 
mand from Europe is not up to expec- 
tations, but in spite of this prices 
have been maintained and while net 
changes in prices at all markets have 
been slight, the week closes with a 
firmer tone in general. On another 
page of this issue will be found a spe- 
cial story from Winnipeg in which the 
situation is reviewed. Reports of the 
Western, Canadian and Buenos Aires 
markets from our special correspond- 
ents will be found on page 12.

Linseed Cake and Meal, 


But little change is reported in the 
market for cake and meal. Western 
sellers are paying no attention to cake 
because they are finding it more profit- 
able to cater to the domestic demand 
for meal. At Minneapolis meal is 
quoted at $17@29 per ton. Foreign 
buyers are not bidding actively, but 
cake markets abroad are reported as 
holding firm. On the seaboard cake is 
quoted at $27.50@28. Exports of cake 
from the United States in December 
amounted to 74,091,759 pounds, valued 
at $1,020,331. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 


The market, while quiet, has fol- 
lowing an irregular course during the 
interval. At times moderate buying 
propelled values upward, but offerings 
increased during the periods of strength 
and prices reacted readily under pres- 
sure. At the close the underlying feel- 
ing was rather easy, with _ holders 
showing some anxiety, owing to the 
uncertain price movements of lard and 
cotton. Crude oil did not change ma- 
terially from a price standpoint, but 
there was a moderate increase in offer- 
ings at 45c., while buyers were not 
inclined to bid over 44144c. for immedi- 
ate or prompt shipments. Consuming 
inquiries have been of very limited 
character and it is ‘believed that the 
lard compound trade has suffered by 
the up and down price movements of 
pure lard. Some of the largest dis- 
tributors of refined oil say that con- 
suming demand for home and export 
purposes is almost nil at the present 
time. It is also asserted that the con- 
suming trade, after due consideration 
of current conditions, is not impressed 
by the bullish prospects of the gen- 
eral market and ts only taking on 
enough oil to satisiy actual wants.

more visible oil in the country at pres- 
ent then there was a year ago and base 
their calculations on the increased pro~ 
duction as set forth by the late govern- 
ment report on seed crushed, the ma- 
térial shrinkage in the export trade 
and the restricted operations from the 
soap manufacturers. They admit that 
the compound lard and margarine con- 
sumption has increased over last 
year, but contend that the increase 
has not been sufficient to offset the de- 
lingquency made by other important 
consuming factors. 

Advices from the South portray a 
great feeling of confidence in the fu- 
ture course of prices. It is believed, 
however, that'there is still considerable 
crude oil to be sold and that there 
may be some motive in the bullish sen- 
timent prevailing in primary circles. 
it is the general belief also that siz- 
able quantities of contract refined oil 
are held for the account of crushers 
Heavy buying of crude oil last month 
by a large refining interest is said to 
have temporarily relieved congestion 
at the mills. 

Export shipments of refined oil from 
this port for the week amounted to 
4291 barrels, from ‘other ports 11,536 
barrels, making a total of 15,827 bar- 
rels, compared with 16,944 barrels for 
the previous week. Total exports 
from all ports for the month of De- 
cember amounted 'to 27,036,786 pounds, 
valued at $1,913,518, compared with 37,- 
788,044 pounds, valued at $2,467,738, for 
the same month in 1912. For com-

CHINA WOOD OIL.—There has been 
a fairly good demand for wood oil for 
prompt delivery. Inquiry for ship- 
ments also has been noted, but trad- 
ing in these positions has been - light. 
Primary markets are firm at present, 
and it is stated that stocks of oil at 
shipping points in Ching are not large. 
Some low-priced oil is reported in Eu- 
ropean markets, but this is said to be 
deficient in color and other qualities, 
and is not of the high quality generally 
demanded by consumers in this coun- 
try. Quotations for oil differ accord- 
ing to seller. In some cases this may, 
mean a difference in quality, or it may 
mean that sellers are carrying heavy 
stocks and are offering concessions in 
order to reduce their holdings. Prices 
are quoted at 64%@7\c. per pound. Im- 
ports of wood oil into the United 
States in December were 652,747 gal- 
lons, valued at $277,075. 

COACOANUT OIL.—At the close of 
the week the market for cocoanut oil 
was a shade firmer in sympathy with 
the foreign situation. In London, Cey- 
lon oil for February-March shipment 
was quoted on the basis of £449s per 
ton c. i. f. New York, with the under- 
tone firm. The strength was due to 
covering by London and Continental 
shorts. Importers look for a shortage 
of spot Ceylon oil in this market dur- 
ing the next two months. A good 
business was done in New York dur- 
ing the week, and Ceylon oil sold all 
the way from 9%c. to 10%c. per pound.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Local 
consuming demand was not sufficiently 
active to advance prices in sympathy 
with Savannah and the New York 
market has ruled below the Southern 
parity all through the week. This may 
be partially explained by the fact that 


after 48%c. had been established at 
Savannah, there was a period of dull- 
ness covering several days, during 
which time no transactions were re- 
corded by the Board of Trade. Local 
buyers have not taken kindly to the 
late advance, and show little interest 
in quantities exceeding actual wants. 
Sellers, however, are confident that the 
approach of the spring season will 
stimulate demand. They say that the 
constant hand-to-mouth buying indi- 
cates that consumers are carrying 
smal] stocks of turpentine and that 
replenishment will be necessary in the 
near future. Shipments at Savannah 
for the wek were 5,911 barrels, of 
which 4,662 barrels were for foreign ac- 
count. Receipts were 630 barrels, sales 
137 barrels, and stocks at the close 18,- 
561 barrels, against 23,842 barrels for 
the previous week and 21,846 barrels 
last year at this time. Supplies in Lon- 
don on January 24 were 58,724 barrels, 
against 44,157 barrels for the same time 
in 1913 and 35,163 barrels in 1912. The 
following table shows the range of 
prices for spirits of turpentine in the 
local market for each day during the 
past week. Savannah, Wilmington, 
New Orleans and foreign markets are

Wood turpentine has responded to 
the recent advance in pure spirits, and 
dealers are asking an advance from 
3c. to 5c. a gallon, according to quality 
and quantity. 

ROSINS.—The week has occasioned 
little appreciable change in conditions 
governing this market. Local demand 
is of desultory character, but sellers 
are not crowded with stocks and prices 
have been maintained with a fair de- 
gree of regularity in all gradings. Ad- 
vices from Savannah have revealed a 
steady tone and note heavy shipments 
with a consequent reduction in visible 
stocks. Local buyers, however, do not 
seem eager to operate on an extensive 
scale, and transactions are usually lim- 
ited to actual wants. Sales at Savan- 
nah for the week were 10,125 barrels.

Abolition of Food and Drug Inspection 
Board Marks Radical Change in 
Act’s Administration. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 
Radical changes made by the officials 


of the Department of Agriculture, under 
the direction of Secretary Houston, As- 
sistant Secretary Galloway, and Dr. Carl 
1, Alsberg, chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry, have brought about the abolition 
of the oard of Food and Drug Inspec- 
tion, Which has been in existence since 
the food and drugs law went into effect. 

An entire) new system of making and 
romulgating decisions under the food 
and drugs law has been adopted in con- 
nection with these changes, and the deci- 
sions hereafter will become decisions of 
the Bureau of Chemistry instead of the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection. 

It is explained by Assistant Secretary 
Galloway, acting as head of the depart- 
ment in the absence of Secretary Hous- 
ton, who is in the West, and also by Dr. 
Alsberg, at the head of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, that the purpose of these 
changes is better to concentrate the work 
of the department under the food and 
drugs act and to bring about more prompt 
and efficient action with respect to food 
and drug matters. 


It is admitted in the department that 
there will be considerable criticism of 
this new plan, and comments favorable 
and unfavorable upon it. It is an open 
question whether many people whose in- 
terests are affected by the operations of 
the food and drugs law will relish the 
idea of having decisions promulgated un- 
der what means practically one-man 
power, at least so far as the head of the 
Bureav of Chemistry is concerned. As an 
offset to this, the suggestion is also 
made that among the friends of Dr. Wiley 
throughout the country, who have been 
ardent suporters of the provisions of the 
food and drugs act, there will be consider« 
able satisfaction manifested over this 
change because of the fact that Dr. Wiley 
favored the abolition of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection and the amn- 
nouncement of decisions by himself, as 
head of the Bureau of Chemistry, when 
he held that position. It is also explained 
in the department that it was because of 
want of harmony between the then Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, James Wilson, and 
Dr. Wiley at the head of the Bureau of 
Chemistry, that the Board of Food and 
Drug Inspection was originally created. 
In other words, that this was intended 
as a check upon the so-called arbitrary 
and dictatorial policies of Dr. Wiley in 
his zeal to enforce the law. 

Whatever may be the opinions as to the 
policy as outlined, the department offi- 
cials are confident that the work will be 
more satisfactorily and promptly accom- 
plished under the new plan. 

Under the new organization the deci- 
sions that are subject to appeal to the 
Secretaries of the Treasury, Commerce 
and Agriculture, under the food and 
drugs law, will primarily be prepared on 
recommendations by heads of the inspec- 
tor’s division in different parts of the 
country, on the approval of Dr. Alsberg 
as head of the Bureau of Chemistry. and 
the assistant chemist in the department. 
Dr. Robert L. Emerson. Dr. Emerson 
came from Boston about three weeks ago 
to take the position of assistant to Dr. 
Alsberg. 

The different divisions of analyti al 
work will be assigned to the east and mid- 
dle section of the country, and the moun- 
tain and Pacific Slop States as follows:— 
The Eastern division, with headquarters 
at Washington, will be in charge of W. 
G. Campbell, and the territory to be cov- 
ered by this division will be the labora- 
tories of Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Buffalo and Savannah. 

The middle division, with headquarters 
at Chicago, will be in charge of L. 
Tolman, for a long time chief of the 
Food Inspection Division in the depart- 
ment. This division will include the labor- 
atories at St. Paul, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis and New Orleans. 

The Western division, with headquarters 
at Denver, will be under the charge of 
Benjamin R. Hart, who for some time has 
been chief of the Cincinnati laboratory. 
Under the direction of this official, with 
headquarters at Denver, will be operat- 
ed the loboratories at Seattle and San 
Francisco. 

Under the arrangement as made by the 
department, food and drugs that have 
been seized in interstate commerce, under 
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the representation that they are adulter- 
ated or misbranded, will be delivered at 
the laboratories within the jurisdiction 
where the inspector makes the seizure, 
and the analyses will be made and recom- 
mendations sent to the Bureau of Chem- 
istry with respect thereto, namely, as to 
whether prosecutions are recommended 
or a dismissal of the matter. 

Under the direction of Dr. Alsberg and 
his assistant, Dr. Emerson, further re- 
search work will be conducted to deter- 
mine the correctness of the findings in 
the division laboratories, and if the rec- 
ommendations are approved, calling for 
citation of manufacturers to appear, or 
if prosecution is determined upon, the 
matter will be placed in the hands of the 
solicitor of the department, who has 
charge of the legal work. 

It is in this form that the department 
officials expect to secure more effective 
and prompt work in conection with the 
operations of the food and drugs law. 

Dr. Emerson, who has come to the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry as assistant chief, is 
a native of Cambridge, Mass., was grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1894, and studied 
chemistry in Strasburg and Berlin, Ger- 
many. He was assistant, as am instruc- 
tor, under the famous Professor Edward 
Stickney Wood, of Harvard, and on the 
death of that noted professor, Dr. Emer- 
son established a private laboratory in 
Boston and engaged in advisory work in 
medico-legal and food amd drug cases. 
He has been engaged in a number of im- 
portant cases, both for and against the 
government. He was in the celebrated 
bleached flour case as a government ex- 
pert, and he was opposed to the govern- 
ment brought against the Coca-Cola Com- 
pany. 

With the abolition of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection, Drs. H. M. 
Loomis and A. 8S. Mitchell, who have been 
associated with Dr. Alsberg as members 
of the board, will be assigned to other 
work in the department. For the present, 
at least, they will assist in winding up 
the work which the board has had in 
charge. 

Among the other notable changes result- 
ing from this reorganization i< the calling 
from Chicago of Dr. A. L. Winton, who 
has been chief of the Chicago laboratory, 
to have charge of the research work per- 
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taining to foods in the Bureau of Chemis- 
try here. 

It is explained by the officials that the 
chief result to be obtained, in their opin- 
ion, from this change in the system, will 
be that the analytical work will be largely 
confined to the laboratories in the field, 
and the research work will mainly be 
conducted in the Bureau of Chemistry 
here. There are a number of important 
cases awaiting decision, which probably 
will be passed upon within a short time. 
It is claimed that even with the best of 
intentions there are differences of oninion 
among the members of the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection, and that such 
differences have the effect of delaving 
final action, which, whether right or 
wrong in the first instance, must ulti- 
mately be settled, as usually these cases 
are, by the heads of the devartments to 
whom appeals are made, or in the courts 

Among the cases expected to be decided 
within a short time is the matter of the 
use of sulphur in connection with the 
preparation of fruits for shipment, and 
the issue as to ‘‘what is beer.”” With re- 
spect to the latter question, which has 
long been under discussion in the denpart- 
ment, the expectation is that the depart- 
rent will issue a statement declining to 
give a definition as to what constitutes 
beer. but leaving the matter to be deter- 
mined in individual cases, whether the 
beer placed on the market is adulterated 
or misbranded. 
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Curacao Phosphate Mines Working.

A report comes to the Commerce De- 
partment from Curacao of the resumption 
of work in the Curacao phosphate mines, 
which has been suspended for nearly 
twenty years. It is stated that one cargo 
has been shipped and two more vessels 
are loading. The phosphate is said to be 
of excellent grade, and formerly was 
shipped in large quantities. It is now go- 
ing to England and Germany. The com- 
pany engaged in the mining operations is 
English, and was organized for phosphate 
operations in the Dutch West Indies.

Saturday Noon, Feb. 7, 1914. 


The most important development in 
the crude situation so far this year has 


peen the announcement of a two-cent 
advance on February 2 in the mid- 
continent product establishing it at 


$1.05. This development has been more 
or less of a surprise in view of the 
pearish tone of recent advices from the 
mid-continent field based on the fear of 
overproduction. The upward move has 
acted as a relief to the tension among 
operators and has already been reflect- 
ed in a keener incentive to drilling. 
The advance has been justified on the 
fact that the big pools which had been 
a threatening market factor have set- 
tled down to normal capacities. Another 
favorable market development of the 
week has been a five-cent advance to 
forty cents in the lower grade of Cali- 
fornia oils, as a result of a heavier 
puying movement. 

In field operations 
development of the week has been 
the returns for January. In the lead- 
ing fields of the country, with the ex- 
ception of California, there was a de- 
cline in completions and new produc- 
tion as compared with the December 
record, but as against the return for 
January, 1913. last month’s figures 
show a marked increase in completions 
put an insignificant gain in new pro- 
duction. The number of rigs up and 
wells in course in drilling at the close 
of last month were considerably in ex- 
cess of the total for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. Details of field 
operations are given in the following

The week’s review of operations in 


the Eastern fields indicates a sharp de- 
cline in completions, which condition is 
attributed to the effect of winter con- 
ditions, but in spite of this set-back the 
new production for the week was well 
over that of the former period. For 
the current week are shown 202 comple- 
tions, 5,065 barrels of new daily produc- 
tion and 70 dry holes, comparing with 
278 completions, 3,965 barrels of new 


daily production and 96 dry holes for 
the former week. All of the fields, 
with the exception of Kentucky and 
Northwestern Ohio registered a 
smaller number of completions, while 
the gain in new production was dis- 
tributed among West Virginia, North- 
western Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, the 
last two fields taking particular credit 
for the increase. The best producers 
of the high-grade fields are being found 
in the Sardis district of Harrison coun- 
ty, West Virginia, and this county 
holds the lead in the record of test 
work. One of the significant strikes 
was a Well estimated at 250 barrels in 
a tract marking the most northern 
limit of the Gordon sand development. 
Some of the old producers in the 
county, however, have shown a marked 
decline. There are already indications 
of extensive wildcat drilling over the 
West Virginia fields under the more fa- 
vorable weather conditions in the hopes 
of developing a gusher pool similar to 
that found in Kanawha county two 
years ago. 

About the only promise of any im- 
portant new developments in the 
Southeastern Ohio field is centered in 
the Clinton sand districts, as the old 
shallow territory has been well defined. 
A noteworthy completion during the 
week was a wildcat venture in Belmont 
county. Its initial capacity was re- 
ported as about seventy barrels a day, 
and its remote location from produc- 
tion was regarded as an encouraging 
indication for the development of a 
new pool. 

In the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana developments in the 
Sullivan district of Indiana continue 
of leading importance. The results in 
this field for the week have been much 
more creditable; of the 19 completions 
13 came in as oid wells with a total 
daily average of 1,600 barrels. In the 
Ohio end there was a moderate gain 
in completions and a more than pro- 
portionate increase in new production, 
as compared with last week’s figures, 
Wood, Hancock and Allen counties are 


. in close race for first place in comple- 


tions as well as in new production. 
There was little of particular interest 
in the week’s operations in LIlinojs, 
but the new production showing is 
more creditable in the face of fewer 
completions. Some of the operators 
are being attracted by the greater pos- 
Sibilities of the Sullivan field across 
the State line into Indiana and work 
has been planned on the theory of es- 
tablishing a connection between the 
Sullivan district and the shallow fields 
of Illinois. 

The week’s review of operations in 
the Gulf Coast, Louisiana and Texas- 
Panhandle fields indicates a decline in 
completions by 43 against 51, but 
gain in new production 7,520 barrels, 
comparing with 3,024 barrels. The num- 
ber of dry holes was unchanged, name- 
ly, 16. The featuring development for 
the week in review was the bringing in 
of a well starting at 5,000 barrels a day 
at Vinton in the Gulf Coast field. The 
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well is located among others of a 
gusher capacity. A 1,500 barrel strike 
was encountered in the Sour Lake dis- 
trict. Comparatively light wells were 
the rule in the Louisiana and Texas- 
Panhandle fields. The strike of a mon- 
ster gas well in De Sota Parish dis- 
trict of Louisana has encouraged oper- 
ators to the hope of profitable oil de- 
velopments. 

The principal development in the mid- 
continent situation during the week 
has been the advance in crude to which 
reference has already been made, to- 
gether with the conditions bearing on 
this change. The week’s record of field 
work shows a tendency toward wild- 
cat ventures as well as a marked gain 
in developments in the older fields. 
With a gradual defining of limits of 
Okiahoma production and ‘the lack of 
any new gusher pools for some time, 
operators are giving more attention to 
the possibilities of deeper drilling in the 
old districts. The question of a gov- 
ernment owned pipe line from the mid- 
continent field for the spuply of fuel 
oil for the navy is attracting interest 
from the viewpoint of competition with 
the producers as well as the pipe line 
companies. An important strike is re- 
ported at Cushing where a well es- 
timated at 200 barrels opens the pros- 
pect for additional producing territory 
south of the present development. The 
Cushing pool is reported to be about 
holding its own at slightly less than 
20,000 barrels a day. Newkirk was the 
scene of a thousand barrel completion. 
A late test at Tulsa was reported to 
have found a rich pay at 1,428 feet 
with the possibility of leading to the 
opening of a new pool. The well was 
estimated at about 200 barrels capacity. 





REFINED PETROLEUM. 


Practically even conditions have pre- 
vailed in the local market for illumi- 
nating oils during the week, and the 
ruling effects have been subjected to no 








developments to suggest any change in 


the general character of the market. 
There is a well sustained volume of 
business for domestic account, and of 
Wrincipal interest in the export move- 
ment has been the continued booking 
of contracts for forward shipment, ag- 
gregating 525,000 cases, about 5,250,000 
gallons, divided as _ follows:—200,000 
cases for two ports, Yang Tse or North 
China, 20%c.; February, 150,000 cases 
for two or three ports Japan or Corea, 
19%c., March-April, both New York or 
Philadelphia loading, and 175,000 cases 
for Australia from Port Arthur, private 
terms, March. Clearances for the week 
from the local port fell below those of 
the former week by 9,213,915, against 
10,467,940 gallons, bulk shipments, be- 
ing 3,260,000 and 9,262,000 gallons, re- 
spectively. Since the first of the year 
the aggregate is 48,561,545 gallons, com- 
paring with 63,159,130 gallons for the 
same period ‘last year. ‘There have 
been no developments affecting prices, 
and the market continues to reflect a 
nominally steady tendency.

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM DEVEL- 
OPMENTS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Los Angeles, Jan. 31, 1914. 


The fact that a large amount of foreign 
capital has been seeking investment in the 
California fields the past year—not only seek- 
ing but finding—has caused no little comment. 
Millions of dollars of British money was in- 
vested during the year and deals consummated 
that will involve the investment of millions 
more. Some of the best producing properties 
in the State have passed to foreign ownership. 
If the General Petroleum-Union deal goes 
through as anticipated, one of the greatest 
marketing concerns on the coast will be in_ 
the hands of a foreign corporation, with affil- 
iations that might result in their becoming 
the controlling factor in the industry here. 

It is natural enough that the Shell-Royal 
Dutch interests should enter the California 
fields, as their operations are world wide, but 
the fact that other foreign interests are also 
investing here on a large scale is evidence that 
they anticipate big things in connection with 
the industry here in the future, as the present 
conditions of the oil trade cannot be consid 
ered an inducement. These foreigners, how- 
ever, are evidently wise enough to realize that 
now is the proper time to ‘‘get in,’’ and th 
are getting in on a scale that shows they do not 
intend to be ‘‘pikers’’ but leaders in the 
industry. 

The well-known rivalry between the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and the Shell interests will, 
it is believed, result in the keenest kind of 
competition here. Although the acquisition of 
the California Oilfields, Ltd., by the Shells 
gives them a possible production of 18,00) 
barrels a day, it is generally believed that as 
soon as its organization is perfected the 
company will be in the market to buy crude. 

There are many oil men who still are of the 
opinion that the Shelis stole a march on the 
Standard in purchasing the ‘‘Limited.’’ The 
Standard had been purchasing this company’s 
output for years. The product was high grade 
and especially valuable for the purpose of 
refining, and the logical purchaser would have 
been the Standard. That the Standard was 
not seriously handicapped by the loss of this 
oil was due to luck rather than foresight, from 
the fact that the Standard happened to bring 
in a tremendous production on several of its 
properties, which offset the Limited loss, but 
it was noticed the Standard lost_no time in 
getting into touch with Murphy Oil Company 
officials and in a measure made up the deficit 
by leasing the latter’s holdings. 

The’ significant feature is thatn foreig 
capital recognizes California as a_ great 
field for prentesie operations and are en- 
trenching here in anticipation of a big re 
vival on the opening of the canal 

As a matter of fact this revival is already 
in evidence in several quarters. There is no 
such thing among California operators as an 
“overproduction scare.’”’ On the other hand. 
there is no ‘‘oil famine.’’ The naked figures 
from month to month for a long time past 
have shown an overproduction, but it is also 
apparent that production and consumption fig- 
ures are rapidly converging. Operators can 
all see this, and yet they show no disposition 
to start an injudicious campaign of field 
activity. It has been noted, however, that 
during the past thirty days a number of pro- 
ducing concerns which have had their wells 
shut in are getting them in shape again to 
produce, Operators are going about their work 
in a safe and sane manner, determined evi- 
dently that there shall not be another flood 
of oil thrown on the market with its attendant 
demoralizing effect. 

The situation is undoubtedly clearing up 
and although no one can foresee the bringing 
in of more great gushers, it is believed that 
smoother sailing for the producer is just 
ahead. The De Sabla, which only arrived at 
Port Los Angeles last week from the shipyard. 
is already loading 60,000 barrels of crude 
for foreign shipment, This is not a large 
item in itself. but it is a ‘‘straw,’’ and the 
recent arrival within a few weeks of three 
large tankers for foreign service should re- 
lieve to some degree the large shippers who 
have been handicapped for want of water 
transportation, 


An Important Deal, 


One of the important results of the recent 
visit of Andrew Weir and R. Tilden Smith 
to this coast was the closing of_a contract 
with the Union Tool Company of Los Angeles 
for the manufacture of Diesel engines, a new 
type of internal combustion engine, in which 
oil men see a revolution in the generation of 
power, especially as applied to ships. The 
syndicate represented by Weir and Smith con- 
trols the patents on the Diesel type engine 
which heretofore has only been made abroad. 
The deal just closed means the expenditure 
of $500,000 by the Union Tool Company in 


enlarging its plant at Torrance, nea

‘thete have been no further developm 
the negotiations between_ Messrs, Welt aan 
Smith and the Union Oil Company officials for 
the transfer of the option on the latter now 
held by the General Petroleum Company, jt 
is understood they have been suspended jp. 
definitely. As the general Petroleum 
only until January 1, 1915, to exercise itg op. 
tion, and considering the further fact that 
$850,000 has been paid on the option, it jg 
probable the matter will be taken up again 
in the near future. Messrs, Weir and Smith 
are alive to the strategic importance jp. 
volved in the control of the Union Oil Com. 
pany, and after further conference with their 
London associates will probably reopen nego- 
tiations. The two gentlemen expect to leave 
tor London from New York on February 4 
Another big deal on which Weir and smith 
were working failed of consummation ap- 
parently because crude oil of an asphalt base 
oes not flow as readily as a paraffine base ojj 
As representatives of the Western Oceanic 
Syndicate of London, they were prepareg to 
close a contract for 5,300,000 barrels of fue} 
oil to be delivered at English ports, A con. 
tract would have been concluded with the 
Union-Agency except for the fact that the 
latter concern would not guarantee oil with a 
viscosity called for in the specificationg of 
the English syndicate. The oil was to have 
been used in the Deisel engines which are now 
being installed in a number of vessels bein 
built in English shipyards, and while the 
asphalt base oil can be used satisfactorily jn 
these engines, it does not flow ag readily, yn 
til heated, as does the paraffine oil, which ha 
always been used. 


A Prosperous Company, 


The Columbia Oil Producing Company, one 
of the largest operating concerns in the south- 
ern part of the State, held its annua) meeting 
Thursday, and the Officers’ reports show that 
notwithstanding the unfavorable conditions 
during the past year the net earnings of the 
company were $510,000. Dividends were paid 
to the amount of $210,000 during the year and 
$300,000 was carried over as surplus, The 
gross receipts exceeded $700,000. 

A striking feature of the company’s opera- 
tions lies in the fact that during the year not 
a new well was brought in, although by deep 
ening two of the old wells the production was 
increased. This company has one well—No. 13 
—which came in November 13, 1906, seven 
years ago as a 900-barrel well. It is still 
Producing steadily 400 barrels a day, The 
company’s No. 3 on the Orange lease is 
about two years old and producing 1,200 bar- 
rels a day. The company has two wells now 
nearing completion that should add materially 
to the production. The company is one of tue 
oldest in the Fullerton district and began cn 
a small tract of land in the eastern end of the 
Olinda pool, In 1912 a consolidation wWa 
effected by which the company acquired the 
properties of the Orange, Pica and Puente 
Oil companies and now controls nearly 6, 
acres of good land in the old Fullerton Brea 
Canyon and Puente districts. 


Prices Advanced. 


As has been predicted in this correspond- 
ence for some time past, an advance in the 
price of crude is now an actuality and pro- 
ducers are correspondingly pleased. The Stand- 
ard issued its bulletin the past week and the 
new schedule of prices show they are paying 
40 cents per barrel for low grade oil. This is 
an advance of five cents and is at present 
four and one-half cents above the Agency 
price, but was no doubt established as a re- 
sult of the Agency’s announcement that it 
would make no more contracts with consumers 
at less than 50 cents plus carrying charges, 
which means that the Agency producers will be 
receiving better than 40 cents net for their 
oil within a few months, 

Since the Standard again commenced buy- 
ing low grade oil recently, it had made sev- 
eral contracts—one with the Monte Cristo Oil 
Company for several] million barrels at 36 
cents per barrel. The Standard has now vol- 
untarily raised the price on this oil to #0 
cents. The big company is attempting to 
make two years’ contracts for all low grade 
oil purchased at present prices, but it is un- 
derstood will not haggle long on this point. 
The main idea seems to be to secure a contract 
for the oil and thus prevent another produc- 
ing concern from tying up with the Agency. 

It is not generally believed prices will stop 
where they are. A contest between com- 
petitors for oil is one way to secure a better 
price for the producer, but the law of supply 
and demand is a surer way, and this is the 
hopeful factor at present and it what Is ex- 
pected to raise the price in the near future. 


Graciosa Holdings Leased. 


The entire property of the Graciosa Oil Com- 
pany, which consists of 6,000 acres of land in 
the Santa Maria field, twelve wells and an 
eight-inch pipe Hne from the property 
tidewater at Port Harford has been leased by 
the Pinal-Dome Oil Company and the latter 
concern has taken possession. The Pinal-Dome 
Company is one of the substantial concerns in 
the Santa Maria field. It has a large pro- 
duction and owns a refinery at Betteravia and 
manufactures and markets the various _by- 
products of petroleum. Heretofore it has been 
handicapped because it had no connection with 
tidewater and did all its shipping by rail. 
The pipe line just acquired will place it more 
in an equality with its competitors. 

The Graciosa property at one time was one 
of the heavest producers in this field. Several 
of the wells were gushers and one was & 
consistent 6,000-barrel-a-day performer. Fail- 
ure to properly shut off the water resulted in 
the wells being flooded several years ago an 
since then no development work has been done 
and the output is now less than 400 barrels 4 
day. But one small corner of the tract has 
been developed and it is probable the new own 
ers will drill more wells. 


Field Notes. 


The first of four new oil carrying vessels 
ordered by the General Petroleum Company 
arrived at Port Los Angeles last Saturday. 
The new ship is the De Sabla, 460 feet long, 
and has a carrying capacity of 60,000 barrels 
of crude. The three sister ships being built 
in England are under construction. The 
Barneson is about completed and will sail for 
this port in the near future. The arrival 
of the De Sabla and later the Barneson will 
relieve to @ great extent the handicap the 
General Petroleum has suffered in getting ‘ts 
goods to the foreign market, as all the ol! 
hitherto shipped by this concern has been done 
in chartered ships.

neld in t 3,500 barrels a day. At one time 
the well was flowing 10,000 barrels a day. 

The annual meeting of the Independent 


Transportation Company was held at Bakers- 
field on January 21. Owing to the increased 
runs from the Midway and McKittrick districts 


it has been decided to increase the capacity 
of the lines by building another eight-inch line 
from these fields to Junction, the point where 
the above lines unite with the Coalinga 








pranch. From Junction to tidewater the line 
has already been doubled. An appropriation 
of $500,000 was made for the purpose men- 
tioned. ‘The company is paying 6 per cent. 
dividends per year. 

As an example of the effect of the govern- 
ment suits against certain oil companies 
operating on withdrawn lands, it may be 
cited that the Obispo Oil Company with an 
g.000-barrel steady producer is not receiving a 
cent for the oil, although the oil is under 
contract to the Standard. Pending a settle- 
ment of the suits the money for this oil, 
amounting to $4,000 a day, is being placed in 
escrow. Until a decision is rendered the money 
cannot be touched. 

The big well of the Santa Susanna Syndi- 
cate in the Santa Susanna pool broke loose 
again last week and began flowing at the rate 
of 5,000 barrels a day. The well was 
originally drilled into the sand without the 
use of casing and it sanded up until the out- 
put dropped off to about 150 barrels a day. 
It was while the hole was being cleaned out 
that the flow began. 

The latest sensation in the gusher district is 
the Spreckels Oil Company’s No. 7 on section 


92-12-23 on the Maricopa flats. This well came 
in last week with an estimated output of 


20,000 barrels. It was under control, how- 
ever, and the output at present is 4,000 barrels 
a day, which is being made through a three- 
quarter inch opening. It is held in under a 
big gas pressure and it is believed the well 
would make 15,000 barrels a day if permitted. 
Only lack of storage and pipe line facilities 
prevent it. 

The test well drilled jointly by the Bel- 
ridge Oil Company and the Associated Oil 
Company on section 27-21-27, about ten miles 
north of the Belridge pool, has been abandoned 
and the rig torn down. The hole was drilled 
to a depth of 3,440 feet to test the territory 


between the Belridge and Lost Hills pools. 
No oil nor indications of oil were found. The 
Relridge Company is drilling a test well on 
its own property in an attempt to locate an- 
other sand below the shallow one from which 
the present wells are producing. This well is 
now 4,140 feet deep, but no signs of a second 
¢gand have been encountered. 

The Union Oil Company has just brought in

a well west of Brea Canyon, drilled as a 
test, at 3,900 feet, that is flowing 3,000 bar- 
rels a day of 29 gravity oil. The location is 
only a few hundred feet from the 5,000 acre 
tract of the Columbia Oil Producing Com- 
pany and proves up a considerable area ot 
that property. 

The Standard Oil Company’s No. 7 on the 
Emery lease has been flowing three months and 
during that time has produced over 900,000 
barrels of oil. The market price of this 
grade of oil is 85 cents, but the Standard 
will secure much more than this, as it is a 
g00d refining product. 

The Hidalgo Oil Company’s No. 1 in the 
Santa Susanna pool is 115 feet in the oil sand 
at 1.765 feet. The hole has 200 feet of oil 
in the hole and looks as if it would be a 
good producer. The location is nearly a mile 
west of present developments. 

Eugene De Sabla has resigned as president of 
the General Petroleum Company and his place 
has been taken by John Barneson, the man- 
aging director. Mr. De Sabla will retain his 
place on the’ Board of Directors. 


TEXAS-LOUISIANA OIL FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Port Arthur, Tex., Feb. 5, 1914. 


Slight changes are noticeable in the South- 
western fields of the Gulf Coast, Lonisiana 
and the Panhandle fields from week to week. 
The only difference is more in the production, 
as some weeks gushers are developed and other 
weeks nothing but small producers are broucht 
in. In the three fields during January twenty 
less wells were drilled and there was a drop 
of over seven thousand barrels in the pro- 
duction when compared with the figures for 
December. Of the three fields the Panhandle 
field of Northern Texas took the lead for Jan- 
uary with 74 wells finished and 23 dry holes 
and gas wells and a production of 5,376 bar- 
rels. The Gulf Coast section is credited with 
50 wells finished, 8 dry holes and gas wells 
and 9,281 barrels production, while Louisiana 
had but 30 wells finished, 8 dry holes and gas 
wells and 3,075 barrels production. The heavy 
decrease was in the Louisiana flelds, where 
during December a total of G3 wells, with 23 
dry holes and gas wells, and a production of 
15,068 barrels were recorded. This shows a 
loss of 33 wells finished, 15 dry holes and gas 
wells and 11,992 barrels less production, which 
is a big comedown for an active field and one 
that turns out as many gushers as the Caddo 
field does, The Gulf Coast regions show a 
decline of seven finished wells, 28 dry holes 
and gas wells, but in production shows an in- 
crease of 1,924 barrels. In the Panhandle fields 
there was an increase for January over De- 
cember of 20 finished wells, 14 in dry holes and 
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gas wells and 1,778 in production. In the Gulf 
Coast regions the Goose Creek field for January 
took the lead with 16 new wells and 53v bar- 
rels production; the Sour Lake district had 8 
new wells and 2,636 barrels production; the 
Humble field, 7 wells, 2 dry and 60 barrels; 
the Batson district, 6 wells, 1 dry, 120 barrels; 
the Edgerly district, 4 wells, 450 barrels; the 
Jennings field, 3 wells and 25 barrels; Vinton 
district, 2 wells, 1 dry and 5,000 barrels; 
Bland district, 1 well and 300 barrels; Spindle- 
top, 1 well and 150 barrels, and other outside 
districts, 2 wells and 10 barrels production 

In the Panhandle fields for January in the 
Wichita-Electra field a total of 65 wells were 
finished, with 21 dry holes and 4,787 barrels 
production; the Burkburnett district, 8 wells, 
1 dry and 256 barrels, and the Petrolia field of 
Clay county, 11 wells and 333 barrels. 

In the Louisiana field, in the Jeems Bayou 
district, 6 wells were finished, with 415 barrels 
production; in the Oil City district 5 wells and 
305 barrels; Monterey district, 5 wells, 1 dry, 
240 barrels; Mooringsport district, 4 wells, 2 
dry, 30 barrels; Pine Island, $3 wells, 2 dry, 
100 barrels; De Soto district, 2 wells, 1,800 
barrels: Harts Ferry district, 2 wells, 100 bar- 
rels; Vivian district, 1 well, 15 barrels; Hoos- 
ton district, 1 well and 50 barrels, and Marion 
district, 1 well and 20 barrels. 


The work that was planned some time ago 
throughout the three fields is not going ahead 
as expected, although it may revive soon, as 
conditions have not been the best for active 
operations. The heavy storms did more or 
less damage and none of the fields that were 
in its wake have entirely recovered as yet, 
and it will be some time before things are 
cleaned up. There is an abundance of crude 
in the southwest fields, and it is only a ques- 
tion of time until large and more productive 
pools are discovered. Western Texas is looked 
upon as prolific territory and reports are that 
a series of wilddat wells all along the west- 
ern edge of the State will soon be started. 
These tests that are planned can Hardly miss 
opening up a number of new pools, and the 
southwestern portion of the State along the 
Rio Grande River will also be more thoroughly 
tested than ever before, The clder producing 
fields in the east are rapidly going backward, 
and it is up to the western territory to produce 
the future supply of crude to meet the grow- 
ing demands, and there is no doubt but what 
the west and southwest will respond with good 
results of the proposed wildcat work. The 
northwest is also liable to do something to- 
ward helping out a shortage if one should 
come, for Wyoming is a certain spot that can- 
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not be overlooked in the scramble for olil-pro- 
ducing territory. Montana is also in line, as 
is South Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon. The reported find of 
oil at Sioux City, Iowa, has encouraged leas- 
ing there and further test work will be done. 
Mississippi is also a factor to be looked after 
as well as Arkansas, 


In the southwest fields during the week in 
review a total of 43 wells were finished, with 
16 dry holes and gas wells and a production 
of 7,520 barrels, which is a decrease from the 
previous week's work in everything but produc- 
tion, where there is a heavy gain, due to the 
big wells found in the Gul¢ Coast districts.

Moran field is about 100 miles south from the 
Electra field and it might be that some of the 
intervening territory might prove rich in either 
oil or gas, as either product is valuable at 
this time. It requires about $12,000 to sink 
&@ well in the field and the standard drilling 
tools instead of the rotary tools are used 
Between Moran and Electra there is an im 
portant test under way to the north of Albany 
about twenty miles. ‘This test is being made 
by the Lone Star Company and will be watched 
with much interest. The Texas Company will 
put in a storage tank or more if required as 
this company has purchased land, or rather 
the land rights a short distance northwest of 
Moran along the Texas Central Railroad, and 
Will install a loading rack there that will 
have a capacity of twelve cars. A pipe yard 
and warehouse is being installed by this com- 


pany at Moran and it looks as though the 
Texas Company meant business right off the 
jump. 


An effort is being made to connect the pools 
of Iowa Park and Fowlkes, but the chances 
look rather discouraging, as so many dry holes 
ave 


been drilled between the two pools. The 
Same conditions prevail between the Fowlkes 
bool and the Electra field, 
The Louisiana Fields.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW, 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Pittsburgh, Feb. 6, 1914. 

A review of operations in the high-grade 
petroleum fields east of the Mississippi River, 
comprising Southern New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Cen- 
tral and Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illi- 
nois, for the week shows that unseasonable 
weather conditioas have put a check on the 
work over the oil fields in the vay of drilling 
of new wells. The small number of comple 
tions show t t the operators have about come 
to the conclusion that drilling wells during the 
winter season is not as profitable as during the 
warmer seasons of the year, and have let up 
until early spring The total wells finished 
during the week amounted to 202 we 
dry holes and gas wells and a production cf 
5,065 barrels, When compared with the previ- 
ous week's work of 278 finished wells, 96 dry 
holes and gas wells and 3,965 barrels produc- 
tion, it shows a drop of 76 in finished wells 
and 26 in dry holes and gas wells. The new 
production for the week just closed shows an 
increaSe over the previous week of 1,100 bar- 
rels, which is a substantial gain at this sea 
son of the year. 

January proved quite a prolific month for 
development work in all fields, as there was a 
decline of only a few over two hundred below 
the record for December, which is encourag- 
ing, with all the bad weatlher conditions 
against active work in the fields. The weather 
trouble was not so noticeable west of the Mis 
sissippi River as on the east side, as very fine 
weather has prevailed in Oklahoma, Kansas, 
‘Yexas and Louisiana for the past few weeks. 

East of the river the most active field for 
January was the Pennsylvania-Southern New 
York end, which showed over one hundred 
more finished wells than any of the other 
high-grade fields east of the big river, with 
West Virginia second and Iilinois third, with 
Southeastern Ohio following a close fourth. In 
the more Western fields Oklahoma went far 
ahead of all the other fields combined, mean- 
ing Kansas, Texas and Louisiana, and finished 
nearly as many wells as all the fields east of 
the Mississippi for the month, and the new 
production was greater than all the fields 
listed in the finished work.

large item when taken into consideration. The 


heaviest decline in production was west of the 
“Mississippi River, and not confined to Okla- 
homa alone, but Texas, Kansas and Louisiana 
as well, as ali those fields show a heavy fall 
ing off from the December figures. 

In drilling work and rigs up there were but 
102 less in all fields at the close of January 
than there were at the close of December. 
There were an even 3,000 rigs and drilling 
wells in all fields at the start of development 
work on February 1, which is the greatest 
number in the history of the industry on that 
date of any previous year. Of this number 
only a few less than half are located east of 
he Mississippi River. \ : 

, While ene in drilling and building rigs is 
more quiet, the oil operators and their lease 
scouts are securng leases on every available 


acre of territory not only between producing 
fields, but along the outer edges, and this 
means that more active work should start 


early in the spring. Just at this period the 
Kentucky section is looked upon as @ favored 
spot for the leaser, especially in the more 
western portion west ‘and southwest of Louis- 
ville. where much wildcat work will be done 
during the next few months in Webster, Han- 
cock, Daviess, McLean, Ohio, Muhlenburg, 
Meade, Allen and other counties, and some 
leasing has been done in the extreme south- 
western portion of the State along the Ten- 
nessee line. Preparations are being made for 
a few tests to be sunk in the Obey River _sec- 
tion in Northern Tennessee across the State 
line from the old Sunnybrook field, in Wayne 
county, Kentucky, where a number of years 
ago some shallow sand gushers were drilled, 
but blowed themselves out in short order. In 
the southern portion of Tennessee three wells 
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are now drilling close to the Alabama State 
line. An attempt was made to find an oil 
field in Breathitt county, but the well drilled

Pennsylvania Field. 


In the Southern New York-Pennsylvania fields 
the Clarion-Venango field stand at the head 
with the greatest number of finished wells, 
there being 89 wells drilled during January. 
In the Allegheny field 28 wells were drilled 
to the pay sand, with three that failed to 
produce any oil the other 25 showing a 
production of but 43 barrels, hardly two bar- 
Pes to the well. The new Pennsylvania wells 
aré well scattered over a vast area of the 
State from the south to the north line across 
into Southern New York, in the old Allegheny 
field Work is more quiet in the southwestern 
portion of the Keystone State, as but 29 oil 
wells were found during January.

Operations will start in the early spring on 
a still hunt for another gusher pool like the 
Blue Creek field, in Kanawha county, that was 
the feature of 1912 and 1913, and this test work 
will be carried on trom present production to 
the svuthwest, across the Big Sandy River into 
Kentucky, if necessary.

The well will 
encourage more active development work in its 
vicinity. Several wells near by are now near- 
ing the producing sand, and other good wells 
are expected, as the territory around the 
gusher is considered gilt edge. In the western 
and southwestern part of the State there are 
close to 35 wildcat wells drilling; even a test 
is being drilled in Mingo county. 

There are now several test wells drilling in 
Boone county, which is one of the attractive 
counties for wildcat work, and over 20 new 
locations for weils have been staked out in 
test territory. This means that the trade has 
hopes of finding some rich territory ‘within 
the borders of the county. There is no present 
production in the county, but it lines up so 
well with other producing counties that more 
attention is being paid than there would be if 
it was off to one side. Clay and Wayne 
counties are also spoken of as likely produc- 
ing counties. In the latter county there is a 
smal] producer and much test work is under 
way.

A review of the Lima petroleum fields of 
Nortnwestern Ohio and Indiana for the week 
suows that a total of 45 wells were finished 
with nine dry holes and gas wells, and a pro- 
duction of 2,140 barrels. When compared with 
the previous week’s work of 58 wells finished, 
17 dry holes and 1,320 barrels’ production, it 
shows that there is a drop of 13 in finished 
wells and eight in dry holes and gas wells, 


while in production the figures show an in- 
crease of 820 barrels. There were no real 
features in the Ohio end of the field as the 
work has been located well within bounds of 
+ Pe territory and no extension hag been 
made. 


" This is not the case in the Indiana end, 
for the Sullivan field is being extended nearly 
every day a short distance, and to-day is one 
of the most prolfic and promising pools east 
ot the Mississippi River. The shallowness of 
the sand in which the oil is found makes it 
a field that the majority of the oil men of 
small means can well afford to take the 
chances.

ADVANCE RELIEVES TENSION IN 


MID-CONTINENT FIELD. 
Independence, Kan., Feb. 5, 1914. 


The announcement of an advance from 
$1.03 to $1.05 in the price of mid-continent 
crude oil by the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany, followed by other pipe-line companies, 
furnishes the most interesting item of news 
of the week for the oil men. Following so 
soon after the threat of a cut, the an- 
nouncement relieves the tension consider- 
ably. 

The week’s record shows a tendency toward 
wildcat ventures as well as a healthy 
activity throughout the older fields. The 
advance in the price of oil is not due to 


lack of activity, but rather to the fact that 
the big pools which have been to the fore 


so prominently during the past few months 
have settled down to a Steady gait, and re- 
turns from the recent wildcat ventures 
have not been of such a nature as to cause 


anxiety regarding overproduction because of 
the opening of new fields. 

The production of the Healdton district 
is only about 1,600 barrels a day, which is 


not sufficient to affect the general condi- 
tion. There have been no new gushers at 
Cleveland, and the Cushing pool is just 


about holding its own at slightly less than 
20,000 barrels a day. The Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company is taking 8,000. barrels of 
this, the Texas Company 3,000 barrels, the 
Waters-Pierce Company 2,000 barrels, the 
Union Ppe Line Company 1,700 barrels, the 
Chanute Refining Company 2,400 barrels, 
the Gulf Pipe Line Company 500 barrels, 
and the Consumers’ Pipe Line Company 
#200 barrels. The Prairie Company has 285 
wells on its line, the Texas Company 35, 
the Waters-Pierce Company 75, the Union 
110, the Chanute Refining Company 45, the 
Guif 45, and the Consumers’ 135. The 
north extension of the pool has ceased to be 
a center of interest, and developments over 
a scattered area are of greater interest. It 
is not believed the production will ever 
come up to its former figures again. 


With a gadual defining of the limits of 
Oklahoma oil production, and no_ new 
gusher pools having been discovered for 
some time, the suggestion of drilling for 
deeper sands in old production is coming 
to the front. At Cleveland, Steinburger & 
Burns went in one location from _a_ well 


drilled eight years ago by Charles Wrights- 
man in the Cleveland sand, in section 21-21- 
8, and got a well in the Peru sand which 
filled three tanks in fourteen hours. At 

Red Fork, Taylor, Arnold & Kelmer found 
a new pay on the George Colbert farm, in 
"9-19-12. It is said that A. H. Hennessy, 
who was visiting the rig when the well 
was making 8,000,000 feet of gas, thought 
he smelled oil in the gas and advised deeper 
drilling, the result being indications of a 
good well. At Wann, Guiler & Deloe took 
a chance on deeper pay on the Hiram Haff 
farm, in 16-28-14, opening up that pool in 
the Bartlesville sand. 

The agitation for a government-owned pipe 
linz, to supply oil for the navy, has brought 
another question to the front, namely, the 
possibility of the government becoming @ 
competitor of the producers as well as of 
the pipe-line companies. There is probably 
not a producer who would enjoy coming in 
competition with the government as a pro- 
ducing factor, however much he might like 
to see some one else “regulated.” 


RED FORK. 


For a good showing, the Arnold & Taylor 
Well in section 29-19-12, south of Red Fork, 
is one of the important developments of the 
week. The sand was found at 1,770 feet 
and drilled 17 feet It was connected to the 
tanks with a six-inch lead line, and looks 
as though it would be good for five or six 
hundred barrels. The Bishop Oil Company 
drilled No. 2 in section 32 of the same town- 
ship and range, and got a dry hole, dis- 
appointing many operators who looked for 
a widening out of the narrow Lost City 
sand toward the south. 

AT WANN. 


Important developments are expected in 
the Wann pool. The Banowitz & Co. well 


on the H. B. Patrick tract, north of the 
town site, is in, and showing for a light 
well. The sand was reached at 1,212 feet 


and gone through in 15 feet. The Paraffine 
Oil Company’s No. 2 in section 16-28-14 is 
Z00d for 200 barrels. The Guiler & Deloe 
No. 1 on the Hiram Haff land is_ being 
drilled deeper. This was the first well com- 
pleted in the pool, and is being drilled for 
the deeper pay. Lightner, Born, Tatroe and 
others got a dry hole on the Jane Cooper 
land, 15-28-14, in Nowata county, and was 
expected to open the pool to the east. 


VERA, 


W. F. Long, of Colorado Springs, Colo., is 
Starting a well in section 23-23-13, at Vera. 
The test in section 20-23-14 showed gas at 
700 feet. In the same section Newblock 
and others have a showing of gas at 600 
feet, and the well is being drilled deeper. 
It is probable the territory will be thor- 
oughly tested. 


IN THE OSAGE. 


Indian Territory Illuminating Com- 
has another large well on lot 293, 
Osage, west of Big Heart, in the develop- 
Ment recently opened up by this concern. 
The first well drilled by the company started 
at 700 barrels, and the one just drilled 
Should be as good. Several other companies 
are operating in the vicinity, namely, Raubb 
& Foster, the Crescent Oil Company and the 
Penmar Oil Company. The Gypsy Oil Com- 
Pany’s test in subdivision 51 is dry. The 
Monitor Oil Company has a 9,000,000-foot gas 
Well in the Peru sand in subdivision 61. The 
well sprays a little ofl, the top of the sand 
being 2,190 feet. White & Sinclair have a 
35,000,000-foot gas well in section 8-23-8.

PROHIBIT DRILLING IN TOWN. 


At Nowata an ordinance is up for passage 
to prohibit drilling within the city limits. 
Many wells have been drilled on town lots, 
and there is a prospect that other develop- 
ment will be taken up unless the work is 
shut off by city legislation. The week shows 
a large number of small producers com- 
pleted in the Nowata territory. 

COLLINSVILLE. 

The Ten Wells Oil Company got a dry 
hole in section 26-13-14, Martha J. Bell 
farm, Collinsville. There was a small show- 
ing at 1,147 feet and the well was finished 
at 1,250, but the sand made a poor show- 
ing. Homan and associates have a 15- 
barrel well in the Collinsville pool, in 12- 


22-14. 
CUSHING. 

Among the important completions of the 
week is the Hill Oil and Gas Companys’ 
well on the Bear farm, 23-17-7, Cushing 
field. At 17 feet in the sand this well was 
making 12 barrels an hour. A later report 
gave the well as good for 200 barrels. Early 
in the history of the field this company 
drilled in the same section and got a small 
producer in the Layton sand. White & 
Sinclair later drilled a dry hole in 29. Two 
other wells were drilled by the Hill people, 
but they were small. The well just com- 
pleted opens the possibility of finding addi- 
tional producing area to the south of pres- 
ent development. In the same field the 
Producers’ Oil Company has completed its 
No. 4, Babe! Dare farm, 5-18-7, and has a 
200-barrel well at 1,355 feet in the Layton 
sand. T. B. Slick has completed No. 6, 
Sallie Casey farm, in 30-18-7, in the Wheeler 





sand, and it filled up 800 feet with fluid. 
The top of the sand was found at 2,006 
feet and drilled in 28 feet. The Steele 


Bros.’ test in 9-17-7 made 550 barrels in 

twenty-four hours, and these operators are 

making two more locations. The Waters- 

Pirece Company and also Ross & Gries are 

drilling in 8-17-7 to the Bartlesville sand, 

and good wells are expected in both cases. 
JENKS. 

Ross & Gries have purchased the interest 
of the Security Oil Company in section 17- 
18-13, near Jenks, with three producing 
wells and 100 barrels production. The sale 
was made on the basis of $60,000 for the 
property. 

The Prairie Oil and Gas Company’s test 


on the Rachel Perryman farm, 35-18-12, 
brought to light a fourth oil-producing sand 
within a radius of one mile. The new pay 


was found at a depth of 1,928 feet with 17 
feet of sand. The oil is black and smooth, 


somewhat like a lubricant, and of low

IN KANSAS, 


Cowley county, Kansas, is attracting some 
attention as a prospect. The Monitor Oil 
and Gas Company is drilling south of Dex- 
ter. Work on Walker Bros.’ well south of 
Dexter has been resumed after being shut 
down on account of caving. 

TULSA. 

E. E, Stafford & Sons’ test on the Sango 
farm, in section 1-18-13, has been the center 
of interest in the neighborhood of Tulsa. 
They struck the rich pay at 1,428 feet, and 
at two feet in the sand the well filled up 
and flowed. It is a 10-inch hole, and is 
probably good for a couple of hundred bar- 
rels natural. It opens up a new pool. The 
well had a showing in the 500-foot sand. 
In the deep pay it comes as a surprise to 
many operators. It looks as though the 
trend would be to the southeast and make 
a connection with the wells at Broken 


Arrow. 
OKMULGEE COUNTY. 

Okmulgee county is the scene of consider- 
able activity at present. In the Booch pool, 
opened in section 1-13-14 early last summer 
by Skelton & Johnston, four wells of over 
200 barrels were brought in in two days 
last week in that section and 36. Skelton 
& Johnston No. 6, Lamme farm, started_at 
250 barrels. Northrup et al. No. 7, Cor- 
nelius, is better than 300 barrels. Skelton & 
Gardiner No. 1, White, had an initial pro- 
duction of 250 barrels, and Mitchell & Jenal 
in their fee piece in 36-14-14 is a 300- 
barrel well. In all of these wells the sand 
is 35 feet thick and the pay extends the 
entire depth. The Booch sand has been 
designated as a poor man’s find, in that its 
benefits have been more generally distrib- 
uted among beginners and men of small 
capital than any other find in Oklahoma 
since the Cherokee shallow-sand country. 
It has one advantage additional in its favor, 
in that it comes at a time when the market 
price of oil is practically three times what 
it was. The percentage of holders to whom 
the development in the Booch sand has 
been a beginning of good fortune has not 
been equaled in any other field. 


HEALDTON. 


At Healdton the activity is elbowing its 
way out of the defined limits of the field. 
Gunsburg & Foreman are down to the sand 
in their well, a half mile to the east of the 
field; the Cavert well on the Chase lease, 
in 28-3-3, is an important test on the north; 
and the Bess Tucker well, in 36-3-4, now 
drilling, tests some acreage to the north- 
west. 

WILDCAT IN CRAIG COUNTY. 


George O’Connell, of Ochelata, and asso- 
ciates are getting ready to start a wildcat 
well in 86-29-19, Craig county. This is 
about twenty miles to the northeast of the 
Cherokee shallow-sand development. 


AT NEWKIRK. 


Among the late completions at Newkirk, the 
Bell & Stratton Oil Company drilled in a well 
last Saturday on the Simmons farm reported 
good for 1,000 barrels. The oil at Newkirk is 
44 gravity, and while pipe line facilities are 
limited, the Ponca City refinery having the 
only line in the field, the oil is bringing a pre- 
mium of five cents. The production, including 
that which is not being marketed, is reported 
about 6,000 barrels a day at preseut. 


WILDCATS. 


T. J. Ellis, county assessor of Washington 
county, and associates, are among the wild- 
eatters active. They are down 8) feet on a 
test on the Hendricks, 36-25-12, just west of 
the town of Ochelata. They als) have a rig 
up for a wildcat well on the William Bronson 
in 18-25-13. 

SOUTHEAST OF OWASSO. 


John A. Twist, of Taylorville, Ill; R. B. 
Hane and others, of Tulsa, are becoming quite 
active in the territory southeast of Owasso. 
As the Louella Grace Oil & Gas Company, they 
recently drilled in a gas well goo1 for severa! 
million feet in 33-21-14, in which section they 
have some good acreage, and are now inaking 
arrangements to test acreage in section 9-20-14 
in the hope of finding ofl. This is practically 
a new field, although several scattering vei!s 
designated as dry were drilled back in the 
days of 30-cent oil. 


VARIOUS FIELD NOTES. 


Royalties in oil and gas from schoo] lands 
owned by the State of Oklahoma are putting 
$1,000 a day into the State treasury. On four 
leases in Pawnee county within the past five 
years there hay been a total production of 
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547,895 barrels of oil, of which the State’s 
share was 68,489 barrels, valued at $38,973, 
with an added bonus of $4,755. The total 
revenue from gas was $3,465. Miscclianeous re- 
ceipts amounted to $234.73, making the State’s 
total income from oil and gas $81,009, Tne 
pipe line has on hand now 4,000 barrels of oil 
belonging to the State. and money in the hands 
of receivers to be held pending the settlement 
of title to the river beds amounts to $100,000. 


The first five-year lease under control of the 
School Land Commissioner recently expired. 
It was held by the Southwestern Oil Fields 
Company, but has been transferred. In future 
the State will receive a 50 per cent. royaity 


on the lease. Up to date there have been 7l 


wells drilled on State land, and t7 of which 
are producing. There are 18 gas wells, 28 oil 
wells, 25 dry holes and two abandoned. Five 
more are being drilled. 

J. W. McCully, Republican riember of the 
State Senate, has filed with th: Secretary of 
State an initiative petition for a bill to as- 
sess a gross production tax of 2 per cent. cn 
all oil and gas produced in Oklahoma, the tax 
to be paid at the point of production—one- 
half, after deducting a reasonable amount for 
collection, to be apportioned equally berveen 
the road and bridge fund, the poor fund and 
the common school fund of the county, and 
the other half going to the State. The 3 per 
cent, is to be in lieu of all other taxes, but 
any oil in tanks at the beginning of the new 
yeaer is to be assessed ad valorem 

The Interior Department is expected to re- 
voke section 53 of the rules and regulations 
governing the leasing of oil and gas lands, 


Which prohibits the piping of gas beyond the 
boundaries of Osage county, Oklahoma, Only 
recently it was discovered that this clause was 
contained in the regulations. At present there 


is no market for gas in the Osage, and it is 
thought the department will revoke that sec- 
tion of the regulations in order to give gas 
producers an opportunity to find an outside 
market. , 


KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 
(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Feb. 4, 1914. 
Weather conditions have been very favorable 
for a prosecution of field work since the first 
of the year and there has been no let up in 
overations in any of the fields. Unusual ac 


tivity has prevailed in wildcat operations, sev- 
eral new sections being centers of activity. 
If present activity in the searching out of new 
pools results in any discoveries of importance, 
the summer season will bring a rush beyond 
any previous drilling campaign. 

The fields which contain the greater activity 
just now are Wayne and Morgan counties, botn 
in Eastern Kentucky. During the first month 
of the year a number of good strikes were 
made in these two counties, the Morgan county 
field being credited with a brace of 50-barrei 
wells and Wayne county showing four of 2. 
barrels yield each. Several completions are 
reported for the week. Two new wells were 
completed in the Griffin pool, Wayne county, 
showing up for ten barrels each. In the Elk 
Valley section a new well is in, with a yield 
of fifteen barrels. All recent producers have 
been drilled in the proven area. There has 
been little tendency toward furthering the 
proven limits of the Wayne county field lateiy. 
Morgan county presents a different situation, 
most of the operations in that field being more 
or less of a wildcat nature. The trade has 
been encouraged by the several] new we!l: 
outside defined areas and there is an incentive 
for a thorough test of the field. Most of the 
producers of Morgan county are above the 
average in capacity. Two new wells drilled 
the past week make 20 and 30 barrels each. 
The territory surrounding the Cannel (: 
pool has been pretty thoroughly tried out, an! 
in this district several new wells are drilling. 

The Wolfe and Morgan county fields have 
presented nothing new during the past week. 
Wolfe county operations are confined to sev- 
eral new ventures in the Stillwell extension. 
Two wells are due for the sand within the 
next week, Lawrence county operations have 
taken a trend toward the Fallsburg district 
the scene of a good wildcat strike last month 
The Busseyville pool is quiet, with little work 
under way. New work is planned for the bor- 
dering district on the West Virginia side. 

There has been a dearth of activity in th: 
Western Kentucky fields lately. One dry hole 
was drilled in Ohio county. Several] failures 
in that field has put a damper on the en- 
thusiasm of operators, but the territory has 
been by no means condemned. The big strikes 
made near Hartford indicate a field of prom- 
ise and further testing will be carried out. 
No results have been obtained from severai 
rew ventures in Allen and Barren counties. 

The proposed tests along the Ohio River in 
Hancock and other caqunties will be’ watched 
with much interest. Three rigs have been 
planted for tests for extensions of the Illinois 
and Indiana sands. Twelve wells will b 
drilled altogether, the locatiuns being on: 
mile apart, and these will be of a sufficient 
depth to be of value as a thorough test of the 
country. Some oil has been found in Hancock 
county but not in paying quantities. In tic 
other end of the State the proposed new drill- 
ing alone the Tennessee line in Overton, Fen 
triss and Pickett counties will bear watching. 
Proposed new operations in abandoned field- 
of Southeastern Kentucky will start at an early 
date. Lease holders place their hope in thes 
fields furnishing deep oil in paying quantities. 
Wells will be drilled in Whitley, Clay ani 
Knox counties,

WYOMING -U TAH PETROLEUM 


FIELDS. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Salt Lake City, Utah, Jan. 31, 1914. 

Although designated as a period of prepara- 
tion chiefly, the past few months have seen 
marked increase in actual production of oil 
in the Wyoming-Utah fields. In quantity of 
production the increase of 1913 over 1912 was 
nearly 100 per cent.—from 1,570,000 to 3,000,000 
barrels. A great deal of development has 
also been done. 

Greatest activity has been in the Salt Lake 
Creek fields near Casper, Wyo., where the 
Standard Oil Company is erecting a $1,000,000 
refinery and the Midwest and Franco compa- 
nies have refineries, models of construction and 
equipment. The combined production of the 
two latter companies is about 18,000 barrels a 
day. This amount could be materially in- 
creased by opening up wells now capped. The 
storage capacity of the two companies is 
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1,250,000 barrels. The products of their Casper 
refineries are gasoline, kerosene, gas oil, en- 
gine distillate, power distillate and fuel oil. 

The Salt Creek oil field comprises about 5,600 
acres of proven sandstone oil territory, with a 
much larger shale around it. In the sandstone 
all wells drilled produce commercial oil. The 
surrounding shale is more erratic, only about 
60 per cent. being successful. Oil from the 
field is of paraffine base, having a Baume grav- 
ity of 38 to 40. It contains about 20 per cent. 
gasoline, 30 per cent. kerosene and 5 per cent, 
gus oil. 

The Wyoming Pure Oil Company has recently 
taken over every alternate section of the 
Lucky Strike company’s property, and these 
two companies look forward to a brilliant fu- 


ture. Arrangements have been perfected for 
heavy development work as soon as weather 
permits. The Wyoming company controls ap- 
proximately 4,700 acres. Another active com- 
pany in this district is the Keystone Oil Com- 
pany. 


More than a dozen districts.in Wyoming now 


have producing wells. They are Salt Creek 
and Shannon, in Natrona county; Moorcroft, 
Weston county; Brenning Basin, Converse 
county; Sodergreen, Albany county; Salt 
Wells, Sweetwater county; Spring Valley, 
Uinta county; Kemmerer, Lincoln county; 
Byron and Gray Bull, Big Horn county, and 
Lander, Conant and Wind River, Fremont 


county. Active development, with promise of 
commercial production at an early date, is be- 


ing carried on in the Rawlins, Rattlesnake, 
Lusk and LaBarge districts. 

Three companies are especially busy in the 
fields of the Big Horn basin. The Montana- 
Wyoming company, composed largely of Bill- 
ings (Mont.) capital, has 800 acres on the 
Garland anticline, near Byron, with six wells 
producing, supplying the refinery of the 


Northwestern company at Cowley. The Utah- 
Wyoming Consolidated has two of the largest 
gas wells in Wyoming, in the Byron field. 
The daily capacity is 12,000,000 cubic feet. 
The town of Byron is supplied with gas from 
there wells and a company of Salt Lake men 
is now being formed to pipe gas to Cowley 
and Lovell. Considerable gas is produced at 
Gray Bull, near Basin, the county seat of Big 
Horn. ‘This town is supplied with gas. The 
Federal Petroleum Company, Salt Lake and 
Kansas City Capital have revently taken com- 
plete and up-to-date drilling equipment into 
the Byron field and are sanguine of good re- 
sults soon. 

The Spring Valley field has not only gas 
measuring 10,000,000 feet daily, but is turning 
out commercial oil in small quantities, most of 
which is brought to Salt Lake refineries. In 
the Lake Valley field of the Rawlins district 
are large quantities of gas, with fine indi- 
cations of oil, according to Dr, Fred J. Pack, 
geologist of the University of Utah. The 
same is true of the Lander field. A promising 
gee. flow has recently been struck in the Cody 
field. 

General Manager J. B. Bariane, of the New 
York Oil Company, operating on the LaBarge 
anticline of the Upper Green River district, an- 
nounced last week that with a light rig his 
company had demonstrated at 1,200 feet the 
presence not only of gas, but of high-grade 
paraffine oil. He said his. company will soon 
have on the ground a standard outfit capable 
of going 5,000 feet, although he expected to 
have profitable production at 2,000, which depth 
in a new well will be reached by early sum- 
mer. The company has 12,000 acres thirty-five 
miles from the Oregon Short Line Railroad. 

Production of oil in fields wholly within the 
State of Utah is practically nothing at the 
present time. Several small wells in Petroleum 
Basin of San Juan county have oil, but it 
is several hundred miles from railroad, making 
commercializing impractical. Development 
work in several fields is progressing, however. 
The strika of a 100-barrel gusher at DeBeque, 
Colo., last week has given impetus to opera- 
tions in the Vernal fields. 

Some excitement was caused ten days ago 
by the report that high-grade paraffine oil 
had been struck near Giles, on Bull Frog 
Creek, Garfield county. A rush for the filing 
of claims followed the announcement. 

Within six weeks, according to J. H. Huling, 
a Standard Oil representative who was at 
Price the other day, that company will have 
drilling equipment in Clark’s Valley, Carbon 
county, where it has filed on a large number 
of claims. 

Theodore Garvin, of San Rafael district, has 
gone to Pennsylvania for a_ standard rig, 
which will be in operation shortly if plans 
carry. Eight Star & Keystone rigs are now 
in the field. Assessment work for the Enan 
Oil Company, of Philadelphia, has been fin- 
ished and active work with a big rig will 
soon be started. 





Texas Petroleum Notes. 


Austin, Texas, Feb. 4. 

The bringing in of an oil well producing more 
than 500 barrels daily by the Producers’ Oil 
Company, on the Byers lease, on the west edge 
of Petrolia, has caused much activity in that 
field. The well, known as Byers’ No. 18, 
was struck at a depth of 1,790 feet. It is 
situated several hundred yards north of five 
other producing wells owned by the same com- 
pany, and is the best strike yet made by the 
company in that field. 


A gas and oil well making about 10,000,000 feet 
of gas and 20 barrels of oil per day has been 
struck on the Culbertson tract, five miles east 
of Petrolia. The well of the Stanford Oil 
Company, on the Haley lease, is down 90 feet 
and will go on through to the deep sand. A 
40-barrel well was struck at 550 feet. The 
Red River Oil Company has ieased to Dr. 
Williams and associates, of Fort Worth, 16 2-3 
acres in the east field, who will put down four 
wells to the 790-foot sand. The Tip Top Oil 
Company is installing a pumping plant on ita 
tract near Petrolia for its four producing wells, 
which have an average production of 21 bar- 
rels per day. 

The first shipment of oil from the Moran field 
of Shackleford county has just been made by 
the Texas Company, consisting of two cars 
billed for Port Arthur. 


H. A. Shipman, a mining engineer, repre- 
senting Eastern capitalists, has acquired oil 
and gas leases on 30,000 acres of land in 
Mitchell county. The Texas company is also 
said to have obtained leases on about 600,000 
acres in Mitchell, Coke, Sterling and Nolan 
counties. 

The Producers’ Oil Company has just brought 
in Well No. 13, in the Humble field, with an 
estimated flow of 5,000 barrels a day. The 
strike was made at 2,880 feet. The company 
has also brought in a gusher on the Landslide 
lease which is producing 3,500 barrels daily. 

The Magnolia Petroleum Company will soon 
begin work on its new 55,000-barrel storage 
tank at Aransas Pass, on Harbor Island, to 
be used for Mexican oil from the Tampico 
fields. The tank will be 115 feet in diameter 
and 361 feet in circumference, and the founda- 
tion will be of sufficient strength to sustain a 
weight of 12,000,000 pounds. The Magnolia 
Petroleum Company is making Aransas Pass 
the distributing point for Central and West 
Texas and the Southwestern States. Another 
oil tank steamer has been put on between 
Tampico and that port, the J. Oswaid Boyd, 
giving the company three vessels in operation 
between these places. Two others will prob- 


ably be added later in the year, it is stated.

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Another Mexican O11 Gusher. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Tampico, Mexico, Feb. 3, 1914. 


The Royal Dutch Shell, Trading and Trans- 
portation Company has brought in an oil 
gusher in the Panuco district, near Tampico, 
with an estimated flow of more than 60,000 
barrels per day. Efforts to cap the well have, 
up to this time, been futile, and enormous 
quanatities of oil are going to waste. When 
the well was first brought in its flow was 
estimated at 21,000 barrels. The pressure con- 
tinued to increase, however, until the well was 
throwing hot oil high into the air. It is stated 
by oil men here that the well resembles the 
famous Potrero del Llano gusher, the greatest 
oil well in the world, although much below 
the flow of that well. The owners are making 
strenuous efforts to get the well under control. 

The strike is causing much activity in the 
Panuco field. La Bonanza Oil Company, 
backed by Mexico City capitalists, whose prop- 
erty adjoins the Shell company’s land, is pre- 
paring to start drilling at once. The machin- 
ery is already on the ground. A. L. Loftus 
is in charge of the company’s operations here. 

The revolutionary troubles are not affecting 
the importation of oil from Tampico, which 
continues to increase steadily. No constitu- 
tionalists have appeared ifn the vicinity of 
Tampico for some time. Compared with other 
Mexican cities, Tampico is said to be the most 
prosperous town in the republic. Heavy crude 
oil shipments are being made to Galveston. 
The Magnolia Petroleum Company has added 
another tank steamer to transport oil between 
Tampico and Aransas Pass, Texas, where it 
is erecting another huge storage tank. 


Canadian Oil and Gas Notes. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Toronto, Canada, Feb. 5. 


This week another municipally owned nat- 

ural gas gell was brought in at Medicine Hat, 
Alberta, making the twentieth weil nuw drilled 
within the city limits. ‘This well is located 
near the Maple Leaf Mill “ompany's site, and 
‘is just 1,000 feet in depth, with the "sual rock 
pressure and open flow, and is tne sixth well 
drilled within a year for that municipality. 
_ In addition to the above the Hunt Enginecer- 
ing Company, contractors for the plant and 
gas wells of the Canada Cement Company, has 
finished two gas wells and is now drilling the 
third of the string of half a dozen or more 
that it is anticipated will be required by that 
concern. 

A company operating under the name of the 
British Alberta Oil Company has been regis- 
tered in England with a capital »f $500,000, 
divided in shares of $5 each, for the purpose 
of taking over from J. W. Lea and others their 
estates and interests in certain lands in Al- 
berta, held under leases from the government 
of Canada; to acquire options, licenses, leases 
or other grants of rights; to prospect and ex- 
plore, bore and mine oil, and for other natural 
gas and minerals and mineral substances in 
Canada or elsewhere; to carry on the business 
of distillers, refiners, pumpers and sellers of 
oil and of gas and other like substances, etc. 

The announcement was made this week at a 
meeting of the directors of the Brantford Gas 
Company that steps-were being taken to in- 
stall a mammoth gas purifier at the Tilbury 
natural gas fields, which, it is expected, will 
do away with all complaints about the ob- 
jectionable smell from the gas at points of de- 
livery. The announcement will be welcome 
news also in Galt, Paris, Woodstock, London 
and other places where complaint has been 
made of the unsanitary odor of the natural gas.

ALCOHOL MOTOR FUEL. 


An Alcohol Fuel Committee formed by the 
Imperial Motor Transport Council intends to 
conduct investigations into the possibility of 
obtaining adequate supplies of alcohol suit- 
able for motor fuel at sufficiently low prices 
and to direct experiments tending towards 
the production of engines suited to employ al- 
cohol as a fuel. This committee was formed 
in accordance with the unanimous desire of 
upwards of 200 delegates from all parts of 
the Empire who attended the Imperial Motor 
Transport Conference in July last, and it con- 
sists of the Hon. Arthur Stanley, M. P. 
(chairman of the Royal Automobile Club), 
chairman; Mr, Thomas L. Aveling (Royal Ag- 
ricultural Society); Bertram Blount, F. I. C. 
(consulting chemist to the Crown Agents for 
the Colonies); J. Sidney Critchley, M. I. 
Mech. E. (Institution of Automobile En- 
gineers); S. F. Edge (Society of Motor Manu- 
facturers and Traders); S. Glover, M. Inst. 
Cc. E. (St. Helens); Dr. H. S. Hele-Shaw, F. 
R. S. (Automobile Association and Motor 
Union); Basil H Joy (Institution of Automo- 
bile Engineers); Professor Vivian B. Lewes 
(Institute of Naval Architects); Dr. R. Or- 
mondy, D. Se.: Sir Boverton Redward, Sidney 
Straker (Commercial Vehicles Committee of 
the S. M. M. and T.); Thomas Tyrer, F. I. C.. 
F. C. S. (London Chamber of Commerce), and 
Horace Wyatt (hon. secretary of the Imperial 
Motor Transport Council), hon. secretary. 

The committee will report to the Imperial 
Motor Transport Council and its findings will 
be made public. 


THE CALGARY BOOM. 


E. H. Cunningham Craig, F. G. 8., was the 
honored guest of the Royal Institute on Wed- 
nesday, and delivered an address on ‘‘The 
Oil Fields of Canada With Special Reference to 
Alberta.’’ Having first discussed the subject 
of the geological formations favorable to oil 
production, he then indicated the grounds 
upon which he considered that the essential 
conditions were present in the area specially 
under review. These essentials, including fa- 
cilities for access, transport, water supply and 
so on, were found, he said, in the foothills 
to the west and southwest of Calgary. In 
this region two companies had been drilling 
on a well-marked anticline during most of 


last year. Both struck gas at shallow depths, 
and one, the Calgary Petroleum Products 
Company, had encountered very strong gas 


at several horizons and had been using only 
gas fuel for months. ‘‘The Calgary oil boom 
had passed all bounds. It would seem that 
nearly everyone in that enterprising city had 
filed an application for a prospecting license 
for petroleum on one or more sections of 
land. Thousands of square miles had been 
filed over, not only in the foothills, but east- 
ward in the praries, and westwards into the 
margin of the Rocky Mountains proper. In 
spite of the efforts of the press to restrain 
the public, the excitement continued. Oil 
leases were on sale in shops and offices 
throughout the city, and were practically be- 
ing hawked about the streets. Yet if as much 
as 1 per cent, of the land taken up on pros- 
pecting licenses proved to be profitably pro- 
ductive, Canada would own one of the world’s 
greatest of] fields—an asset to the Dominion 
and to the empire of enormous value.” 

In conclusion Mr. Craig said he felt it neces- 
sary to state that the proving of a great oil 
field in the foothills of Alberta could not yet 
be regarded as a certainty. But the prospects 
appeared distinctly good, and he had not been 
able to discover any really unfavorable evi- 
dence. A few months of drilling in carefully 


selected localities should be sufficient to set- 
tle once and for all whether the present ex- 
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citement had been justified or not and whether 
the Dominion and the British Empire were to 
be richer by a great and growing industry in 
the development of an oilfie'd that might 
eventually rival that of California. 


EXPLORATION IN TRINIDAD. 


The Trinidad Silverstream Oilfields, Limited, 
fs appealing for capital. This new company 
has an authorized capital of £130,000 divided 
into 130,000 shares of £1 each, of which 8,052 
Shares have been issued for cash, fully paid 
up, and 59,000 shares have been allotted to 
the vendors as ful'y paid up. The remain- 
ing 62,948 shares are now being offered for 
public subscription. The company is_ inter- 
esting as marking a stage in the development 
of the Trinidad petroliferous areas. It was 
formed in February, 1912, and acquired in 
July, 1913, subject to a mortgage, a freehold 
property in the island comprising about 1,100 
acres and consisting of three contiguous tracts 
of lands known as ‘‘Silverstream,’’ ‘‘Mon De- 
sir’ and ‘‘Malgretout,’’ held from the govern- 
ment under titles which include ail mining 
rights, except in respect of silver and gold. 
The property is entire.y free from government 
royalties on oil produced. Mr. Cunningham 
Craig, who has been engaged on important oil 
investigations on behalf of the Colonial gov- 
ernment, in a report has expressed his confi- 
dence that productions of oil in Mon Desir 
and Silverstieam Estates are likely to be large 
and that the quality of the oil will be excel- 
lent. Boring operations were commenced on 
September 26, 1912, and on October 15, 1912, 
oil was struck at 460 feet, the well producing 
25 barrels daily. Since October, 1912, the de- 
velopment has been continued and two further 
wells have been drilled, capable of a daily 
production of 70 barrels. In addition to the 
drilling, the company has completed an earthen 
tank of 15,000 barre!s capacity, constructed two 
storage basins to hold water for use during 
the dry season and instal'ed power to pump 
wells Nos. 1 and 2. The directors propose 
to immediately erect a refinery, being of the 
opinion that when the neighboring prospects, 
on which active developing work is proceed- 
ing, have reached the producing stage a val- 
uable additional source of revenue can be 
obtained by treating these companies’ oils. 
The company has secured the right to use a 
special refining process whereby it is esti- 
mated that 50 per cent. of motor spirit can 
be produced from the company’s crude petro- 
leum. The statement is also made in the 
prospectus that ‘‘it is believed that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company is introducing a similar proc- 
ess at its refinery on the Pacific Coast, where- 
by it is claimed that 50 to 75 per cent. of 
petro! can be obtained from California crude 
oil.”’ 

THE SHALE DEPOSITS IN SKYE. 


In connection with the oil shale deposits in 
the island of Skye, off the west coast of 
Scotland, which have aroused much interest in 
this country as a possible source of naval 
fuel supplies, it is noteworthy at this stage 
to state on good authority that no boring has 
yet taken place, the samples that have been 
submitted to analysis having been taken close 
to the surface. There showed a considerable 
percentage of both oil and ammonia su!phate. 
A syndicate has now been formed with a view 
to proving the field and systematic boring op- 
erations will be commenced shortly.

Senate aud ttouse Committees on Naval 
Affairs regarding the desirability of se- 
curing supplies of fuel oil to meet the 


of the navy. 

The most important suggestions made 
at the hearing were those of Admiral 
Griftin, who spoke as chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, and told, among 
other things, about the experiments thus 
far made by the government in con- 
structing ships to burn fuel oil. Com- 
menting further on this subject, he stated 
that it would be desirable to secure oil 
from the far Southwest and California 
fields because of the prevailing high price 
of suitable oils in the Eastern fields. 
There was considerable discussion before 
the committee regarding the issues 
raised by oil dealers as to the character 
of oils to be required for naval service. 
These issues turned on the flash points 
and the sulphur content in the oils. Ad- 
miral Griffin stated that the experien e of 
the department thus far, in consuming 
approximately 30,000,000 gallons of oil for 
fuel purposes, was that 150 deg. oil meets 
the requirements of the service. He 
stated thatj the oils from Eastern fields 
are too valuable for fuel purposes because 
of their utilization in the production of 
waxes and lubricants. 

There was some discussion, 1 
progress of the statement by Admiral 
Griffin before the committee, regarding 
the relative utility and cost of the use 
of coal and oil as fuel, and it was dis- 
closed that few comparative tests have 
been made, except that in Admiral Grif- 
fin’s experience that for long voyages 
and sustained steaming fuel oil was much 
cheaper than coal, as it required less 
space for storage of fuel. Among other 
things, Admiral Griffin stated that by the 
use of oil certain military advantages are 
gained that other nations which do not 
use oil cannot get in their ships, and these 
advantages are considered of sufficient 
value to justify the use of oil. | In con- 
nection with this statement Admiral Grif- 
fin presented detailed figures prepared for 
the Navy Department, showing the rela- 
tive cost of fuel oil for the navy under 
various forms of estimates. The details 
of those figures are set forth as they 
were prepared by an officer ot the Navy 
Department in the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering, and show four different esti- 
mates making the oil cost dependent upon 
the question whether the government pipe 
lines or other forms of transportation

The navy must also secure its own produc- 
tion—secure leases, drill and get and maintain 
its own_supply—prior to building its own pipe 
line and to erecting a refinery. 

For this purpose it is advisable to get an 
appropriation of $500,000 to secure a lease of 
a modest amount of land as a beginner—say a 
quarter section of highly probable land; the 
remainder of the $500,000 to be used in drilling 
and in the acquiring of additional land at the 
best judgment of his manager in the field.

Operations in Calitornia.—The time is not yet 
ripe for any recommendations for producing 
in California. The titles of lands in the navy 
petroleum reserves are not clear, and the out- 
come of the suits for recovery of lands therein 
from the Southern Pacific cannot be foreseen. 
Moreover, the status of lands will be influenced 
by the future decision in the Midwest O11 Com- 
pany case, which will determine the status of 
claims at the date of the order of withdrawal 
from entry of these lands 

No complete investigation of claims has yet 
been made by the General Land Ollice, which 
must be done before the Navy Department can 
with justice begin amy operations therein. 
Again, much of the oil lies deep in the gfound, 
which imposes an unfavorable and highly spec- 
ulative condition. 

Probably the most logical method of begin- 
ning operations in California is to await the 
outcome of the present suits for recovery of oil 
lands, and in case of decision favorable to the 
government to take over the developed lands 
which may revert to the government as addi- 
tional portions of the navy pctroleum reserves.

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When Commander Boyd and Commis- 
sioner Sells have investigated the subject 
as far as possible in the department here, 
it is their purpose to visit Oklahoma oil 
centers, and obtain the opinions of expert 
oil men upon the practicability of the 
enterprise as suggested by Secretary 
Daniels and the other officers of the Navy 
Department. 

Information has come to the department 
here that the British Government has 
taken steps to conserve a sufficient sup- 
ply of oil for its navy, and that the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada has 
adopted a plan of reserving one well on 
each lease of public oil lands, which well 
is to be utilized in supplying fuel to the 
vessels of the Dominion Government.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELD. 
General Conditions. 


The total output increased from 81,134,- 
391 barrels’ in 1911 to 86,450,767 barrels in 
1912, or 6.55 per cent. Constimption, how- 
ever, increased 18.8 per cent. Stocks in- 
creased from 44,249,118 barrels at the end 
of 1911 to '47,552,392 barrels at the end of 
1912, when consumption had nearly equal- 
ed production. The average price received 
was 45.4 cents per barrel in 1912, against 
47.7 cents in 1911. This slight decline is to 
be attributed not to the statistical condi- 
tion so much as to the expiration of old 
contracts made at the rates formerly pre- 
vailing. 

The features of particular interest dur-

ing the year were the development of 
large wells at unusual depth in La Hebra 
Valley field, the continued development 
of large gushers in the valley fields, and 
the decline in the old Samta Maria field. 
Some good producers in the Midway and 
other valley fields were injured by an in- 
flux of water. The Coalirga territory 
was extended by the development of good 
wells to the south, and its value was en- 
hanced by the increased utilization of 
natural gas, including the enterprise for 
piping natural gas from the valley fields 
to Los Angeles, and by the increased 
amount of gasoline obtained by com- 
pressing natural gas. Progress was also 
made, especially in the Midway field, in 
cracking crude oils to obtain greater 
yields of gasoline. 

Among trade features of interest should 
be noted the purchase of 10,000,000 barrels 
of surplus crude oil from the independent 
agency of the Union Oil Compamy; the 
withdrawal of the Standard Oil Company 
from the purchase of oils heavier than 18 
deg. Baume. 

PETROLEUM RESERVES IN CALIFORNIA. 

During the course of the year two re- 
serves of public lands were established 
to assure the navy a supply of oil in case 
of need. These reserves are in the Elk 
Hills and the Buena Vista Hillis, Kern 
county. The public lands within these 
areas have been withdrawn from ill 
forms of entry during the last three 
years, and in 1912 a special reservation 
for naval purposes was made,

Answer of Defendants to Government’s 
Charges of Can Making Combination. 


In the answer of the American Can 
Company, the Sanitary Can Company, 
Missouri Can Company and nineteen in- 
dividual defendants to the action of the 
government in the Maryland District 
Court, charging them with constituting 
an unlawful combination in restraint of 
trade, specific and categorical denial is 
made of the allegations upon which the 
proceedings are based and prayer is made 
for the dismissal of the government Case. 
Rather than controlling the greater por- 
tion of the country’s trade, as alleged, 
the answer declares that the total vol- 
ume of business of the principal defend- 
ant is less than one-third, and equally 
positive denial was made of the state- 
ment that this company had power or 
did it fix prices at which cans are sold 
in interstate trade. The charge of having 
realized excessive profits on the actual 
value of the assets employed by the 
American Can Company in such trade 
was also refuted. 

It was admitted that in March, 1901, 
when the American Can Company was 
organized, there were in the country 
many persons, firms and corporations en- 
gaged in the manufacture of the cans, 
which were believed not to be independ- 
ent or in competition with each other, 
but, on the contrary, it was alleged in 
the answer that for a long time prior to 
March, 1901, the prices of cans had been 
largely governed or affected by agree- 
ments or understanding among the man- 
ufacturers. At the present time, how- 
ever, as set forth by the defendants, there 
are a great number of manufacturers of 
special machines for making and sealing 
tin cans which are being made, sold and 
shipped in interstate commerce in free 
and open competition with each other and 
such has been the improvement, growth 
and development of can-making machin- 


ery siice the organization of the Amer- 
ican Can Company that the machinery 
in use in 1901 and then considered de- 
sirable or indispensable, for can making 
is how practically obsolete and the great 
development in the industry since has 
rendered the improved machinery avail- 
able to all who may desire to enter the 
can manufacturing field. Details of the 
operations of the principal defendant are 
given in relation to the government 
charges since its organization, with com- 
plete references to its acquisition of can- 
making machinery and plamts, as well 
as its methods of conducting business. 
The practice of making long term con- 
tracts with buyers was justified as repre- 
senting the policy of competitors and of 
substantially all manufacturing concerns 
and was supported on the soundest eco- 
nomical conditions. So far as prices for 
the cans were concerned, it was declared 
they were based wholly on the cost of 
raw materials and other incidents of 
production and that the prices were now 
less than formerly, notwithstanding the 
fact that the quality was much higher 
and the ways of employes were higher. 
As an evidence of the keenness| and 
growth of competition, more than 200 
concerns were stated to be in rivalry 
with the American Can Company for 
the country’s trade, besides a large num- 
ber of packers and others who make 
cans for their own requirements.

New Anti-Narcotic Bill in New York 
State. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Albany, February 5, 1914. 


Senator Boylan, of New York, has in- 
troduced in the Legislature the bill reg- 
uiating the sale of habit-forming drugs. 
It has the endorsement of many civic 
organizations. It provides that no habit- 
forming drug in any form or quantity 
shall be dispensed in any way by a drug- 
gist or other person, except upon the 
written order of a physician in due form 
required. 

It provides for the preparation and pro- 
vision of official prescription blanks; 
limits the time of their validity; limits 
their validity to one using; provides for 
the preparation and issuance to the pur- 
chaser of a certificate bearing the name 
and address of the prescribing physician, 
and the name amd address of the dis- 
penser, and the date and quantity of the 
drugs sold. 


Serially numbered, uniform _ offictal 
order blanks must be used by all retail 
druggists, dentists, veterinarians and 


others in obtaining habit-forming drugs 
and forbids manufacturers, wholesalers 
and jobers from furnishing such drugs 
save when ordered through these means. 

Records, open to official inspection, of 
the names and addresses of all persons 
to whom these drugs are prescribed, sold 
or given by druggists, physicians and 
others must bekept. 

In city and county hospitals separate 
wards must be maintained for the care 
of those addicted to the use of habit- 
forming drugs, and boards of health must, 
without charge, issue official prescriptions 
to such persons as through illness have 
become entitled to the regular administra- 
tion of these drugs. 

This is practically the same measure 
introduced last year and kmown as the 
Kerrigan-Boylau bill, which was killed 
in the respective committees of the State 
Assembly and Senate on the ground that 
adequate legislation on -narcotis was 
already on the State books. 





Illicit Possession of Cocaine and Heroin 
May Be Made Felony in New York, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Albany, Feb. 3, 1914. 

Senator Frawley, of New York, has in- 
troduced a bill in the Legislature amend- 
ing the penal law (Paragraphs H, I, K 
and L of Section 1746), by changing from 
a misdemeanor to a felony the provisions 
of the section prohibiting the possession 
by other than licensed pharmacists, phy- 
sicians, veterinarians or dentists of heroin 
or any alkaloid cocaine or its salts, or 
alpha or beta eucaine or their salts; or 
the possession of such drugs by licensed 
pharmacists, physicians, veterinarians or 
dentists in other than their place of busi- 
ness, except that one-eighth ounces may 
be carried on the person in making pro- 
fessional visits; or the carrying in stock 
by a druggist of more than five ounces 
ot the drug. It also changes from a mis- 
demeanor to a felony the penalty for fail- 
ure on the part of manufacturers, drug- 
gists, physicians, veterinarians or dentists 
to keep proper records. 





Glycerine Drums Free of Duty. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 6, 1914 

In a communication addressed to the 
Collector of Customs at New York, a 
question propounded by the collector is 
answered to the effect that iron or steel 
drums used for the shipment of glycerine 
are free of duty under the existing tariff 
law. The department states that they are 
advised by the Bureau of Chemistry that 
glycerine is a chemical, and that said 
drums are free of duty under paragraph 
404 of the law. It appears that the ap- 
praiser held that drums holding corrosive 
chemicals only are free of duty, but the 
department quotes from the holding of 
the Bureau of Chemistry in the matter to 
the effect that any substance or mixture 
of substances of fairly defined combina- 
tion obtained by chemical process, and 
used in the arts for its chemical effect 
either itself or in the manufacture of 
other substances, shall be regarded as a 
chemical.

OIL MARKET.

Under date of January 24, Liverpool 
writes:— 

Our market ruled for the past week with a 
very firm tone, and with a renewed good de- 
mand after the preliminary pause at the be- 
ginning. Fully 2,000 tons were sold in all 
sorts and positions. The chief request was 
again for Lagos and Soft River oils, which 
former one, because of extreme scarcity, rose 
rapidly fully £1 per ton, while the latter de- 
scription, the same as medium sorts and hard 
regular oils, remained without quotable change. 
The low irregular oils are 5s. per ton cheaper. 
The discount for distant forward delivery of 
soft River oils ranges from 10s. to 20s. per ton, 
according to position, and for Lagos from 
April onward from £2 to £4 per ton, which 
shows the present anomalous position of this 
class of oll. Spot and near Lagos is prac- 
tically monopolized by one firm. The arrivals 
of the week were a round 1,000 casks, and 
afloat to Liverpool are 9,100 casks. We close 
firm, with a continued good demand for near 
oil and only limited offerings. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
for palm kernel oil opened easy in 
sympathy with a drop abroad. Prices 
recovered, however, and the tone at 
the close was firm with shipments a 
hade higher than a week ago. On Fwi- 
day, Hamburg cabled £4 15s. per ton, 
for nearby shipments, and local im- 
porters were asking 9.80c. per pound. 
Spot stock were light and prices were 
wholly nominal. A few lots were held 
at 10%c. per pound. In Boston Spot 
oil was quoted at 10c. The demand 
was moderate. : ; 

PEANUT OIL.—Business was quiet 
in soap-grades of peanut oil, and price 
changes abroad has little influence on 
the spot market. Consumers were not 
interested owing to the cheap _ posi- 
tion of many competing oils. Sopt pea- 
nut oil was nominally quoted at 
65@70c. per gallon.

SEEDS. 


ANISE.—A recent virtual depletion

The whole stock 
of seed in Turkey does not exceed 16,000 bags, 
and of these fully 6,000 bags are set aside for 
sowing purposes, leaving only 10,000 bags to 
supply the demand for the next seven months. 
This is a very strong position, and unless the 
Argentine crop is a very big one it is thought 
that prices of Turkey seed will be well main- 
tained. 

CARAWAY.—A further advance of

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Bill to Extend Federal Food and Drugs 
Act to Manufacturing Violations. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 
A bill has been presented in the Senate 
of the United States by Senator Cham- 
4249), the object of 
which is to amend section 1 of the Fed- 
eral Food and Drugs law by making 
drastic provision against the manufac- 
turing of any adulterated or misbranded 
article in any territory over which the 
United States has jurisdiction. The text 
of the bill as presented by Senator Cham- 
berlain is as follows: 


berlain of Oregon (S. 


Be it enacted, ete., That section 1 of the 
act of June 30, 1906, entitled ‘‘An act for pre- 
venting the manufacture, sale or transporta- 
tion of adulterated or misbranded or poisonous 
or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors, and for regulating traffic therein, and 
for other purposes,’’ be, and the same is here- 
by, amended to read as follows:— 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person to manufacture within any Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia any article 
of food or drug which is adulterated or mis- 








branded, within the meaning of this act; and 
any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be guilty of a 


misdemeanor, and for each offense shall, upon 
corviction thereof, be sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment, and for each subsequent offense 
and convicition thereof shall be sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment.”’ 

The Senators to whose attention this 
bill has heen called expressed doubt that 
action will be taken upon it by the com- 
mittee because the measure is so framed 
as to require determination at the time 
of manufacture whether an article is 
adulterated or misbranded, which is dif- 
ferent from the course pursued under the 
terms of the Food and Drugs act as it 
stands. The application of the law to 
adulterated and misbranded commodities 
at present is when these articles enter 
interstate commerce 

The bill is before the Committee on 
Manufactures of the Senate, to which it 
was referred, and the present chairman 
of that committee is Senator James A. 
Reed of Missouri. The ranking Repub- 
lican member of the committee is Senator 
Oliver of Pennsylvania, who for a short 
time was chairman of the committee in 
the last Congress. The Committee on 
Manufactures of the Senate has not been 
an aciive committee during the sessions 
of the last Congress, due to the fact that 
most of the members of the committee 
are active members of more conspicuous 
and hard-working committees. The Com- 
mittee on Manufactures has 1 before it 
for two Congresses a bill regarding in- 
terstate shipments of adulterated and 
misbranded paints, but has never report- 
ed the bill. 

Senator Chamberlain, who presented 
this measure, is one of the active Sena- 
tors, and is chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, and is a member of 
some of the most important and hard- 
werking committees of the Senate. Un- 
less he finds time to give personal at- 
tention to his bill it is doubtful if the 
committee will give the measure much 
consideration.

District of Columbia Vested with Food 
and Drug Judicial Authority.

Tragacanth Gum in Turkey. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 
Writing from Mersina, Consul Edward 
I. Nathan discusses briefly the yields of 
gum tragacanth in Turkey, together with 


some references to prices. Mr. Nathan 


says: 

The yield of Asia Minor gum tregacanth for 
1913 is about 250 tons, of which not over one 
third is white and the balance is discolored or 
of inferior quality. About 160 tons of this gum 
was exported from Mersina in 1913, principally 
to France, Germany, Russia and the United 
States. There has been a large incr se in the 
exportation of this gum from Mersina to the 
United States during the past few years. In 
1912 such exports were valued at $8,870, while 
in 1913 (to December 15) their value was $19,- 
659 The increase is due to more direct buy- 
ing from the source of supply, and partly also 
to the decisions under the Pure Food and 
Drugs act, which prevents the substitution of 
inferior guims for gum tragacanth. 

Prices of this gum vary according to quality. 
White gum sells at 4.4 to 5 francs per kilo, 
or 38.4 to 39 cents per pound. Natural color 
gum is valued at 3.3 francs per kilo, or 2 
cents per pound. Yellow color gum sells at 
2.3 francs per kilo, or 20 to 26.8 cents per 
pound, 
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Hearing on Proposed Advances in 
Freight Rates on Oils. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb, 6, 1914. 

Efforts to hold a hearing to listen to 
the protests of shippers of linseed oil, cot- 
tonseed oil, corn oil, etc., against the 
proposed advances in freight rates in 
Central Freight Association territory, on 
‘Thursday, failed for the want of the ap- 
pearance of those who had asked to be 
heard. The hearing was adjourned with 
the understanding that probably later 
briefs, will be filed representing the views 
of those who object to the general ad- 
vances contained in the tariffs that have 
been filed and are now under considera- 
uoh, 

Announcement was received from the 
Archer-Daniels Linseed Company, of Min- 
neapolis, of a desire to be heard at this 
hearing, and also from H. W. B. Glover, 
traffic manager, representing the Vir- 
gimia-Carolina Chemical Company, the 
Southern Cotton Oil Company, and the 
Charleston, 8S. C. Mining & Manufacturing 
Company. No one appeared to respond 
jor these companies, 

The few minutes given to the hearing 
were taken up by F. A. Gantt of 17 Bat- 
tery Place, New York, representing the 
Corn Products Refining Compony with 
plants in Illinois and other’ points 
throughout the middle West. Mr. Gantt 
appeared on behalf his company to state 
that if it shall be determined by the 
Commission, after full hearings on the 
subject, that it is desirable to permit the 
railroads to make the general advances 
in rates of transportation, and that these 
advances shall be madg to cover all the 
oils in question, the Corn Products Refin- 
ing Company will make no objection to 
the advances proposed, 

No policy has yet been announced by 
the representatives of the railroads with 
respect to these hearings on advanced 
rates, except as was embraced in the sta- 
tistics presented at the opening of the 
hearing, by attorney Butterfield of the 
New York Central Lines, and also repre- 
senting other carriers, showing the re- 
sults obtained during 10 years of opera- 
tions, demonstrating, as the carriers be- 
lieve, a necessity for increased freight 
rates. The substance of these figures 
Was increased business, but diminishing 
net returns. The carriers also pin their 
faith somewhat upon the statements made 
by the Commission intimating that if the 
facts as they are presented by the car- 
riers show the necessity for increasing 
transportation rates the Commission 
would not hesitate to allow such ad- 
vances to be made. It doubtless will be 
the policy of the carriers to submit a gen- 
eral statement for the record at the con- 
clusion of the hearing justifying in their 
opinion the advanced rates as proposed. 
The representatives of the carriers are 
particularly gratified with the general 
statements made by most of the repre- 
sentatives of the shippers who have ap- 
peared at the hearings, making no objec- 
tions to the proposed advances in rates, 
provided these advances are made uni- 
form. It is claimed by the attorneys 
who attend the hearings, representing the 
earriers, that most of the complaints 
made relate to the necessity for read- 
justments of rates and have no special 
bearing upon the proposed increases in 
rates, which is the subject of the hear- 
ing in progress. 

In connection with the general hear- 
ings on’ freight advances, it is the policy 
of the Commission to postpone, for the 
present, consideration of advances in 
rates covered by tariffs that have been 
under consideration. In this class is the 
proposed advance in rates on cottonseed 
oil from points on the Illinois Central 
Road in Mississippi to Memphis. The 
Commission has further suspended, until 
August 21, the application of these pro- 
posed advances in rates. These tariffs 
were suspended by the Commission from 
October last to February 21. The Com- 
mission has been unable to give con- 
sideration to the advances proposed, and 
has made further suspension in order to 
give additional time.

For Federal Regulation of Interstate 
Commerce in Biological Products. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Re porter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 


A bill intended to provide for the in- 
virus, serum and _ toxins 
interstate commerce, and 
penalizing such shipments unless under 
government inspection, has_ been intro- 
duced in the Senate of the United States 

S 4294-—-by Senator Kenyon of lowa. 
This bill, in seven sections, is intended 
to make a misdemeanor the violation of 
its prohibitions regarding the shipments 
of these products, and a fine not exceed- 
ing $10,000, or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing two years, or both fine and imprison- 
ment, are the penalties prescribed for the 
violation of the proposed law. ‘The full 
text of this bill is as follows:— 

Be it enacted, etc., That no person, firm, or 
corporation shall deliver ior shipment in in- 
terstate commerce or ship, carry, or send 
in any way from one State to another or from

Though increasing activity has been 
noted in some departments of the drug 
market within the week, apathetic con- 
ditions still prevail in other quarters, 
in consequence of uncertainty as to 
the fina] solution of such import duty 
problems as those arising from tne 
interpretation of paragraph 17 of the 
new law, providing duties of 20 and 25 
per cent. for small packages of drugs 
and from the taxation at 20 per cent. 
of orris root, gums, benzoin and oli- 
panum, styrox and rose leaves, on 
the ground that they constitute “aro- 
matic substances used in the manu- 
facture of perfumes and cosmetics.” 
Aside from another sharp advance 
in opium, due to a further reduc- 
tion of spot stocks and a stiffening ten- 
dency of the primary markets in Tur- 
key as well as the imposition of an 
jmport duty double that collected prior 
to last October, there have been few 
price changes of consequence. 

Among the upward movements, how- 
ever, may be mentioned those in quo- 
tations for dynamite, glycerine, balsam 
tolu, anise oil, sweet fennel seed oil, 
cinchonia and cinchonidia, short buchu 
leaves, Italian, Spanish and Russian 
anise seed, caraway seed, celery seed 
and Japan wax. Reductions have 
been made in prices asked for chloro- 
form, Bourbon and African rose geran- 
ium oil, lemon oil, expressed lime oil, 
spearmint oil and wormseed oil as well 
as in Mexican sarsaparilla root, thyme 
leaves and No. 3 North Country car- 
nauba wax. 

For the purpose of considering the 
best means for appealing for relief 
from the present assessment of an 
import duty of 25 per cent. upon for- 
eign:refined camphor, under the provi- 
sions of the second part of paragraph 
17 of the new tariff law, the leading 
importers of the Japanese refined gum 
held a meeting at the outset of last 
week and decided to make application 
for a cessation of the imposition of 
such a heavy import tax upon this 
commodity to the United States Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, to the chairman 
of the House of Representatives Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means and to the 
Japanese consul general at the port of 
New York. Letters making such ap- 
peals were prepared and forwarded by 
these importers, but as yet have failed 
to evoke a final ruling on the part of 
the Treasury Department or by any of 
the government officials. 


Enforcement of the new weights and 
measures law of New York State, con- 
stituting chapter 81 of the laws of 
1912, which became operative in its 
entirety at the beginning of this week, 
has not caused any great inconvenience 
to the manufacturing, wholesale or re- 
tail drug interests to date, although 
this law requires the labeling of pack- 
age goods and all commodities weigh- 
ing more than three ounces with their 
net weight or numerical count of their 
contents on their containers.

A much stronger undertone has de- 
veloped in the primary markets for this 
narcotic in Turkey within the week 
and, as the stiffening tendency there 
has been backed by a further reduc- 
tion of spot stocks and the necessity 
for paying an import duty of $3. per 
pound on all new goods brought into 
this country, local importers have 
taken firmer views of the situation and 
have raised their prices 10c. per pound 
for the gum and 15c. per pound for 
the powdered and granular grades, 
making their revised quotations in 
most instances $6.35 for druggists’ qual- 
ity gum in cases, and $6.40 in jobbing 
lots, and those for the powdered and 
8ranular descriptions $7.65 and $7.75, 
respectively. In a few quarters of the 
local market it is still possible, how- 
ever, to,obtain some druggists’ qual- 
ity gum at $6.30 in cases, and at $6.35 
in jobbing quantities, but most of*the 


dealers naming these figures are more 
anxious buyers than sellers and gen- 
erally have little to offer at these lev- 
els. A steadily increasing demand is 
reported for all varieties of this drug. 

By cable, our correspondents in the 


primary markets have advised us at

9d. per pound 
for the best new crop gum. There is never 
any moment when some important buyer or 
another is not in the market and this, of 


course, contributes in keeping prices up. So 
far as can be seen the position is not likely 


to be modified for a long time to come.

mestic and foreign makers alike, so 
that the revised quotation is 22 cents 
for 50-pound lots, and 27 cents for 
smaller quantities. 

COCOA BUTTER.—A steadily in- 
creasing demand in reported for all 
descriptions of this article, and prices 
are being very strongly maintained on 
a bulk basis of 33@35c, and at 36@39c., 
according to brand, for the wrapped 
fingers in twelve pound boxes. A 
stiffening influence upon prices asked 
by domestic handlers has been exerted 
within the last few days by the re- 
sult of the latest Amsterdam auction, 
held last Tuesday, when 99 per cent. 
of the offerings, consisting of 187% 
tons, were sold at an avejrage price of 
83 Dutch cents per half kilo for one 
well known brand, as compared with 
71% Dutch cents at the January sale, 
80 Dutch cents at the December auc- 
tion, 63 Dutch cents at the November 
sale and 79% Dutch cents at the Octo- 
ber auction.

FUSEL OIL.—Though some domestic 
refiners recently offered their output 
at further concessions of 10c., which 
made their quotations for refined oil 
and amyl acetate $1.60 and $1.55, re- 
spectively, all such low offers have 
now been withdrawn and these inter- 
ests, like all other American manufac- 
turers, are now holding out for mini- 
mums of $1.70 and $1.65, respectively. 
The increasing use of compounds con- 
taining fusel oil, in which some cheap- 
ening agents have been employed, is 
still curtailing the business in many 
directions and transactions in the re- 
fined oil, and amyl acetate are now 
confined to relatively small proportions.

GLYCERINE.—The unceasing stif- 
fening of both foreign and domestic 
markets for the crude grades has led 
to another sharp uplift of prices for 
dynamite glycerine which, after being 
offered during the greater part of the 
week at 19%c, has recently been 
marked up to 19%c. A majority of 
consumers are refusing to pay more 
than 1914c., but they are unable to ob- 
tain any considerable quantity at that 
level and are informed, that 19%c. 
is required to buy sizable lots. The 
chemically pure description is still be- 
ing offerec openly at 20c in drums and 
barrels by some distillers and is also 
available from others at that level, al- 
though a majority of these interests 
are nominally quoting 20%c but is pro- 
curable at 21c in most quarters. A 
strong undertone pervades the C. P. 
markets, however, and, were it not for 
the fact that a majority of the leading 
consumers have already covered their 
requirements well ahead with con- 
tracts, it is believed that prices for this 
variety would be marked up commen- 
surately with the advance in the dyna- 
mite grade. Though manifesting an 
advancing tendency, the soaplye and 
saponification grades are still being of- 
fered in the East and West at 13%@ 
l4c. and at 16@16%c., naked, respec- 
tively.

The European glycerine market has been al- 
tered this week, and rather abruptly, with a 
resultant disappearance from the market of 
offers for sale, which were never very nu- 
merous, it must be admitted. 

There was a demand for saponification at 
162.60 francs per kilo, but only a few eellers 
were to be found, and they asked 166 francs 
per kilo. 

The soap lye market has not been so strong, 
and still some quantities could be found at 
142.50 francs per kilo, notwithstandinw the 
fact that several sellers are understood to be 
holding it for 145 francs.

18c., as to quality. 

BERRIES. 


CUBEB.—A growing scarcity of the 
superior quality berries has brought 
about an advance of a cent in the 
prices asked for these descriptions, 
which are now being firmly held at a 
and powdered. The ordinary berries, 
however, are still being quoted at 40@ 
42c., as to quality. 

SHELLAC, 


lt is the same old story with shellac, 
declines in all quarters, but without 
any more reasonable or economical 
basis for the continued depression than 
was offered a couple of months ago. 
Caleutta’s recession during the week 
Was about ‘%e. for February-March 
shipment, but a slight premium was 
named for March-May, and _ there 
seemed to be no pressure to enter for- 
ward contracts. Shipments for Janu- 
ary were a little under these for the 
same month last year, and the most 
favorable feature of the comparison 
was the falling off for United Kingdom 
account.

in cases previously noted, has been 
freely met during the week, and even 
at the level that is barely proportion. 
ate to the primary position, the mar. 
ket is of a more or lese nominal 
character. Under the continued keen. 
ness of compétition there has been a 
further revision in bleached quotationg 
to 224%@23%c. for bone dry and 17%@ 
18%c,. for commercial. Other descrip- 
tions were without quotable change, 
The shellac on the Barenfels and the 
City of Edinbugh was reported all 
free. The Drackenfels is due with 3,000 
patkages of orange for the local trade 
and 100 packages for Boston. The City 
of Naples is in Boston. She will bring 
to this market 850 packages, all of 
which, with the exception of 150 pack- 
ages of seedlac, are of orange. The 
December imports of shellac into the 
country were 646,598 pounds ($100,653),

The London market is described by 
the London Commercial Record under 
date of January 23 as follows:— 

The home trade is very stagnant, and 
dealers who bought on the last rise com- 
plain that they cannot move their sotcks at 
all. The position at the moment is a very 
difficult one on which to take a view; we 
have now reached a drop of about 30s. from 
the top, and this might well give rise to 
the hope of a quick reaction; but, on the 
other hand, we were formerly accustomed 
for a considerable period to prices ranging 
from 60s. to 70s., so that a spin of the coin 
is as reliable a guide as anything else as to 
the course of the immediate future. With 
the March and May positions finally liqui- 
dated, the article will have a chance of re- 
asserting itself, always supposing that the 
Calcutta reports of shortage prove accurate; 
the London stock is, to say the least of it, 
unattractive, and although some contend 
that the centralization of the surplus is a 


point in its favor, it is necessary that we 
have some relief if holders are to be en- 
courag.d. The reduction in the bank rate 
will, of course, tend to facilitate the con- 
tango, but the tendency just now is to cut 
the loss rather than carry over, which, as 


the lac is going into good hands, will even- 
tually prove beneficial to the market. The 
present dullness is undoubtedly chiefly due 
to overspeculation in the delivery market, 
which as at present constituted allows any 
one to buy or sell as their fancy dictates, 
so long as they can get brokers to act for 
them, without having to part with a solitary 
groat until the day of settlement arrives. 
This state of affairs results in heavy fiuc- 
tuations, which, as we have before point«d 
out, are very detrimental to the trade, and 
trade, which is after all the backbone of a 
market, should be encouraged in every pos- 
sinle way rather than discouraged as at 
present. 
BEANS. 

VANILLA.—There have been no fur- 
ther arrivals of new Mexican whole 
beans within the week, and few of- 
fers of the 1913-1914 crop whole beans 
are now being made by the curers in 
the Papantla and Gutierrez-Zamora 
districts, as these curers have now 
financed the purchase of the yield of 
green beans without the requested as- 
sistance of the New York operators. 
and have therefore nothing to gain by 
offering the new beans on the basis 
which they hitherto stipuated—imme- 
diate payment in gold for deliveries 
in May and June of this year, which 
would have enabled the curers to take 
advantage of the abnormally high 
rate of exchange prevailing last De- 
cember and last month. In view of 
the uncertainty now existing as to the 
rate of exchange this spring and sui- 
mer, the cuvers are unwilling at pres- 
ent to make additional offers except 
upon a silver basis. The new crop 
Mexican cuts are being offered fairly 
freely by the curers, however, and lat- 
est arrivals of these cuts show im- 
provement in quality over those which 
have previously been received here, 
suggesting still further improvement 
in the cuts which will reach New 
York later in the season. Some in- 
ferior quality Mexican cuts are still 
being offered as low as $2.87%, but @ 
majority of the New York operators 
are holding out for a minimum of $8, 
and in many instances are asking 
$3.12% and even $3.25 for good quality 
cuts. Buying operations on the part 
of the extract makodrs continue very 
limited, however, as these consumers 
are still loath to make extensive pur- 
chases until they have ascertained 
more definitely how the long expect 
adjustment of prices for Bourbon 
“queues” and Mexican cuts will ma- 
terialize.

Almost all the growers in this region have 
disposed of their holdings of the last crop of 
peppermint oil, the total amount of which is 
very small. The natural consequence is that 
the position of peppermint has been strength- 
ened and the market is very firm with a tend- 
ency toward much higher values. As the 
last crop is estimated at 60,000 pounds below 
the natural requirements of the world, it fol- 
lows that low prices are not to be expected 
until the next crop comes on the market in 
September. It will not be surprising to see 
peppermint jobbing at $4 or better per pound 
before very long.

MEDICINAL AND OTHER Gums, 


ALOES.—A fair demand continues to 
be reported for all descriptions of this 
gum which is being quoted at previous. 
ly-mentioned figures. At the London 
auction, last Thursday, an offering of 
fair, hard, bright Cape gum was Sold 
at 40s. per hundredweight, the same 
figure as that obtained at the previgys 
public offering in that center, held on 
January 22. 

BENZOIN.—Business in _ this m 
continues to be restricted materially by 
the unabated imposition of an import 
duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem there. 
on, on the ground that it constitutes 
one of the “aromatic substances useq 
in the manufacture of perfumes and 
cosmetics.” Local holders continue to 
maintain prices firmly at 35@40c for 
the Sumatra description and at $1.59 
2 for the Siam variety. At the London 
auction, last Thursday, an offering of 
ordinary Sumatra seconds commanded 
£6 10s., the same level as that reached 
at the January 22 sale. 

CAMPHOR.—Importers of Japanese 
refined gum have appealed to the 
United States Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, to the chairman of the House of 
Representatives’ Committee on Ways 
and Means and to the Japanese congyl- 
general at the Port of New York 
within the last few days, following a 
conference among these interests, for 
relief from the assessment for import 
duty of this foreign product, which js 
specifically provided for in the tariff 
law at the rate of 5 cents per pound, at 
an ad valorem rate of 25 per cent., 
which has recently been imposed by 
the appraiser at this port on the 
ground that this commodity in sizes 
of two and a half pounds’and lesg {s 
included in the provisions of the sec- 
ond part of paragraph 17 of the law. 
In view of this assessment, local im- 
porters now find themselves unable to 
sel the Japanese refined gum for less 
than the American refined goods and, 
in some instances, are experiencing 
great difficulty in meeting the comp?ti- 
tion of the domestic refiners and in fill- 
ing outstanding contracts. Both do- 
mestic and foreign refined gum is, 
therefore, generally being held on a 
bulk basis of 43c. and, as there is a 
growing scarcity of 16s and halves 
among the Japanese refined sizes, a 
further sharp advance in the prices 
which will have to be asked for this 
foreign refined gum is looked for 
daily.

New System of Pure Food and Drugs 
and Insecticide Acts Publicity. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 
Announcement is made by the Bureau 
of Information of the Department of 
Agriculture of the adoption of a new 
series of service and regulatory an- 
nouncements that are designed to give 
information as to decisions, rulings, in- 
structions, ete., for the enforcement of 
the various regulatory acts that come 
under the supervision of the Department 
of Agriculture. The object of this new 
policy is to issue periodically in con- 
venient form full information as to the 
rulings, decisions, instructions, etc., 
the enforcement of the Food~and Drugs 
act, the insecticide and fungicide law, 
and various other measures with which 
the department has to deal. Concerning 
this new policy the department officials 
state:— 


Heretofore announcement to the public of 
legal proceedings, official decisions and the e& 
tablishment of precedents under the several 
laws has largely been in the form of single 
printed sheets or individual letters which were 
ephemeral and of different sizes and forms, 
and therefore difficult to assemble and bind 
in convenient shape. Unless those interested 
gave special attention to these letters ane 
forms and followed the numbers carefully, * 
was impossible for them to know that they 
had a complete record of the regulatory work 
covering any given period. 

Under the new plan, especially the admin- 
istration of the food and drugs act, whenever 
an important ruling is made by letter, 2 
answer to a specific request from a manufac 
turer, this ruling will be published in th 
service announcements of the Bureau of Chel 
istry. In this way it will be impossible for 
manufacturer to obtain such a ruling unknow! 
to his competitors and thereby gain an untai! 
trade advantage over those who might be uw 
aware that such an individual ruling hed be® 
issued. 7

White arsenic continues very dull, -with 
sellers asking previous prices.

Refined saltpeter and 
tartaric acid are unchanged in price, 
with the outlook uncertain. Crude 
saltpeter is a shade easier on _ spot, 
with trading very quiet.

Dealers quote Ile. for 
bulk, 1.19c. for kegs f. o. b. works and 
a premium of l-ic. is exacted on all 
deliveries in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. While 
some business was placed eariy in the 
week, demand fell off at the close and 
sellers were more eager to book orders. 
Leading dealers quoted spot at 1.200

quarters it was intimated that 1.174c. 
would be accepted for German. Con- 
tract prices were unchanged. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Steady shipments 
are being made against outstanding 
contracts, and while new business is 
noi very brisk, there is a fair volume 
of additional sales reported for home 
and export requirements. Contracts 
are quoted at 1.424%@1.47%c. on the 
basis of 60 per cent. for 70@76 per cent.

works; powdered 76 per cent. is held at 
2@2\4c., according to quantity and 
seller. 

SALT CAKIE,.—Sellers are maintain- 
ing former prices of this sulphate and 
are readily disposing of the output 
through old contracts and new orders. 
Car lots are held at 55c. in builk f. o. 
b. works. 


SAL SODA.—The movement on old 
contracts and new orders is sufficiently 
active to absorb production, and the 
market, while featureless, retains a 
steady undertone. Sellers quote .60c. 
and up in barrels f. o. b., less the usual 
discount terms. On spot lots of con- 
centrated sellers quoted on the basis 
of Isc. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—There have been no 
new developments to disturb the steady 
course of prices during the interval. 
New business is reported rather quiet, 
but production is meeting with ready 
disposal through standing contracts.

MURIATIC.—A moderate movement 
in jobbing is noted for home and for-

NITRIC.—While new business has 
continued along rather quiet lines, 
there is no indication that sellers are 
any less firm in their views.

for powdered, as to quantity.

ACETATE OF LIME.—Sales at 1.75 
@1.80c. are being made for home and 
export requirements and _ business is 
said to embrace the usual proportions 
incident to this period of the year. 
Heavy shipments have been made re- 
cently to Hamburg and Genoa. 

ALUM.—Deliveries on contract to the 
paper and print mills are reported nor- 
mal and a moderate volume of addi- 
tional business is being placed for filter 
and color requirements. Sellers quote

quantity and seller. Sulphate of alu- 
mina is maintained at .90@1\%c. for low 
grades, and 14@1%c. for high grades, 
according to quantity. 

ARSENIC.—Busineses_ in progress 
continues of limited character, and the 
market remains a very tame affair.

Our Tungsten Ore Output in 1913. 


(Special to Oll, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb, 6, 1914. 

Regarding the production of tungsten 
ores in the United States during the past 
year, the officials of the United States 
Geological Survey state that ‘‘these ores 
were produced in six of the Western 
States—Colorado, California, Idaho, Ari- 
zona and South Dakota and vicinity. 
These facts were brought out in prelimi- 
nary figures prepared for the Survey by 
Frank L. Hess, and in a review of these 
figures the statement is made by the Sur- 
vey officials that prices were better dur- 
ing the year than in 1912, and ramged from 
$6 to $7.50 per unit of 20 pounds of tungsten 
trioxide. 

Further, regarding these tungsten sta- 
tistics, the Survey officials say:—‘‘The 
output for 1913 was equivalent to 1,525 


tons of ore carrying 60 per cent. of tung- 
sten trioxide (WO;), and was valued at 
about $640,500. The production in the three 
preceding years was 1,330 tons, valued at 


$602,158, in 1912; 1,139 tons, worth $407,985, 
in 1911, and 1,821 tons, worth $832,992, in 
1910.’’ 


As heretofore, the Boulder county field, 
Colorado, was the largest producer, with 
an estimated output of 953 tons of ferber- 
ite in 1913, against 812 tons in 1912. 

The Atolia district, California, was the 
second largest producer, and still makes a 
larger production of scheelite than any 
other district in the world. Nearly all 
the output was produced by the Atolia 
Mining Company, but small quantities 
were also produced from several mines 
at Atolia and the Stringer and Rands- 
burg districts on the north. 

Some wolframite was produced in the 
Clark Mountain region, in southeastern 
California. In Arizona scheelite was pro- 
duced in the Old Hat district, 40 miles 
north of Tucson. Other than the Atolia 
district, this is the only district in the 
United States from which a production of 
scheelite is made,

Some improvement hag been noted 
in demand for fertilizer materials dur- 
ing the week. Dried blood and tankage 
have sold more freely and have 
reached higher price levels without 
checking consuming demand. Perhaps, 
the most important feature regarding 
these materials is the report that hold- 
ers are finding a new outlet as these 
ammoniates are increasing in favor as 
a feed-stuff for cattle. When fish scrap 
was at lower prices 4 year ago, it was 
reported that a god outlet was pre- 
sented as a food for chicken and cattle 
and now that scrap has advanced in 
price, it seems that attention has been 
directed to the advantages of blood 
and tankage as a food-stuff. This may 
become an important factor in prices. 
Nitrate of soda is rather quiet, but 
holds steady in price. Cfficial figures 
of imports show that record figures 
were established for the year recently 
brought to a close. Sulphate of am- 
monia is easy and foreign grades are 
receiving but little attention. Cyana- 
mid is scarce for nearby delivery and 
is firmly held. Reports from abroad 
state deposits of potash in Spain have 
not yet proved of much commercial 
value. Acid phosphate is in good de- 
mand and prices are more firmly held. 
For reviews of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to 
index on page 23. Detiled reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follows: 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Prices for these animal ammoniates 
were subject to upward revisions this 
week. Demand in packing centers 
showed considerable expansion and 
followed the higher values quoted by 
sellers. It is reported that quantities 
of blood and tankage have been used 
for feeding cattle and with a new out- 
let opened up, holders are more firm 
in their views and iess inclined to 
dispose of stocks except at full asking 
prices. Towards the close of the week 
prices were quoted at $3.1744 and 10 for 
high grade tankage and $3.30 for dried 
blood, on a basis of Chicago delivery. 

FISH SCRAP.—As far as trading is 
concerned the market is nominal. 
There are no stocks vf importance in 
manufacturers’ hands and anything of- 
fered is held at very high prices. No 
change is likely to occur until the new 
fishing season sets in ana fresh sup- 
plies of fish scrap are availabie. 


CYANAMID.—There has been no 
change in the position of cyanamid. A 
few hundred tons are reported as un- 
sold for,shipment in the later part of 
March and on this sellers quote $2.40 
per unit of ammouia f. vo. b. works. 
This quotation also applies to ship- 
ments during April and later months. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Two charters 
were reported this week, one on a basis 
of 20s. and the other at 20s. 6d. Im- 
ports of nitrate of soda into the United 
States in December were 31,177 tons, 
valued at $1,285,782. The official figures 
showing imports of nitrate of soda for 
the calendar year are published here- 
with for the first time:—

These figures show that the 1913 im- 
ports were the largest on record. Re- 
ports from abroad state that nitrate for 
prompt loading is firmer. There is 4 
feeling in some quarters that the Con- 
tinent will not require as much nitrate 
as in former years, and this causes 
some buyers to look for lower prices. 
The statistical position at the begin- 
ning of the year was not favorable for 
higher prices, and as consumption in 
parts of Europe has been checked by 
stopping of inland water navigation, 
there has been no material improv«- 
ment in the general situation. In do- 
mestic markets nitrate is quoted at 
$2.22%4 and the latter half of the year 
at $2.20 per 100 pounds. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — Im- 
ports of sulphate of ammonia into the 
United States in December were 27,193,- 
843 pounds, valued at $802,878. Imports 
for the calendar year were as follows:—

The total value of the output was 
190,000,000 marks in 1913 as against 176-

the largest increase when compared 
with the shipment to foreign countries. 
The United Statey shows the next larg- 
est increase. The total value of the 
shipment to the United States was 56,- 
000,000 marks in 1913 and _ 52,000,000 
marks in 1912, an increase of 4,000,000 
marks for 1913. The sales to most 
other countri¢s were very gratifying, 
taking exception to certain countries 
which were embarrassed by financial 
troubles. The syndicate, it is state:l, 
is not satistied with the increase of 
sales, cOnsidering the rapidly increas- 
ing number of new mines, which num- 
ber now 160.

Some improvement was reported dur- 
ing the week in demand for dye mate- 
rials. The turn of the month. brought 
consumers into the market and trading 
in many cases showed improvement 
over the preceding week. In some ma- 
terials consumers are covered ahead by 
running contracts, and this tends to 
destroy interest in the spot market. 
Large shipments of gambier are on the 
way from primary points and local 
sellers are offering low prices for ar- 
rivals ex-dock. January shipments of 
gambier to this country are much 
larger than usual, and much larger 
than the normal monthly consumption 
of this country. Starch and dextrines 
are holding steady, with consuming de- 
mand not especially active. Reports 
from primary centers say that myrabo- 
lans have been easier since new crop 
nuts reached the market. Bichromate 
of soda is not appreciabily changed 
and quotations vary according to sell- 
er. Bichromate of potash is steady, 
both in movement and in prices. Ex- 
ports of sumac from Sicily are said to 
have shown a material decrease dur- 
ing the past year. Zinc dust is in nor- 
mal demand, with an increase shown 
in arrivals from abroad in the past 
three months. Detailed reports on the 
separate articles of the local market 
follow :— 


ALBUMEN.—No appreciable change 
has taken place in market conditions 
in the interval. Consuming trades are 
aking seasonable quantities of albu- 
mens, and any unusual trading is not 
to be expected since the consuming 
trades have not been very active. Prices 
are quoted at 40@70c. a pound for egg 
albumen and 19@25c. a pound for blood 
albumen.

Special Legislation Needed to Insure 
Our Cottonseed Oil Trade with 
Austria-Hungar y- 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 
There are no particularly new develop- 
ments touching the question of conces- 
sions by Austria-Hungary on importa- 
tions of cottonseed oil from the United 
States into that country. The impression 
is becoming strong among the represen- 


tatives of the cottonseed oil industry that 


no action by this government with re- 
spect to this question will be of any avail 
until Congress takes up the matter and 
acts with some vigor in providing retalia- 
tion in positive terms against countries 
which discriminate against the: trade of 
the United States. Either this must be 
done or positive provision must be made 
by law for giving President Wilson a free 
hand to meet just such situations. 

The reason the opinion is expressed that 
nothing will be accomplished under the 
present condition of affairs is, that not- 
withstanding all the representations 
which this government has made im a 
friendly way through the State Depart- 
ment to the government of Austria-Hun- 
gary, the desired concessions on cotton 
oil have not been made by that govern- 
ment. 

As the situation mow stands it is doubt- 
ful if Congress could be induced to con- 
sider this question in any way, until 
sufficient time has elapsed to demon- 
strate what results-in the way of revenue 
are to be obtained from the new tariff 
law. Possibly the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee would insist that fully a year must 
pass under the operations of the new 
tariff before attempting to determine 
just what revenues are to be derived 
from the customs side of that law. _ 

An erroneous conception of the possibili- 
ties under the existing tariff is enter- 
tained by some of the dealers in the cot- 
ton oil industry, as is shown by comments 
that have been made by some of the 
foremost men in the industry respecting 
the promptness with which the Govern- 
ment of Argentina was induced to make 
concessions regarding rates of duty on 
wheat ard wheat products shipped imto 
that country. This fact is shown by coni- 
munications that have been received from 
representatives of the cotton oift trade 
regarding what they declared to be the 
effectiveness of the mode of procedure 
under the tariff as affecting breadstuffs. 
Argentina, in order to obtain the privilege 
of sending her wheat and wheat products 
free of duty into the markets of the 
United States, removed the duty from her 
wheat, wheat flour, and semolina. When 
such action was taken the provisions of 
the tariff of the United States, pertaining 
to wheat, wheat flour, and other wheat 
products, where applied to Argentina, al- 
lowing her products of this class to enter 
the markets of the United States free 
of duty. 

A brief study of the nature of the tariff 
as applied to these breadstuffs will show 
that they have absolutely no relation to 
other parts of the tariff, and cannot in 
any way be utilized to apply to the cot- 
ton oil question, as related to the trade 
with Austria-Hungary. Under the tariff, 
as it was adopted, specific provision was 
made for placing wheat and wheat prod- 
ucts upon the free list, except as_ to 
countries which imposed duties upon like 
Products. It is very easy to be seen that 
under such a straightforward arrange- 
ment any country which desires to ship 
these breadstuffs into the United States 
free of duty must remove all duties from 
such products entering their markets. 

Of course it is unfortunate that no such 
provision was made with respect to cot- 
ton oil and various other products upon 
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which it is desired that the United States 
shall greatly extend our increasing export 
business, but no such considerations were 
given in the tariff, and attention has been 
called to the fact that even the retalia- 
tory provisions proposed when the tariff 
bill was in the Senate were eliminated in 
conference, and nothing is left but the 
naked authority to the President to make 
trade agreements which must be approved 
by beth Houses of Congress. 

The meaning of this latter provision, 
“both Houses of Congress,’’ will be clear 
to all who give consideration to tariff 
problems. It means that the House of 
Representatives insists that it shall have 
the right to pass upon questions involved 
in treaties affecting the rates of duty. In 
other words, while the treaty-making 
power is lodged with the President and 
the Senate, in those treaties which _pro- 
pose to raise or lower duties, the House 
insists that it must have an opportunity 
to approve or disapprove of such proposed 
duty changes. No one can say off hand 
what the result will be under this condi- 
tion. The Ways and Means Committee 
prepared, after many months of consider- 
ation, a tariff bill with rates of duty be- 
lieved by the members of the committee 
to be adequate and accurate to meet the 
needs of the international trade and rev- 
enues of the country, and they presum- 
ably will not consent, at least until some 
substantial evidence has been obtained 
as to the workings of the law both with 
respect to trade and revenue, that any 
change shall be made in any of these du- 
ties applying to one or more countries. 


It is, therefore, reasonable to assume that. 


regardiess of how strong the representa- 
tions of this government may be toward 
Austria-Hungary and her treatment of 
cotton oil. that the attitude of that gov- 
ernment naturally will be that the con- 
cessions made in the tariff of the United 
States, whereby many duties were re- 
duced, presumably were made in the in- 
terests of the trade of the United States, 
and while Austria-Hungary is-glad to re- 
ceive these concessions, they offer no in- 
ducement to that government for mak- 
ing, voluntarily, any concessions on im- 
ports of cotton oil into her markets.

Breslau Surgical and Dental Supplies. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Feb. 6, 1914. 


A brief report has been received at the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce from Consul Spahr, at Breslau, 
Germany, regarding the trade in surgical 
and dental supplies in that German town. 
This reports says:— 


Several firms in Breslau manufacture the 
smaller surgical instruments and appliances, 
but larger and more pretentious pieces and the 
usual furniture, such as operating tables, are 
generally secured elsewhere, mostly from Ber- 
lin. The manufacturers and depots here issued 
large illustrated catalogues and supply any 
article desired. Credit is granted to the end 
of the calendar year. American makers are 
not known to local dealers. There is a small 
export to the United States, chiefly of metal 
leaf saws, amounting to about $2,500 a year. 
There are several important dental depots in 
Breslau and American supplies are well known. 
Some dentists use them almost exclusively. 

There is only one factory in Breslau. where 
special furniture for physicians and dentists 
is manufactured, such as instrument cabinets, 
bandage and medicine cabinets and movable, 
stationary and hanging stands for bottles. 
This concern also makes stools, chairs, tables 
and washstands for physicians. The product 
is carried by local dealers, but the market 
scarcely extends beyond the province. The 
terms offered are thirty days with 2 per cent.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions, 


Paint. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers overruled the protest of F. 
Paracchini, of San Juan, relating to the 
rate of duty on paint. The merchandise 
was assessed at 30 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 56, tariff act of 1909. The 
protestant claimed that it should have 
been assessed at the rate of 1c. per pound 
under paragraph 58 of said act. The 
board held that the merchandise under 
ee was properly assessed as 
a paint. 








Rosin. 


S. L. Jones & Co., San Framcisco, were 
sustained in the claim that rosin imported 
by the firm is free of duty under the law 
of 199. The rosin in question was re- 
turned as rosin not crude and assessed at 
10 per cent. ad valorem and \% of ic. per 
pound umder paragraph 20, act of 1909. 
The claim was for free entry under para- 
graph 559 as crude gum resin. The testi- 
mony was sufficient to prove that it was 
oe, and the protest was therefore sus- 

ained. 





Coal-Tar Preparations, 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers overuled the protests relating to 
the classification for duty of certain 
merchandise returned by the collector as 
Products or preparations of coal tar, not 
colors or dyes and not medicinal, and 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
the law of 199. The claims were for 
free entry as coal tar under paragraph 
536, or for duty at 10 per cent. ad valorem 
as unenumerated unmanufactured arti- 
cles. The protesting importers were G. 
W. Sheldon & Co., Z. L. White & Co., 
and the Carbolineum Wood Preserving 
Company. 





Thymol. 

Protests by Cailler & Co., New York, 
against the assessment of duty on an im- 
portation of thymol were overruled by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers. The merchandise under consid- 
eration consists of a preparation known 
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claimed free entry as oil of thyme unde: 
paragraph 639, or dutiable at %c. per 
pound and 10 per cent. ad valorem as a 
drug advanced in value or condition. It 
was shown by the testimony that thymol 
is prepared from oil of thyme and there- 
fore it was held to be a derivative there- 
of and properly classified as a medicinal 
preparation and dutiable at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem. The protests were overruled. 





Opium, 


Merck & Co., New York, were over- 
ruled in their claim for lower duty on 
an importation of opium. The merchan- 
dise in question was invoiced as dried 
opium and assessed with duty at the rate 
of $2 per pound under paragraph 41, tariff 
act of 19%. The case was submitted on 
the records of a previous decision (T. D. 
33788) and in harmony therewith the 
board aftirmed the collector’s classifica- 
tion in each case. The protest was ac- 
cordingly overruled, 





Quinine and Sapo-Cresol, 


L. F. Chalin, New Orleans, was sus- 
tained in a contention for free entry of 
quinine capsules, but overruled in his 
claim for lower duty on sapo-cresol. The 
quinine capsules were returned by the 
appraiser as a medicinal preparation at 
25 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
6. The board held that it should have 
been admitted free as quinine under para- 
graph 658, and the protest was sustained. 
In the matter of sapo-cresol, a compound 
of cresol and oil saponified, it was held 
to be a coal-tar preparation and entitled 
to entry under paragraph 15, but as no 
claim was made under paragraph 15 that 
classification could not be made. The 
importer’s claim was for free entry. It 
Was assessed as a non-alcoholic medici- 
oll preparation at 25 per cent. ad va- 

rem,
